REPORT. 


The  Selectmen  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
Report  : — 

The  Selectmen  have  attended  to  the  duty  of  their 
office,  as  far  as  they  were  able,  and  herewith  present  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  the  result  of  their  labors ;  but  in  doing 
so,  they  wish  to  apologize  for  a  lack  of  items — the  Report 
not  being  so  full  and  explicit  as  the  vote  of  the  Town  indi- 
cated,— for  which,  we  have  only  to  give  as  a  reason,  that  in 
some  of  the  departments  of  the  affairs  of  the  Town,  the 
accounts  have  been  very  poorly  kept,  being  merely  in  aggre- 
gate, without  date,  and  without  detail.  The  consequence 
is,  we  have  been  unable  to  arrive  at  facts,  so  correctly  as  we 
have  wished,  or  perhaps,  as  was  expected  we  should  do. 
Your  Selectmen  hope  that  the  Town  will  appreciate  the 
importance  of  being  more  particular,  in  future,  in  keeping 
correct  records  of  all  transactions,  with  date  to  each  entry, 
so  that  whoever  may,  hereafter,  have  the  unpleasant  duty  to 
act  as  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  may  find  it  an 
easier  task  for  themselves,  and  perform  it  more  satisfactorily 
to  the  citizens.

SCHOOL   REPORT. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  report  for  the  year  now 
closing,  that  the  schools  throughout  the  town  have  had  the  usual 
attention  from  their  proper  guardians  and  managers,  and  with  an 
average  degree  of  success. 

So  far  as  there  has  been  any  drawback,  the  causes  of  ill-success 
have  been  very  manifest.  They  have  appeared  chiefly  in  one  spe- 
cial class  of  evils,  and  it  is  to  this  matter  that  the  Committee  con- 
fine themselves  mainly  in  the  present  report. 

We  have  become  satisfied  from  long  experience  with  the  schools, 
that  no  one  thing  has  so  much  to  do  with  their  prosperity,  as  home 
influence.  The  idea,  which  so  many  of  the  good  people  in  our 
districts  entertain,  that  to  secure  a  good  teacher  will  ensure  success, 
is  not  sustained  by  facts.  The  best  teacher  will  have  a  serious  hin- 
drance in  the  bad  home  influence  of  a  single  family.  If  two  or 
three  families  unite  themselves  in  exerting  such  an  influence,  he 
will  have  his  hands  full,  and  the  most  he  will  do  will  be  to  hold  his 
own,  and  go  through  by  the  hardest.  Even  the  best  teacher,  in 
such  a  case,  will  not  be  free  to  do  justice  to  the  school,  or  to  him- 
self. The  fact  is,  it  is  more  than  the  most  competent  instructor  can 
bargain  for,  to  govern  parents  as  well  as  children.  No  matter  what 
ability  or  skill  one  has  who  undertakes  a  school,  if  he  cannot  have 
the  help  of  the  parents  in  governing.  He,  who  has  got  to  manage 
the  matter  both  in  the  school-room  and  at  the  fireside,  goes  fettered 
and  hampered  to  his  work. 

But  what  do  we  mean  by  bad  home  influence  ?  It  is  when  there 
is  a  prejudice  taken  up  at  home  about  a  teacher,  and  talked  of  freely 
before  children,  and  even  with  them.  It  is  when  children  bring 
complaints  of  teachers,  and  parents,  instead  of  quietly  taking  the 
case  into  their  own  thoughts  with  a  view  to  ascertain  its  merits  for 
themselves,  take  sides  at  once  with  the  children,  and  kindle  into 
excitement  and  hasty  action.  This  case,  too,  is  always  made  ruin- 
ous in  the  consequences,  when  one  head  of  a  house  talks  up  the 
matter  to  another,  and  throws  into  the  district  the  fiery  words  he 
has  let  loose  in  his  own  family.  Then,  again,  a  bad  influence  is  at 
work  when  parents  allow  themselves  to  speak  slightingly  of  the 
peculiar  requirements,  rules  or  measures  a  new  teacher  may  adopt. 
The  father  makes  himself  a  child  with  the  children,  perhaps,  and 


ridicules;  or  even  takes  the  ground  openly  that  he  will  not  cooperate 
with  the  teacher  in  his  management.  He  does  not  act  the  part  of 
a  considerate  man  of  responsibility.  He  does  not  stop  to  think 
with  himself,  that  it  will  be  better  for  him  to  forbear,  and  put  him- 
self to  a  little  inconvenience,  than  to  do  an  injury  he  can  never  re- 
pair, by  deranging  the  school  and  cultivating  the  upstart  spirit  in  his 
own  child.  He  but  acts  like  a  boy  himself  of  the  larger  age  and 
size. 

But  there  is  another  class  of  evils  in  the  same  quarter,  not  so 
wide,  yet  as  injurious, — the  neglects  of  home.  No  pains  are  taken, 
for  instance,  to  encourage  or  constrain  children  to  be  at  their  books 
out  of  school.  No  proper  care  is  used  to  secure  the  punctuality  of 
children,  to  see  that  they  get  to  school  regularly  and  in  season;  and 
with  this  is  connected,  often,  the  most  injurious  habit  of  not  be- 
lieving that  children  can  impose  on  parents  and  teachers,  and  seek 
to  cover  up  their  tardy,  irregular  and  truant  practises.  Then  the 
children  of  some  families  have  the  run  of  the  street  and  of  the 
neighborhood,  in  leisure  hours  of  the  day,  and  through  the  long 
evenings,  and  under  the  mischievous  disguise  of  the  night.  But 
enough  of  particulars. 

With  such  an  influence  at  work  in  but  one  family  of  a  district, 
or  in  a  few  families,  what  can  even  the  best  of  teachers  do,  in  com- 
parison with  what  he  might  accomplish  without  such  impediments 
and  derangements, — especially  if  the  school  is  of  any  considerable 
or  unusual  size  ?  He  is  exhausted  in  energy  and  courage  at  this 
one  tangled  corner  of  briars  and  thorns.  To  manage  such  parents 
and  such  children  costs  him  more  in  a  week,  than  the  general  man- 
agement of  the  school  for  the  whole  term.  And  what  can  Commit- 
tees do  in  such  cases,  but  help  the  teacher  struggle  on  1  All  parties 
are  harassed  and  disturbed,  without  benefit  to  anybody. 

Tn  all  this,  too,  we  have  supposed  the  teacher  to  have  the  rare 
qualifications  which  only  a  very  few  possess.  There  are  many  very 
good  teachers.  Model  teachers  are  not  to  be  had  every  day. 
Most  of  our  districts  will  long  have  to  content  themselves  chiefly 
with  instructors  who  are  sufficient  for  their  work,  but  not  perfect. 
And  for  this  reason  it  is,  especially,  that  such  an  influence  as  we 
have  described,  is  to  be  deplored.  A  commanding  teacher  even  may 
be  hampered  by  it.  But  ordinary  teachers  will  be  defeated,  or  broken 
down.  Yet  the  same  teachers,  if  a  considerate,  forbearing,  helpful, 
manly  treatment  could  prevail  through  the  districts,  would  be  suc- 
cessful. The  true  and  wise  way  of  the  people  with  a  respectable 
instructor,  is  to  make  the  most  of  him  in  the  eyes  of  their  children, 
instead  of  humoring  their  prejudices,  and  countenancing  them  in 
neglect  and  insubordination. 
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If  it  were  expedient,  the  Committee  might  illustrate  these  remarks 
very  particularly,  by  the  facts  in  various  districts  of  the  town.  But 
we  must  content  ourselves  with  only  general  observations  of  this 
sort.  We  have  had  some  schools,  the  past  year,  of  quite  a  model 
character.  We  have  had  others  that  would  have  been  excellent,  if 
they  had  not  been  compelled  to  contend  with  this  bad  influence. 
As  it  was,  they  succeeded  well,  by  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  uphold  teachers.  One  fact  in  this  connection  is  very  sig- 
nificant, as  showing  the  difference  the  attitude  of  some  families  will 
make  in  a  district.  The  same  model  teacher,  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance, has,  at  different  times,  had  charge  of  different  schools.  But 
even  such  a  one,  with  all  skill  and  a  commanding  hand,  has  ap- 
peared to  far  less  advantage  in  one  district  than  another.  The 
plain  reason  was,  that  in  one  case  the  path  was  open  and  free,  on 
account  of  the  just  spirit  of  the  people.  In  the  other,  the  work 
had  to  be  done  with  a  drag  at  the  heels,  and  a  load  at  the  heart, 
because  the  teacher  must  do  the  work  both  of  the  fireside  and 
school-room,  and,  worse  yet,  must  combat  the  fireside  and  out-door 
influence  as  well  as  govern  the  child.  We  shall  have  good  schools 
more  often,  the  more  we  get  of  well-governed,  thoroughly  managed 
households.  The  day  when  all  schools  will  be  a  success,  will  be 
the  day  when  no  parent  will  need  to  be  governed,  because  he  can 
govern  himself  and  his  children.  Good  teachers  alone  will  never 
make  us  sure  of  that  millennium. 

As  we  have  remarked  in  former  reports,  we  will  say  here  in  pass- 
ing, that  the  size  and  unwieldiness  of  the  first  district,  and  other 
considerations  of  greater  importance,  would  make  a  union  and 
gradation  of  several  of  the  central  districts  most  desirable.  Is  there 
not  energy  enough  in  the  population  of  those  districts,  and  manly 
forbearance  enough,  to  bring  about  some  arrangement  of  the  kind? 
It  will  require,  perhaps,  some  sacrifice  of  personal  prejudice,  and 
the  convenience  of  the  plan  might  not,  in  some  less  important  par- 
ticulars, fall  equally  on  all.  But  is  not  this  one  of  the  caess 
where,  in  more  senses  than  one,  wisdom  in  the  penny  is  folly  in  the 
pound  ?  Is  not  the  most  liberal,  public-spirited  plan,  in  such  mat- 
ters, at  once  the  most  economical  and  the  most  productive,  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  even,  and  certainly  in  that  higher  currency  of  good 
society — good  manners,  good  morals  and  good  minds  ?

The  permanent  regulations  of  the  Town  require  of  the  Select- 
men, an  Annual  Report,  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  for  the 
year  ending  February  25,  1859. 

At  the  June  settlement  with  the  Liquor  Agent,  we  were  satisfied 
that  there  was  something  wrong  about  it;  either  that  the  Agent  did 
not  get  the  full  amount  of  liquors  purchased,  or  that  there  was  a 
fault  on  his  part.  A  careful  examination  since,  shows  a  uniform 
loss  of  five  per  cent,  and  in  two  or  three  instances  the  loss  very 
much  exceeded  that.  How  much  of  this  is  due  to  shrinkage  we 
are  unable  to  say,  but  in  some  instances  it  was  evident  to  us  that  a 
portion  of  the  contents  had  been  drawn  from  the  casks.  For  the 
past  few  months  the  Agent  has  been  more  successful.  The  law 
requires  all  purchases  to  be  made  of  the  State  Agent,  and  it  does 
seem  to  us  that  Towns  should  be  secured  from  loss  in  this  matter. 
This  being  the  position  of  the  case  we  have  found  it  difficult  to  fix 
prices  just  to  cover  the  expenses.  A  frequent  change  of  prices  is 
undesirable,  for  the  interest  of  the  Agent,  as  well   as  for  the  Town. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  Report  that  there  has  been  a  discount  made 
on  the  note  of  the  Swift  River  Company.  This  note  was  given  to 
secure  to  the  Town  what  this  Company  owed  J.  B.  Burns'  Estate. 
*A  settlement  showed  that  they  did  not  owe  that  estate  so  much,  by 
the  amount  of  the  discount.

Article  3. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  Town  Treasurer,  and  School  Committee,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  4. — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appropri- 
ate the  same. 

Article  5. — To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways 
and  bridges,  and  fix  a  price  for  labor  thereon,   for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  pay  any  part 
of  the  town  debt. 

Article  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  in 
anticipation  of  the  taxes,  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  town. 


Article  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  of  the  list  of  Jurors. 

Article  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on  taxes, 
paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Article  10. — To  choose  a  Committee  to  act  under  the  Whiting 
Street  Will,  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  11. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
selling  lumber  from  Town  farm. 

Article  12. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
providing  buildings  for  lockup  and  engine-house,  and  also  for  bring- 
ing water  into  the  street  for  public  use.

In'  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Enfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  Monday, 
the  twentieth  day  of  March,  instant,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened  :  then  and  there  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  '2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  of  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  Selectmen,  School  Com- 
mittee and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  5.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
Fund,  for  the  town  of    Enfield. 

Art.  (').  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 


Art.  7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appro- 
priate the  same. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  pay  any  part  of 
the  town  debt. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  in  antic- 
ipation of  the  taxes,  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  pay  the  current  expenses  of  the  town.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : — 

Of  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  corporate  life  of  any  town, 
some  of  the  most  important  and  responsible  are  entrusted  to  its 
board  of  education.  Wisdom,  prudence,  energy,  and  economy  are 
qualities  essential  to  the  right  and  faithful  discharge  of  these  duties. 
Probably  no  other  department  of  our  associated  life  is  made  the  sub- 
ject of  so  frequent  remark  and  so  general  criticism  as  the  conduct  of 
the  public  schools.  Your  committee  are  conscious  of  this  fact,  and 
have  endeavored,  according  to  their  best  judgment,  to  promote  the 
highest  educational  welfare  of  the  town.  In  view  of  the  difficulties 
inevitably  attaching  to  the  work,  we  flatter  ourselves  that  a  gratifying 
measure  of  success  has  attended  it  during  the  past  year  ;  and  we  arc 
happy  to  render  this  report  of  our  doings. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  children  of  school  age  res- 
ident here  May  1.  L881  ;  a  diminution  of  five  from  the  year  preceed- 
ing.  Of  this  number,  one  hundred  and  forty-six  have  been  in 
attendance  upon  our  public  schools  for  at  least  six  months;  while 
nine  from  other  towns,  sixteen  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  twenty- 
two  who  attended  less  than  six  months  increased  the  enrollment  list 
to  one  hundred  ard  ninety-three.

For  the  most  part  the  schools  have  done  efficient  work  and  have 
made  commendable  progress.  Not  all  teachers  indeed  are  equally 
diligent  and  earnest,  nor  all  scholars  equally  studious  and  obedient. 
"While  therefore  we  cannot  offer  unqualified  and  indiscriminate  praise, 
Ave  gladly  recognize  and  honor  those,  both  teachers  and  pupils,  who 
have  shown  themselves  faithful  in  discharging  their  respective  duties. 
These  few  are  worthy  of  special  mention  as  having  been  neither 
absent  nor  tardy  throughout  the  entire  year :  Alice  R.  Chapin, 
Cora  Davis,  Henry  Davis,  Charles  E.  Ewing,  and  Mary  Holley. 

The  Grammar  school  has  been,  throughout  the  year,  under  the 
efficient  tuition  of  Miss  I.  E.  Heidenrieh.  a  graduate  of  the  Xormal 
school  at  Westfield,  who  had  already  attained  success  as  a  teacher 
elsewhere.  A  few  of  the  pupils  here  are  scarcely  equal  to  the  grade 
of  the  school ;  but  as  a  whole  they  have  manifested  an  encouraging 
enthusiasm  in  their  studies  and  a  disposition  to  improve  their  advan- 
tages. Aside  from  the  ordinary  branches  of  study,  some  special 
features  have  been  introduced,  such  as  drawing,  music,  and  English 
literature.  Familiar  lectures  on  scientific  topics  have  been  given  by 
members  of  the  committee,  which  have  been  well  received,  a  feature 
which  may  be  continued  with  profit. 
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Number  2  was  taught  in  the  spring  by  Mrs.  A.  Munsell,  whose 
former  services  in  the  same  line  had  secured  for  her  the  confidence 
of  parents,  the  obedience  of  pupils,  and  the  praise  of  committees. 
During  the  remainder  of  the  year  Miss  C.  A.  Thurston  of  Spring- 
field has  taken  charge  of  it.  and,  by  the  introduction  of  new  meas- 
ures, has  endeavored,  with  varying  success,  to  infuse  new  life  into 
its  members.  Effort  has  been  made  to  substitute  a  more  natural 
method  of  instruction  for  that  routine  and  mechanical  repetition  of 
words  which  is  too  prevalent  in  all  schools  ;  which  effort  receives  the 
full  endorsement  of  the  committee,  and  has  not  been  wholly  in  vain. 

Number  3  has  continued  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  D.  H.  G. 
Crosby,  who,  during  two  previous  years,  had  qualified  herself  for 
increased  efficiency,  and  who  merits  praise  for  the  ardor  and  devo- 
tion which  she  has  given  to  her  work,  and  congratulation  upon  the 
measure  of  success  which  has  attended  it. 

Only  three  children  from  our  own  town  were  in  attendance  upon 
school  Number  4,  which  for  that  reason  was  in  session  only  twenty 
weeks.  The  town  of  Greenwich,  however,  furnished  four  additional 
pupils,  and  Hardwick  five,  together  with  their  proportional  share  of 
funds  for  carrying  it  on.  It  was  successfully  conducted,  as  pre- 
viously, by  Miss  Fannie  P.  Neweomb. 

Miss  M.  E.  Davis  has  had  charge  of  Number  5,  which  also  is  a 
school  of  small  size.  Under  her' instruction  the  pupils  of  this  school 
have  made  commendable  progress  in  their  studies.  Your  committee 
have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  if  some  arrangement  could  be 
made  for  combining  this  with  school  Number  4.  it  would  be  \'ov 
advantage  to  both  and  a  decided  saving  of  expense  to  the  town. 
AVe  have  not  been  authorized  however  to  incur  expense  for  this 
desirable  end.  We  respectfully  solicit  such  authority  for  the  year  to 
come. 

School  Number  6  was  taught  in  the  spring  by  Miss  E.  I..  Mont- 
gomery, and  during  the  fall  and  winter  by  Mr.  W.  II.  Yaill.  The 
number  of  pupils  has  increased  from  nineteen  to  twenty-two,  though 
the  average  membership  for  the  year  was  less  than  fifteen,  and  only 
ten  attended  for  the  space  of  six  months.  In  this  section  of  the 
town,  as  in  some  others,  parents  need  reminding   of  the   importance 
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of  promptness  and  regularity  on  the  part  of  their  children  in  the 
matter  of  school  duties. 

Number  7,  still  our  smallest  school,  has  been  acceptably  taught  by 
Miss  F.  L.  Martindale,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  committee 
and  parents.  Nothing  of  special  note  has  occurred  in  connection 
with  this  school  during  the  year. 

No  change  of  text-books  has  taken  place,  except  to  complete  the 
change  in  arithmetics  begun  last  year,  and  which  we  regard  as  a 
decided  improvement,  It  is  important,  however,  that  a  new  series 
of  readers  be  adopted  in  place  of  those  that  have  long  been  in  use  ; 
so  long,  in  fact,  that  their  contents  have  come  to  be  familiar  to  the 
pupils,  who  are  tempted  therefore  to  repeat  from  memory  rather  than 
read  from  the  book.  This  evil  has  been  partially  remedied  in  some 
of  the  Primary  schools  by  the  introduction  of  an  elementary  book  of 
history,  used  as  a  reader.

Greeting  : — 
In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  yon  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Enfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Enfield, 
on  Monday,  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  instant,  at  one  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened  ;  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  School 
Committee  and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
Fund,  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  (I.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  appropri- 
ate the  same. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the 
next  ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  and  the 
debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  are  hereby  made  pay- 
able from  said  taxes.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : — 

In  presenting  to  yon  our  annual  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
public  schools,  we  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  intimate 
relation  that  exists  between  the  parent  and  the  teacher.  This  con- 
nection is  closer  and  of  larger  importance  than  many  are  disposed  to 
imagine.  A  school  may  be  greatly  aided,  and  the  duties  of  the 
teacher  greatly  simplified,  if  the  homes  from  which  the  children 
come  be  what  they  are  intended  to  be  ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
object  for  which  a  school  is  established  and  a  teacher  employed  may  be 
largely  defeated  by  a  lack  of  certain  important  elements  in  the  home 
life  of  the  pupils.  It  would  not  be  difficult  for  one  conversant  with 
the  affairs  of  a  given  school  to  deduce  certain  inferences  concerning 
the  families  with  which  the  several  scholars  are  connected. 

The  statute  law  requires  that  all  public  teachers  "  exert  their  best 
endeavors  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  children  and  youth  com- 
mitted to  their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of  piety  and  jus- 
tice and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth,  love  of  their  country,  humanity, 
and  universal  benevolence,  sobriety,  industry,  and  frugality,  chas- 
tity, moderation  and  temperance  ;  and  those  other  virtues  which  are 
the  ornament  of  human  society,  and  the  basis  upon  which  a  repub- 
lican constitution  is  founded  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  dut}r  of  such  instruc- 
tors to  endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities 
will  admit,  into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendenc}7  of  the  above- 
mentioned  virtues  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  constitution 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty,  as  well  as  to  promote  their  future 
happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil  tendency  of  the 
opposite  vices."     Chap.  44,  sect.  15. 
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In  accordance  with  this  direction  your  committee  have  endeavored 
to  employ  such  teachers  as  are  fitted  to  confer  a  broader  and  nobler 
training  than  that  which  is  included  in  the  study  of  books  ;  and  the 
teachers  thus  employed,  for  the  most  part,  have  faithfully  endeavored 
to  inculcate  lessons  of  morality,  politeness,  and  good  order,  as  well 
as  lessons  in  geography,  arithmetic  and  the  like.  Without  disparag- 
ing the  efforts  of  others,  it  may  be  proper  to  add  that  special  success 
in  this  line  has  been  manifest  during  the  past  year  in  the  schools  of 
Mrs.  Crosby  and  Miss  Smith. 

We  cannot  afford  to  forget  that  the  interests  and  welfare  of  this 
community  will  soon  pass  into  the  hands  of  those  who  now  are,  or 
should  be,  in  our  public  schools.  Nor  can  we  afford  not  to  give  unto 
the  children  and  youth  of  to-day  the  best  possible  training  for  the 
positions  of  trust  and  influence  .which  they  are  soon  to  occupy.  No 
wiser  expenditure  of  money  is  made  by  this  town,  or  any  other,  than 
that  which  goes  to  support  its  public  schools.  No  greater  care  is 
necessaiy  than  in  the  choice  of  officers  who  shall  manage  this  branch 
of  the  town's  affairs.  No  employees  of  the  town  are  doing  more  to 
shape  its  future  than  the  teachers  of  our  public  schools.  And  no 
other  line  of  effort  should  more  surely  enlist  the  sympathies  and 
co-operation  of  tax-payers  and  parents. 

The  reason  why  the  world  is  not  further  advanced  than  it  is  to-day 
in  matters  of  truth  and  virtue  is  largely,  perhaps  mainly,  that  parents 
and  teachers  in  the  past  have  failed  to  keep  clearly  before  their  eyes 
some  high  standard  of  excellence,  and  have  been  content  that  chil- 
dren grow  up  after  a  hap-hazard  style,  with  little  of  method  and  an 
easily  flagging  ambition.  The  future  will  surely  be  an  improvement 
upon  the  past,  if  every  parent  were  to  desire  for  his  children  that 
they  rise  to  a  higher  level  than  he  has  himself  succeeded  in  doing,  in 
the  attainment  of  knowledge  and  virtue,  and  would  then  make  use  of 
the  schools,  and  other  agencies,  as  means  to  this  worthy  end.  Let 
parents  unite  with  teachers  in  aiming  high  in  behalf  of  the  children 
committed  to  their  charge  ;  let  them  seriously  and  earnestly  set  about 
the  task  of  preparing  the  next  generation  for  positions  of  usefulness 
in  advance  of  their  own  ;  let  them  furnish  for  it  those  advantages 
which  promise  most  in  the  way  of  a  wise  and  symmetrical  develop- 
ment of  mind,  and  heart,  and  soul ;  let  them  hold  up  before  their  chil- 
dren the  highest  and  strongest  incentives  to  a  noble  life  which  the}' 
can  lay  hold  upon  ;  let  them  recognize  always  the  existence  of  broad 
fields  of  truth,    and   virtue,    and   activity,    which   yet   remain    to   be 
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explored;  and  let  their  children  learn  that,  with  the  advantages 
bestowed  upon  them,  it  is  expected  as  matter  of  course  that  they 
will  rise  to  some  higher  level  than  that  to  which  their  birth  introduced 
them  ;  and  we  may  well  hope  that  from  age  to  age  progress  will  be 
made  toward  that  state  of  human  perfection  which  is  the  hope  and 
aim  of  all  true  men.  It  is  expecting  quite  too  much  of  the  teacher, 
to  require  her  in  the  school-room  to  make  good  the  lack  of  parental 
instruction,  and  influence,  and  government  at  home. 

The  number  of  children  in  this  town  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen,  May  1,  1882,  was  151.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one  have 
been  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  within  the  year;  including  4,  less 
than  five  years  of  age,  and  12  over  fifteen.  In  general,  the  schools 
have  made  commendable  progress,  and  we  believe  are  advancing 
from  year  to  year  to  greater  efficiency  and  to  a  larger  measure  of 
success.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  occasion  to  say  that  teachers 
should  bear  in  mind  that  most  faithful  work  is  only  their  duty,  and 
they  are  as  responsible  when  employed  b}T  the  town  as  when  engaged 
in  any  other  work.  The  practice  of  shortening  regular  school  hours, 
of  making  up  lost  time  by  appropriating  noons,  recesses,  and  odd 
moments  before  and  after  school,  and  of  using  school  hours  for  other 
than  school  purposes,  has  been  justly  complained  of  and  is  condemned. 

Without  attempting  any  statement  in  detail  of  the  several  schools, 
particular  reference  should  be  made  to  number  4.  This  school  is 
supported  in  part  by  Hardwick  and  by  Greenwich.  During  the 
Spring  it  was  under  the  direction  of  the  latter  town,  and  only  the 
Fall  term  was  taught  by  us.  This  arrangement  was  regarded  as  on 
the  whole  more  desirable  than  to  transport  our  own  pupils  to  some 
other  school,  as  we  were  authorized  to  do,  b\  vote  of  the  town  a 
year  ago.  Accordingly,  the  expense  of  this  school  has  been  but 
slight. 

The  financial  resources  at  our  disposal  are— first,  the  town's  appro- 
priation of  $1,500,  and  next  the  income  from  the  state  fund,  $216.- 
65,  making  an  aggregate  of  $1,716.65.  Our  expenditures  have  been 
as  follows :  for  payment  of  teachers,  $1,526.04;  for  books,  &c, 
$193.13  ;  for  repairs  and  supplies,  $119.90  :  in  all,  $1,839.07.  The 
bill  for  teaching,  however,  is  reduced  $40.61  by  money  received  for 
school  number  4,  as  stated  above  ;  and  the  bill  for  books  is  reduced 
$10.98  by  the  sale  of  books  to  that  amount.  The  net  expense  for 
schools  is  therefore  $1,787.48. 
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The  excess  of  expenditure  for  books  over  the  appropriation  for 
that  purpose,  is  owing  in  part,  perhaps,  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
appropriation,  hut  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  during  the  year  we  have 
made  purchase  of  a  large  number  of  books  in  advance  of  the  actual 
need  of  them,  your  committee  esteeming  it  economy,  on  the  ground 
of  the  large  discount  made  from  regular  rates  for  the  introduction  of 
new  books  ;  Supplementary  Readers  and  Swinton's  Language  Lessons 
being  the  new  books  in  question.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Enfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Enfield,  on  Monda}-  the  seventeenth  day  of  March  instant,  at  one  of 
the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened; 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  School 
Committee,  and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
will  fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  appro- 
priate the  same. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the  next 
ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  and  the  debts 
incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  said  tax.

Report  of  School   Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : 

Your  School  Committee,  nine  in  number,  met  and  organized  March 
19,  1883.  W.  B.  Kimball  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  H.  E.  Brown 
Secretary,  and  these  with  Dr.  S.  R.  Towne  were  constituted  a  Visit- 
ing Committee  for  the  year.  We  respectfully  submit  the  folio  wing- 
re  port. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  May  1,  1883,  was  159. 
There  has  been  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  during  the  year  174 — 
including  one  under  five  and  eight  over  fifteen  years  of  age  : — includ- 
ing also  two  from  the  town  of  Greenwich.  Two  of  our  children  have 
attended  the  school  in  the  easterly  part  of  the  town,  which  has  been 
controlled  and  managed  by  the  town  of  Greenwich,  and  the  expense 
has  been  much  less  than  the  cost  of    transportation  would  have  been. 

There  was  appropriated  for  the  support  of  schools  $1,400,  and  for 
the  purchase  of  books  $100,  and  there  has  been  received  from  the 
state  $215.57,  making  a  total  of  $1,715.;") 7  as  the  financial  resources 
at  our  disposal.  There  has  been  expended  for  payment  of  teachers, 
$1,337.70;  for  books,  etc., $125. 00  ;  for  repairs  and  supplies, $236.1  1 . 
and  to  the  town  of  Greenwich,  on  account  of  scholars  sent  to  the 
school  in  the  east  part  of  the  town,  $6.75,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10.01 
belonging  to  school  account. 

There  are  various  matters  connected  with  the  administration  of 
school  affairs  which  demand  attention.  This  town  has  adopted  in 
advance  of    legislation,  the  system  of  supplying  text-books  to  all  the 
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children  in  town.  Your  Committee  believe  this  to  be,  on  the  whole, 
wise  and  equitable,  but  there  is  a  liability  to  abuse  and  carelessness 
in  this  respect,  and  there  is  need  of  care  and  wisdom  on  the  part  of 
parents  and  guardians,  as  well  as  by  teachers  and  pupils,  to  see  that 
there  is  no  unnecessary  and  foolish  waste  of  books  and  material  fur- 
nished. This  town  has  not,  in  the  years  which  have  passed,  been 
extravagant  in  the  building  of  school-houses,  but  there  has  been  a 
gradual  and  perceptible  improvement  in  later  years.  Now,  the  time 
has  come  when  the  town  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  completion 
of  two  attractive  and  healthful  school-rooms,  and  these,  with  that  at 
the  Upper  Village,  so  lately  built,  ought  to  give  a  decided  impetus,  a 
real  quickening,  to  our  educational  prospects  and  interests,  and  in 
the  future  make  it  evident  to  all  that  these  substantial  and  perma- 
nent improvements  have  come  none  too  soon.  There  is  much  of 
education  in  the  surroundings  and  accompaniments  of  our  lives, 
especially  in  youthful  days,  and  those  who  are  advanced  in  years, 
know  well  that  much  more  has  been  learned  from  observation  and 
experience  than  from  books.  Your  Committee  have  endeavored  to 
obtain  the  most  approved  teachers,  and  believe  that  they  have  been 
able  to  raise  the  standard  of  teaching  in  our  midst.  "  The  true  idea 
of  education  is  to  lead  out,  or  to  draw  forth  the  faculties  of  mind 
and  body  into  vigorous  action." 

"Education  is  the  process  of  developing  and  training  the  powers 
and  capacities  of  human  beings." 

"•The  mere  acquisition  of  knowledge  is  not  education." 

"  The  great  majority  of  mankind  can  spend  but  a  very  small  part 
of  their  lives  in  acquiring  it.  To  know  how  to  use  the  mind  or  the 
body  is  to  have  given  it  a  real  education." 

"  The  object  of  education  is  to  build  up  and  strengthen  character, 
and  fit  those  obtaining  it  for  the  important  duties  of  life." 

"  Children  instinctively  imitate  older  persons,  even  in  trifling  par- 
ticulars. The  importance  of  good  models  and  correct  examples  is 
therefore  obvious.  Education  in  manners,  though  it  may  seem  to  be 
merely  superficial,  has  a  closer  connection  with  character  than  is 
often  believed." 

And  thus  we  see  the  necessity  of  having  trained  teachers,  those 
who  have  been  especially  educated  to  teach  others. 

Here  we  see  and  learn  the  benefit  of  our  Normal  schools  ;  and  your 
Committee  believe  that  in  this  direction  lies  the  future  well-being  of 
our  common  schools. 
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We  are  trying  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  perfected  appliances  and 
methods  which  Massachusetts  so  kindly  and  abundantly  provides  for 
the  benefit  of  her  sons  and  daughters.  Let  ns  adopt  every  approved 
and  tested  plan.  Teachers  should  be  well  equipped.  School-days 
are  too  short  and  time  is  too  precious  for  indifferent  and  inferior 
workers  in  the  school-room. 

Our  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been  reasonably  successful. 
Six  schools  have  had  ten  teachers.  The  Grammar  School  (No.  1) 
was  taught  for  two  terms  by  Miss  Minnie  L.  Dana,  a  graduate  of  the 
Amherst  High  School,  and  latterly  by  Mr.  Marcus  White,  who  has 
studied  at  Westfield  Normal  School,  and  at  Oberlin.  No.  2'.  at  the 
Upper  Village,  has  had  Miss  Ida  E.  Miner  and  Miss  Esther  H. 
Cross,  both  of*  whom  have  been  students  at  the  Westfield  Normal 
School,  ami  No.  3,  the  Village  Primary,  was  taught  for  the  year  by 
Miss  Nettie  S.  Lamberton,  a  graduate  of  Westfield.  No.  5  has  bad 
for  teacher  "Miss  Eva  May  Scott  of  our  own  town,  and  No.  G  was 
taught  the  first  term  by  Miss  T.  Lillian  Howe,  the  second  term  by 
Miss  Iola  E.  Whitman,  and  the  third  term  by  Miss  Flora  A.  Smith. 
No.  7  has  had  for  teacher  Miss  Whittakerof  New  Salem. 

The  larger  schools  have  had  a  greater  number  of  weeks,  and  the 
Grammar  school  most. of  all.  Some  fault  has  been  found  in  certain 
quarters  because  some  of  the  smaller  children  were  not  kept  in  school 
more  hours  of  the  day.  In  a  crowded  school-room,  there  is  some 
reason  for  such  action,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  smaller  schol- 
ars, but  for   the  advantage  of    those  who  are  older. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  text-books  during  the  year, 
and  there  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  quite  a  variety  of  neces- 
sary books  for  the  coming  school  year. 

Your  Committee  have  been  much  gratified  by  the  interest  taken  in 
the  schools,  which  has  manifested  itself  in  the  increased  attendance  of 
parents  and  friends  upon  school  sessions  and  examinations. 

There  has  been  during  the  ye:ir  no  sickness  or  disease  to  break  in 
upon  the  regularity  of  attendance.  We  take  pleasure  in  calling  to 
your  notice  the  remarkable  success  which  has  been  achieved  by  the 
teacher  of  the  Grammar  school,  and  we  do  this  without  disparage- 
ment to  others.  We  invite  the  friends  of  education,  and  all  espec- 
ially interested,  to  observe  for  themselves  the  methods  used,  and  the 
clearness  of  his  presentation  of  subjects,  sometimes  supposed  to  be 
dry  and  uninteresting.  Some  of  our  citizens  make  serious  mistake-, 
when   they  take  their  children  from  school   at  an  early  age,   and  set 
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them  at  work  in  the  mills  or  on  the  farms.  Where  the  sum  of  advan- 
tage and  attainment  is  limited,  the  amount  of  school-days  should  not 
be  curtailed  in  the  case  of  particular  scholars. 

The  attention  of  citizens  is  called  to  the  question  of  a  truant 
school,  and  an  article  in  the  Warrant  will  explain  the  matter  fully. 

It  is  a  recommendation  of  3Tour  Committee  that  the  amount  of 
money  for  school  purposes  be  somewhat  increased,  so  that  we  may 
be  able  to  keep  at  the  head  of  our  Grammar  school  a  teacher  of  first 
class  ability  and  character,  and  may  employ  throughout  the  town 
the  best  available  talent,  and  also  give  to  all  the  children  in  town  at 
least  eight  months  of  schooling  during  the  year  to  come. 

We  ask  authority  from  the  town  for  the  transportation  of  pupils, 
in  case  it  should  be  thought  necessary.

and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  School 
Committee  and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
will  fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  appro- 
priate the  same.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : — 

The  number  of  children,  of  school  age,  Ma}-  1,  1884, 
was  168.  There  have  been  184  enrolled,  in  the  public  schools,  dur- 
ing the  year,  including  three  under  five  years  of  age,  and  seventeen 
over  fifteen,  including  also  three  from  the  town  of  Greenwich.  Two 
of  our  children  have  attended  school  in  Ware,  at  a  slight  expense, 
and  thus  the  cost  of  transportation  has  been  saved.  There  has  been 
no  school  in  the  easterly  part  of  the  town.  Seven  schools  have  been 
maintained,  and  their  length,  relative  cost,  number  of  pupils  and  cost 
per  pupil  can  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  accompanying  this 
report.  Brief  mention  of  these  schools  and  of  those  in  charge  is 
here  made.  The  Grammar,  known  as  No.  1,  has  had  for  teacher, 
during  the  year,  Mr.  Marcus  White,  and  his  success  has  been  marked. 
The  school  has  gained  continually.  The  attendance  was  remarkably 
even  and  regular  during  the  spring  and  fall  terms,  and  good  in  the 
winter,  when  the  severity  of  the  season  is  taken  into  the  account. 
The  order  and  deportment  of  this  school  was  exceptionally  good. 
Mr.  White  was  untiring  in  his  labors,  and  many  of  his  pupils  re- 
sponded to  his  efforts.  His  services  would  have  been  retained  if 
possible.  Important  assistance  was  rendered  to  Mr.  White  during 
the  last  term  by  Miss  Agnes  E.  House,  who  helped  in  the  hearing  of 
recitations,  taking  her  classes  into  an  adjoining  room,  and  additional 
aid  has  been  furnished  by  the  Directors  of  the  library  in  the  way  of 
free  access  to  books  of  reference,  helping  much  in  the  study  of  His- 
tory, Language  and  Grammar. 

The  Upper  Village  School  (No.  2)  has  been  taught  during  the  year 
by  Miss  Carrie  S.  Porter,  and  the  Village  Primary  (No.  3)  by  Miss 
T.  Lillian  Howe.  Both  of  these  schools  are  large,  with  many  little 
scholars.     Good  progress  has  been  made  in  both,    especially   in    the 
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line  of  writing  and  drawing.  The  attendance  in  both  has  been  un- 
even. Sickness  has  caused  absence,  but  tardiness  has  been  rare. 
Both  schools  have  shown  better  results  from  faithful  labor  during  the 
last  term  than  heretofore.  The  school  in  No.  4  was  taught  for  two 
terms  03-  Mrs.  R.  C.  Davis.  Your  committee  thought  it  wise  to 
establish  this  small  school  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Davis,  rather  than  to 
transport  several  small  scholars  to  the  village  at  greater  expense. 
The  pupils  made  a  great  advancement  while  under  this  teacher's 
care.  The  number  being  few  there  was  more  time  for  each,  and  the 
scholars  were  remarkably  punctual  and  regular  in  attendance.  In 
District  No.  5,  Miss  Eva  May  Scott  taught  during  the  spring  term 
with  good  success,  and  Miss  C.  M.  Howe  during  the  fall  and  winter 
terms.  This  school  has  suffered  exceedingly  during  the  last  two 
terms  from  sickness  of  various  kinds,  and  the  results  attained  have 
not  been  great.  This  has  been  a  matter  of  regret  to  all,  and  has 
been  a  great  disappointment  to  a  faithful  and  successful  teacher.  The 
school  in  No.  6  was  taught  successfully  during  the  spring  term  by 
Miss  Agnes  E.  House,  and  in  the  fall  and  winter  terms  by  Miss  Mira 
A.  Chapin.  Miss  Chapin,  a  graduate  of  the  Springfield  High  School, 
brought  much  enthusiasm  into  her  work  and  gained  the  esteem  of  all 
by  her  diligence  and  skill.  The  attendance  in  this  school  is  not  as 
good  as  it  should  be.  The  school  in  No.  7  was  taught  for  three 
terms  by  Miss  Mary  J.  Squires,  was  well  cared  for  and  industriously 
trained.  The  attendance  here  was  very  good.  There  1ms  been  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  interest  and  attendance  of  parents  and 
friends  upon  the  several  schools,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may 
develop  more  and  more.  The  new  school-rooms  occupied  for  the 
first  time  this  year,  prove  to  be  convenient  and  comfortable.  The 
success  of  a  teacher  depends  upon  thorough  knowledge  of  what  is 
to  be  taught,  a  good  method,  good  government  and  enthusiasm.  Good 
surroundings,  and  plenty  of  school  supplies,  help  greatly  in  the  labor 
of  the  school-room,  but  if  a  teacher  lacks  in  either  of  the  essentials 
named  the  school  must  suffer.  Your  committee  have  endeavored  to 
secure  such  teachers,  and  have  advised  and  encouraged  teachers  to 
visit  the  grammar  school  where  each  of  these  requisites  of  success 
was  evidently  present.  There  has  been  very  little  complaint  of 
truancy,  and  wherever  this  has  been  found,  the  carelessness  and 
indifference  of  parents  seem  to  have  been  in  good  measure  responsi- 
ble.    Truant  officers  were  chosen  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

We  ask  the  same  appropriations  for  the  year  to   come    as    for  the

year  past,  and  we  believe  that  a  good  showing  will  be  made  for  the 
money  expended.  We  believe  that  due  care  has  been  exercised  for 
the  preservation  of  text-books  and  school  supplies  in  general,  both 
by  teachers  and  scholars,,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  have  both  share 
in  the  responsibility  belonging  thereto.  No  special  change  in  text- 
books seems  to  be  required  at  present.  No  extensive  repairs  on  any 
of  our  buildings  are  demanded.  The  Upper  Village  school  house 
should  be  painted.  The  old  brick  school  house  (formerly  No.  3) 
might  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 
Your  committee  ask  for  authority  to  transport  pupils  in  case  it  should 
be  thought  necessary.  The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  is 
appended,  as  well  as  the  table  referred  to  early  in  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  make  grateful  mention  of  the  manner 
in  which  other  members  of  the  school  board  have  aided  and  assisted 
us,,  of  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  many  of  our  fellow-citizens, 
and  the  good  success  which  has  so  generally  crowned  the  labors  of 
the  year.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  hereby 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Enfield,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Enfield,  on  Monday, 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  instant,  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  at 
which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  viz: 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  selectmen,  school  commit- 
tee and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street  will 
fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  bring  in  their  ballots,  yes  or  no,  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion:  "Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  town  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  for  the  year  ensuing  ?  " 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurymen  selected  by 
the  selectmen. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  sup- 
port of  street  lamps. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
posal of  the  old  Town  Hall. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on  taxes  paid 
on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  11.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  appropriate  the  same. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the  next  ensuing 


year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under 
the  authority  of  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  said  tax. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  appropri- 
ating the  dog  tax  refunded  to  the  town  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  library. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  school  committee  shall  have  permission  to 
transport  children,  in  accordance  with  the  public  statutes. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  report  of  the  selectmen 
in  the  matter  of  laying  out  a  town  way  on  the  petition  of  Jedediah  P.  Web- 
ster and  others. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  deed  to 
Edward  Rohan  a  strip  of  land  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  town  hall  lot,  or 
take  any  action  thereon.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

Another  school  year  has  closed.  With  liberal  appropria- 
tions and  abundant  supplies,  the  educational  work  has  gone  on, 
and  your  committee  are  able  to  congratulate  the  town  upon  the 
results  attained.  Xot  many  years  since  complaint  was  often 
made  concerning  the  condition  of  our  school-houses.  Xow, 
with  only  one  exception,  they  are  in  good  condition  and  are 
provided  with  suitable  furniture.  The  building  in  Xo.  4  de- 
mands attention  and  would  have  received  it  before  this  time 
had  school  been  in  session  during  the  year.  The  building  in 
Xo.  5  has  been  put  in  excellent  condition  the  past  year,  needed 
♦  repairs  have  been  made  in  Xo.  6,  and,  at  the  upper  village, 
paint  has  been  applied,  so  that  the  school-house  fairly  holds  its 
own  with  the  buildings  surrounding  it  in  that  prosperous  part 
of  the  town.  Of  the  school-house  in  the  easterly  part  of  the 
town  your  committee  can  say  but  little,  as  it  has  not  been 
occupied  for  some  years  and  there  seems  to  be  no  call  for  the 
establishment  of  a  school  at  present. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  an  entire  change  in  reading 
books,  at  comparatively  slight  expense,  and  we  have  intro- 
duced a  work  upon  manners,  which  seemed  to  be  much  needed 
in  certain  quarters.  The  study  of  physiology  has  been  fol- 
lowed up,  and  with  it  the  effects  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  upon 
the  system.  Here  is  a  study  which  may  well  occupy  the  atten- 
tion of  all  citizens,  and  it  calls  for  earnest  consideration. 
Since  it  was  introduced  by  a  former  committee,  the  law  of  the 
State  has  made  it  obligatory,  and  several  other  States  have  the 
same  law  upon  their  statute  books.

The  number  of  children  in  this  town,  of  school  age,  May  1, 
1885,  was  171.  One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  have  been 
enrolled  in  schools  within  the  year,  including  two  from  the 
town  of  Greenwich.  One  child  has  attended  school  in  Ware 
from  the  easterly  part  of  the  town.  Our  schools  have  been 
remarkably  free  from  sickness  during  the  year,  and  attendance 
has  been  specially  good.  The  great  lack  in  these  days  of 
improved  methods  and  machinery,  whether  in  the  field,  in  the 
workshop,  or  in  the  school-room,  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  train- 
ing and  necessarily  a  lack  of  order.  This  is  more  apparent  in 
the  country  than  in  the  city  schools.  Children  are  not  trained 
at  home  and  they  do  not  choose  to  be  trained  at  school.  Some 
of  these  children  in  time  come  to  be  teachers.  They  have 
extra  advantages  and  fit  themselves  to  become  teachers,  but 
we  hear  it  said  oftentimes  of  some  well  educated  men  and 
women  that  they  are  not  qualified  to  teach,  and  the  committee 
of  almost  any  town  in  Massachusetts,  if  they  have  been  in 
service  for  years,  will  say  that  two-thirds  and,  very  likely, 
three-quarters  of  the  persons  employed  as  teachers  are  not 
suitable  persons  for  the  business.  Some  grow  to  it  after  years  ' 
of  trial  but,  for  the  most  part,  the  rule  or  proverb  about  poets 
can  be  applied  here,  viz  :  Teachers  "are  born,  not  made."  In 
a  good  school  there  must  be  order.  Attention  must  be  paid 
to  behavior.  There  must  be  consideration  and  patience,  method 
and  tact,  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  There  must  be  obedience 
— implicit,  respectful,  immediate  obedience,  on  the  part  of  the 
scholar.  Care  must  be  had  for  the  wishes,  interests  and 
advancement  of  the  scholars,  and  this  must  be  exercised  by 
teacher  and  pupils  alike.  The  spirit  of  uneasiness,  and  the 
desire  for  something  which  is  not  possessed,  so  prevalent  among 
the  men  and  women  of  to-day,  has  a  large  influence  upon  the 
children  of  our  schools.  Many  are  ambitious  and  anxious  to 
learn,  but  impatient,  with  no  liking  for  restraint.  Others  are 
willing  to  be  led  in  thought  and  action  and  care  for  little  else 
than  idleness  and  fun. 

There  has  been  little  complaint  of  truancy  during  the  year. 
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Truant  officers  were  chosen  as  usual.  Teachers  have  been 
instructed  to  take  special  care  of  books  and  supplies,  so  that  no 
waste  might  occur.  Our  Grammar  school  is  proving  itself  a 
treasure  as  the  years  go  by.  There  has  been  a  change  of 
teachers  but,  we  believe,  a  steady  improvement.  A  teacher 
who  can  keep  her  scholars  busily  at  work,  and  who  has  the 
faculty  to  make  any  subject  or  study  clear  and  distinct,  when 
explanation  is  in  order,  need  not  look  far  for  remunerative  work. 
The  pupils  in  this  school  ought  to  realize  and  improve  their 
superior  advantages. 

There  have  been  more  changes  than  usual  among  our  teach- 
ers this  year.  Mr.  A.  W.  Fiske  and  Miss  Mira  A.  Chapin  in 
the  Grammar  school,  Miss  T.  Lillian  Howe  (for  the  year)  in 
No.  2,  Miss  Carrie  L.  Porter,  Mrs.  D.  H.  Crosby,  Miss  Emily 
Woods,  and  Miss  Margaret  E.  Cruse  at  the  upper  village  (No. 
3),  Mrs.  Rebecca  C.  Davis  in  No.  4,  Miss  Fannie  P.  Newcomb 
and  Miss  Elizabeth  Crowther  in  No.  5,  Miss  Chapin,  Miss  Agnes 
House  and  Miss  Linnie  Speare  in  No.  6,  and  MissIonaM. 
Whittaker  in  No.  7. 

Without  making  special  or  particular  mention  of  all  teach- 
ers and  schools,  your  committee  believe  that  wherever  good 
success  has  not  been  attained  the  unfortunate  result  has  been 
due  largely  to  home  influences  and  the  absence  of  sym- 
pathy and  encouragement  where  both  should  have  been  exer- 
cised. Parents  and  friends  of  education  should  understand 
that  something  more  is  needed  than  fault-finding  and  criticism. 
Prejudice,  lodged  in  the  mind  of  a  child  by  the  careless  or 
bitter  words  spoken  of  the  teacher  in  the  home  circle,  destroys 
much  of  that  teacher's  influence  and  injures  the  character  of 
the  school.  There  has  been  much  good  work  done  in  this 
school  year.  The  small  schools  cost  the  most  per  scholar  as 
usual.  It  is  conceded  that  more  talent,  more  patience,  more 
skill  and  tact  are  required  for  the  successful  conduct  of  a  Pri- 
mary school  than  any  other.  Nos.  2  and  3  rank  nearly  the 
same  in  this  respect.  They  are  large  in  numbers  and  demand 
much  from  those  in  charge.     Nos.  4  and  7  are  the  small  schools 
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of  the  town.  These  have  been  specially  noted  for  the  regular 
attendance  of  the  pupils.  In  Nos.  5  and  6,  with  a  compara- 
tively small  number  of  pupils,  there  is  more  diversity  in  age 
and  attainment,  and  the  old  district  school  is  more  nearly  rep- 
resented. Faithful  labor  has  been  done  in  each  of  these 
schools.  An  unfortunate  accident  early  in  the  year  deprived 
the  town  of  the  services  of  one  of  our  best  Primary  teachers, 
and  in  consequence  this  school  has  had  more  teachers  than  any 
other.  Miss  Cruse  in  these  few  closing  weeks  (taking  the  place 
of  Miss  Woods,  whose  health  did  not  allow  of  her  continuance) 
has  shown  determination  and  courage,  and  has  met  with  a  good 
degree  of  success. 

Your  committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  schools  in 
this  town,  taken  as  a  whole,  can  be  made  more  useful  and  advan- 
tageous if  all  will  unite  in  an  effort  to  build  them  up.  This  can 
be  done  by  the  display  of  interest  on  behalf  of  parents  and 
friends,  by  attendance  upon  school  exercises,  and  by  judicious 
training. 

In  closing  our  report,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  finan- 
cial statement  herewith  presented. 

We  ask  for  equal  appropriations  for  the  year  to  come.  If 
called  upon  to  serve  the  town  in  this  capacity  another  year,  we 
shall  endeavor  to  make  the  most  of  the  resources  furnished, 
and  try  to  place  the  schools  of  the  town  in  an  advanced  posi- 
tion.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

Your  committee  present  the  following  report: — 

In  accordance  with  the  settled  policy  of  the  committee, 
for  several  years,  to  bring  the  school  buildings  into 
proper  condition,  we  have  this  year  repaired  and  refur- 
nished the  school-house  in  No.  4,  so  that  now  it  is  an  or- 
nament, rather  than  a  disgrace,  to  the  town.  This  has 
been  done  at  an  expense  of  $154.79.  There  is  now  no 
school  building  in  use  which  is  not  in  good  repair,  and 
well  fitted  for  the  purpose  designed. 

The  reading-books  introduced  near  the  close  of  last 
year  have  proved  very  satisfactory,  and  we  have  made 
arrangements  for  the  introduction  of  Harper's  new  Geog- 
raphies to  replace  Warren's,  which  have  been  in  use 
for  many  years.  This  change  has  become  necessary, 
owing  to  the  growth  and  development  of  our  country, 
and  the  new  discoveries  and  changes  in  foreign  lands. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  this  town 
May  1,  1886,  by  assessors'  returns,  was  152.  The  whole 
number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  during  the  year 
is  166.  No  children  have  attended  from  adjoining  towns, 
and  we  have  had  no  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of  other 
towns. 

General  health  has  prevailed  inHown  with  the  excep- 
tion of  diphtheria  in  one  family,  and  this  caused  some 
loss  of  time  in  Nos.  1  and  3. 

The  exceedingly  stormy  winter,  with  the  drifted  roads, 
made  it  advisable  to  close  the  outside  schools  earlier  than 
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we  intended,  and  this  proved  of  advantage  to  the  village 
schools. 

We  believe  that  teachers  have  been  faithful  and  dili- 
gent in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  successful  in  a 
large  degree.  Truant  officers  were  chosen  as  usual. 
Where  there  has  been  irregularity  in  attendance,  the 
blame  has  been  found  to  rest  more  largely  upon  the 
parents  than  with  the  children.  There  have  been  few 
changes  among  our  teachers,  as  will  appear  in  the  finan- 
cial statement  following.  Teachers  have  been  advised  to 
take  special  care  of  books  and  supplies. 

The  attendance  has  been  remarkably  good  in  most  of 
the  schools,  and  we  furnish  a  list  of  scholars  who  have 
been  neither  abseut  nor  tardy.  We  cannot  close  this  re- 
port without  referring  to  the  loss  by  death  of  two  of  our 
brightest  pupils,  Carroll  Hunt  and  May  Thayer. 

We  ask  that  the  town  appropriate  the  same  amount 
of  money  as  last  year,  and  we  also  ask  authority  for  the 
transportation  of  children,  should  occasion  demand  it. 
We  again  urge  upon  parents  and  friends  the  duty  which 
they  owe  to  the  schools,  the  duty  which  will  lead  them  to 
visit  and  manifest  an  interest  in  the  work  which  teachers 
and  scholars  are  trying  to  do. 

The  amount  of  books  and  supplies  on  hand  is  large, 
and  this  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  large  number  of 
reading  books  which  were  ordered  at  the  exchange  price.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield. 

Your  School  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following- 
Report  : — 

Another  year  has  passed,  and,  as  the  law  requires,  your  Com- 
mittee make  a  report  of  their  doings.  But  of  what  use  will  it  be  to 
spend  time  and  paper  to  do  this  ?  Who  among  our  citizens  ever 
reads  or  takes  heed  of  what  is  printed  in  this  connection  ?  The 
Committee  could  go  into  a  long  list  of  reasons  why  such  and  such 
things  should  be ;  why  more  money  should  be  raised  for  the 
support  of  schools  and  all  this  ;  but  what  is  the  use  ?  Some 
of  the  inhabitants  are  much  dissatisfied  because  our  schools  are 
not  on  a  par  with  some  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning. 
Still  they  expect  that  the  Committee,  with  the  limited  amount  of 
money  they  are  allowed  to  spend,  will  hire  the  best  teachers  and 
have  the  best  schools  in  the  land.  But  experience  teaches  your 
Committee,  that  school  teachers,  if  they  have  had  experience  and 
have  been  successful  ia  teaching,  cannot  be  had  for  a  song.  They 
know  their  worth  and  are  bound  to  have  it;  they  are  human,  and 
like  those  in  other  professions  must  have  their  price. 

If  we  are  to  have  good  schools  we  must  pay  for  good  teachers, 
for  it  is  the  teacher  that  gives  character  to  the  schools.  As 
a  general  thing,  the  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  in  as  good 
condition  as  we  could  expect.  To  be  sure,  your  Committee  have 
had  (like  all  other  school  committees)  some  perplexing  things  to 
get  along  with,  but  we  still  live. 

School  No.  1  was  for  the  spring  term  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Chapin  who,  as  the  Committee  thought,  was  hired  for  the  year,  but 
who,  at  the  last  moment,  had  a  call — as  some  of  the  ministers  have 
where  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  larger  salary — to  go  into  a  school  in 
Hartford,  Conn.  The  Committee  were  sorry  to  part  with  her, 
but  as  a  woman  wills,  it  must  be.     The}^  then  employed  Mr.  W, 
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A.  Reed,  of  Boston,  who  introduced  a  new  system  somewhat  on 
the  plan  of  the  Quincy  Schools,  and  they  think  with  success. 
His  object  appears  to  be  to  train  up  the  children  to  become  good 
citizens ;  to  teach  them  about  the  common  affairs  of  life.  To  be 
sure  he  has  mixed  in  a  little  Latin,  just  enough  to  say  so.  They 
think  the  object  of  common  schools  to  be  to  train  up  children  to 
make  good  citizens.  What  says  Rev.  M.  J.  Savage  on  this  sub- 
ject ?  He  says  that  the  foundation  principle  of  the  public  school 
system  is  to  fit  our  children  for  citizenship.  In  carrying  out  this 
principle,  three  things  are  essential :  First,  that  the  child  be 
trained  into  fitness  for  honest  self  support ;  second,  since  in  our  re- 
public every  man  is  an  active  part  of  the  governing  power,  he  should 
be  trained  into  an  ability  to  use  this  power  intelligently  ;  and,  in  the 
third  place,  he  should  be  so  educated  morally  that  if  afterward  he 
chooses  to  go  wrong  it  may  be  apparent  that  he  does  it  know- 
ingly, not  through  ignorance.  Individual  self  support,  an  intelli- 
gent ballot,  and  morality  are  the  foundation  on  which  the  public 
welfare  rests,  and  consequently  must  form  the  basis  of  public 
education  supported  by  public  money.  Our  common  schools  are 
no  place  for  the  higher  branches  to  be  wholly  taught,  there  are 
other  schools  for  such  things.  To  be  sure  there  is  no  harm  in 
teaching  the  higher  branches  in  our  schools,  but  it  must  not  be  done 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  teaching  of  common  things.  The  Com- 
mittee do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  objecting  to  such  things  be- 
ing taught  in  our  schools,  but  they  do  object  to  their  taking  up  time 
that  should  be  devoted  to  the  regular  common  school  studies.  In 
the  matter  of  the  plan  of  the  Quincy,  we  do  not  think  we  can  do 
better  than  to  quote  from  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  Quincy  for  the  year,  1885  and  1886.  li  Your  Committee  are 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that,  so  far  as  the  real  ends  to  be  desired, 
and  the  designs  intended  by  the  public  schools,  are  concerned,  the 
Quinc}T  schools  occupy  an  honorable  and  exemplary  position 
among  the  educational  institutions  of  the  State."  To  be  sure, 
this  is  the  opinion  of  interested  men,  but  so  far  as  your  Commit- 
tee can  judge  from  what  they  have  seen  exemplified  in  School 
No.  1  for  the  past  few  months,  they  must  coincide. 

School  No.  2  has  been,  during  the  whole  year,  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Beckwith.  Your  Committee  think  that  this  is 
about  all  the  praise  which  should  be  given,  for,  in  their  opinion, 
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a  better  managed  school,   or  one  that  will  show  better  results, 
cannot  he  found,  at  least  in  this  town. 

In  School  No.  3  the  spring  term  was  in  charge  of  Miss 
Frazer,  whom  the  Committee  would  have  been  happy  to  have 
retained.  She  did  what  she  could.  The  fall  and  winter  terms 
were  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Crowther,  with  whom  the  Com- 
mittee are  well  satisfied.  Both  teachers  have  no  doubt  done  as 
well  as  they  could  under  the  circumstances. 

School  No.  4  was,  during  the  spring  and  summer  terms,  under 
charge  of  Mrs.  Davis.  She  had  a  very  good  school  and  the  Com- 
mittee in  charge  would  have  been  satisfied  if  she  could  have 
remained  during  the  year,  but  some  of  the  general  Committee 
thought  a  change  would  be  for  the  better,  and  employed  Miss 
Foster  as  teacher.  She  proved  herself  capable  and  earnest  in 
her  work,  as  far  as  she  had  the  opportunity,  but  most  of  the 
parents  in  that  neighborhood  were  so  well  satisfied  with  Mrs. 
Davis  that  they  preferred  her  to  a  new  teacher,  and  the  conse- 
quence was  Miss  Foster  had  only  four  or  five  scholars  and  Mrs. 
Davis  had  a  private  school.  At  the  commencement  of  the 
winter  schools,  for  various  reasons  the  Committee  thought  it 
advisable  to  close  School  No.  4  and  place  Miss  Foster  as  an 
assistant  to  Miss  Beckwith,  who  had  full  enough  scholars  for  one 
teacher.  In  doing  this  we  have  had,  we  think,  much  better  re- 
sults. 

No.  5  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Dane  for  the  whole 
year.  Much  improvement  has  been  made.  Miss  Dane  is  young, 
but,  we  think,  will,  with  time  and  experience,  make  a  good  teacher. 
She  has  shown  in  her  work  the  make-up  of  more  than  the  average. 

In  No.  6  Mrs.  Checkering  had  charge  of  the  schools  during  the 
spring  and  summer.  She  did  very  well.  For  the  fall  and  winter 
Miss  Williams  was  employed.  She  was  young,  with  no  experience, 
but  had  a  very  good  school. 

In  No.  7  Miss  Hamilton  had  the  spring  and  summer  terms. 
The  Committee  would  give  her  credit  for  all  to  which  she  is  en- 
titled. She  has,  to  appearance,  education  enough  to  keep  school, 
but  there  appeared  to  be  a  want  of  government,  and  the  Committee 
thought  a  change  of  teachers  would  do  no  hurt.  They  then  em 
ployed  a  Miss  Davis  from  Pelham,  who  has  been  in  charge  during 
the  fall  and  winter,  with  fair  success. 
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The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  this  town  May  1,  1887, 
by  Assessors'  returns,  was  153.  The  whole  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  in  our  schools  during  the  year  is  167.

In  the   name  of    the    Commonwealth  of    Massachusetts    you    are 

hereby  requested  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 

'Enfield,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in 

said  Enfield,  on  Monday  the  eighteenth  clay  of  March  instant,  at  ten 

of  the  clock,  in  the  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened, 

then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  School 
Committee  and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
will  fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  bring  in  their  ballots,  yes  or  no,  in  answer  to  the 
question,  "  Shall  license  be  granted  in  this  town  for  the  sale  of  intox- 
icating liquors,  for  the  year  ensuing?" 

Art.  6.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  lighting 
street  lamps. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on  taxes  paid 
on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  appropri- 
ate the  same. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the 
ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  and  the  debts 
incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  said  tax. 


Art.  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  appro- 
priating the  dog  tax,  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  library. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  School  Committee  shall  have  permission 
to  transport  children,  in  accordance  with  the  public  statutes. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  selling 
wood  standing  on  the  town  farm. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  disposing  of 
the  money  received  by  the  Barnabus  Blair  will. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  the 
report  of  the  Road  Commissioner  on  the  road  leading  from  the  guide 
post  beyond  Scott  Wilder's  to  the  so-called  Dewing  farm. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  dis- 
continuing the  highway  or  town- way  leading  from  D.  H.  Montgom- 
ery's house  to  Pelham  line. 

Art.  18.  By  petition.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  fifty 
dollars  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  (the  money  to  be 
expended  as  a  committee  chosen  for  the  purpose  shall  suggest) .

School  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield. 

Another  school  year  has  come  and  gone.  And  we  are  called  upon 
to  render  an  account  of  the  years  work  in  our  several  schools.  As 
we  look  back  over  the  year  while  we  could  wish  we  might  have  had 
different  results  in  some  cases  ;  yet  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
so  good  success  in  others,  as  has  marked  the  labors  of  our  teachers. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  among  our  children 
the  past  year ;  to  which  the  registers  of  our  schools  give  abundant 
testimony  ;  the  sickness  commenced  in  our  fall  term  with  the  whoop- 
ing cough,  and  was  followed  in  our  winter  term  by  that  dread  disease 
diphtheria,  which  we  regret  to  say  has  taken  from  us  some  of  our 
bright  and  active  children,  whose  presence  we  miss  in  our  school- 
rooms. 

The  plan  of  your  committee  was  to  give  the  majority  of  our  schol- 
ars thirty-six  weeks  schooling  the  past  year. 

The  school  in  No.  3  has  had  thirty-seven  weeks  on  account  of  the 
loss  of  one  week  a  year  ago.  Others  have  not  had  their  thirty-six 
weeks  on  account  of  sickness.  And  some  of  the  smaller  schools 
have  been  closed  before  the  expiration  of  the  thirty-six  weeks. 

With  the  increased  appropriations  the  past  year  we  have  been  able 
to  pay  our  bills  for  sustaining  the  schools  without  any  arrearages 
although  the  amount  of  our  expenditures  for  school  supplies  has  been 
increased  the  past  year  by  the  exchanging  of  our  old  set  of  Readers 
and  G-eographys  for  new  ones  by  other  authors. 

This  your  Committee  deemed  wise  as  they  did  not  wish  to  be 
behind  in  the  matter  of  text-books  for  our  children,  but  desire  the 
best.  We  would  recommend  the  same  appropriations  for  schools 
and  supplies  the  coming  year,  as  you  made  for  the  past. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Fletcher,  Agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who 
has  visited  all  our  schools  the  past  year  ;  reports  our  schools  to  be 
well  in  hand. 

One  thing  your  Committee  call  your  attention  to  is  the  opportunity 
of  obtaining  in  connection  with  other  towns  a  superintendent  of 
3 
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schools  at  a  comparative!}7  small  outlay  on  our  part ;  this  matter 
comes  up  for  your  consideration  and  decision.  With  the  proper 
man  as  superintendent  we  think  much  good  may  result;  as  a  man 
thoiirouglilv  alive  to  the  needs  of  our  schools  and  who  has  had  expe- 
rience  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  education  should  be  able  to  help  us 
to  obtain  better  results  thasj  could  be  otherwise  secured.  We  leave 
the  matter  in  your  hands,  it  is  for  you  to  say  what  you  wish  in  this 
matter. 

Following  this  will  be  found  a  detailed  report  of  schools  : 

School  No.  1  was  during  the  spring  term  under  the  charge  of  Mr. 
Geo.  A.  Sanborn.  It  is  said  that  all  men  make  mistakes,  and  your 
Committee  must  acknowledge  that  they  made  a  mistake  in  employing 
him  as  teacher.  They  cannot  say  much  in  praise  of  him,  he  com- 
menced with  a  good  number  of  scholars,  but  wound  up  minus.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  and  winter  the  school  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  E. 
Goodwill,  an  experienced  teacher.  She  commenced  with  a  small 
number  of  scholars,  more  in  fact  than  could  be  well  expected,  con- 
sidering the  demoralized  state  in  which  she  found  the  school,  in  fact 
there  have  not  been  so  many  scholars  as  there  should  have  been. 
But  with  all  the  drawbacks,  she  has  done  good  work,  and  should  be 
continued  in  the  school. 

No.  2  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  M.  H.  Beckwith  during  the  year. 
In  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  this  is  a  model  school.  The 
teacher  has  marked  ability,  and  modern  methods  of  instructing  her 
pupils,  to  the  best  advantage,  as  a  visit  to  her  school,  in  its  everyday 
work,  will  convince. 

The  school  in  No.  3  commenced  the  year  with  Miss  Lizzie  Crowth- 
er  as  teacher.  She  did  good  work  and  gave  good  satisfaction  ;  and 
we  were  sorry  after  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  to  be  obliged  to 
provide  another  teacher,  yet  we  found  this  was  necessarv  as  she 
thought  it  more  to  her  advantage  to  accept  a  position  in  a  seminarv 
at  Oxford,  Ohio,  than  to  remain  \ .  ith  us.  We  were  very  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell  to  fill  this 
position  who  has  had  experience  as  a  teacher  both  in  our  own  town 
and  in  the  towns  of  Belchertown  and  Ware.  She  has  been  verv  suc- 
cessful in  this  school  during  the  two  terms  she  has  taught,  and  vour 
Committee  are  well  satisfied  with  the  work  she  has  done  ;  we  hope  to 
secure  her  services  the  coming  year,  as  we  think  her  the  right  person 
in  the  right  place. " 

School  No.  4  has  been  under  the  charge  of   Miss  Mary  P.  Foster 
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during  the  spring  and  fall  terms,  when  she  was  obliged,  much  to  the 
regret  of  the  Committee  to  relinquish  the  school  on  account  of  the 
sickness  of  her  mother.  The  Committee  would  have  been  glad  to 
have  had  her  continue  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  for  when  we  get 
a  good  teacher,  we  should  be  glad  to  keep  her.  The  Committee  con- 
sider her  a  very  good  teacher  and  would  recommend  that  she  be  re- 
engaged. The  winter  term  was  commenced  by  Miss  Fannie  W. 
Osborn,  who  was  obliged  to  leave  on  account  of  her  health.  The 
school  has  not  been  opened  since  she  left  on  account  of  sickness  in 
that  part  of  the  town.  Three  scholars  from  that  school  have  died 
from  diphtheria  since  last  fall. 

No.  5  has  been  taught  the  entire  year  by  Miss  Ada  Dane  with 
acceptable  results.  The  school  has  been  small  but  has  maintained 
a  standard  degree  of  prosperity- 

In  school  No.  6  Miss  Annie  A.  Williams  had  charge  of  the  school 
during  the  spring  term,  and  had  a  very  good  school,  but  could  not  be 
re-engaged  on  account  of  the  distance  from  her  home,  (she  residing 
in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state.)  and  death  of  her  father.  The  fall 
and  winter  t^rms  have  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Lizzie  E.  Tirrell,  a 
young  teacher,  but  showing  good  qualities.  She  had  a  very  good 
school. 

No.  7  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Annie  T.  House  during 
the  whole  year,  which  your  Committee  think  is  all  the  praise  neces- 
sary. If  the  Committee  had  not  been  satisfied  there  would  have  been 
another  teacher  put  in  her  place-  She  is  young  but  has  the  ele- 
ments in  her  of  a  good  teacher.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you 
are  hereby  requested  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Enfield,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall,  in  said  Enfield,  on  Monday,  the  seventeenth  day 
of  March  instant,  at  ten  of  the  clock,  in  the  forenoon,  at 
which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  1- — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2 — To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
School  Committee,  and  other  town  officers,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  3 — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  4 — To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whit- 
ing Street  will  fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5 — To  bring  in  their  ballots,  yes  or  no,  in  answer 
to  the  question,  "  Shall  license  be  granted  in  this  town  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  year  ensuing?"

In  addition  to  the  above  report  your  Treasurer  would  say 
that  he  is  informed  by  one  of  the  Selectmen  that  they  (the 
Selectmen)  should  report  him  as  a  thousand,  and  more,  dollars 
short.  All  he  can  say  in  explanation  is,  that  he  has  done 
what  the  town  voted  that  he  should  do,  and  what  the  law  re- 
quires. If  the  Selectmen  require  your  Treasurer  to  go  to 
them  for  an  order  for  all  those  sums  which  the  town  votes  for 
special  objects,  they  require  him  to  do  that  which  the  law  pro- 
vides may  be  done  otherwise.  So  long  as  the  present 
Treasurer  holds  the  office,  they  (the  Selectmen)  can  rest  as- 
sured he  will  conform  to  the  law  and  not  to  them.  The 
matter  stands  in  this  way  :  the  town  voted  that  one  thousand 
dollars  be  placed  in  the  hands  ot  the  directors  of  the  public 
library,  to  be  invested  and  the  income  used  for  the  purposes 
of  said  library.  The  vote  says  nothing  as  to  how  the  money 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  directors,  but  it  simply 
says  that  it  shall   be  placed  there.     The  question  then  comes 
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up,  Who  shall  place  the  money  in  their  hands?  AVrho,  I  would 
like  to  inquire,  except  the  man  who  has  the  money  in  charge? 
Now,  what  says  the  law  in  the  matter  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
paying  out  money?  The  law  says  the  "Treasurer  shall 
receive  and  take  charge  of  all  money  belonging  to  his  town, 
and  shall  pay  over  and  account  for  all  sums  according  to  the 
order  of  such  town,  or  the  officers  thereof,  duly  authorized  in 
that  behalf."  Under  this  state  of  things  what  has  your 
Treasurer  done?  The  town  voted  so  much  money  to  the 
public  library,  and  the  Treasurer  has  paid  the  library  the 
amount  which  was  voted  to  it.  Could  he  have  done  other- 
wise ?  Will  you  hold  your  Treasurer  accountable  for  doing 
that  which  you  ordered  him  to  do?  It  appears  to  your 
Treasurer  that  this  whole  trouble  has  arisen  because  he  (your 
Treasurer)  saw  fit  to  do  as  the  law  says  he  can  do,  and  did 
not  direct  the  library  directors  to  go  to  the  Selectmen  for  an 
order ;  therefore  the  dignity  of  the  Selectmen  was  encroached 
upon.  But  your  Selectmen  must  remember  that  they  are  the 
servants  of  the  town.  And  is  not  your  Treasurer  the  same? 
If  your  Treasurer  finds  upon  the  statutes  the  following  words, 
as  to  the  power  of  towns  to  vote  money,  what  shall  he  do? 
Among  the  different  purposes  for  which  towns  may  vote 
money  it  says,  Chap.  27,  Sec.  10:  "For  maintaining  any 
library  therein,  to  which  the  inhabitants  are  allowed  free 
access  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same  on  the  premises,  and 
for  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  reading-room  in 
connection  with  and  under  control  of  the  managers  of  such 
library." 
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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  this  town,  May  1, 
1889,  by  return  of  Assessors,  was  148.  The  whole  number 
of  pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  during  the  year  is  162.  A 
larger  appropriation  was  granted  by  the  town  than  ever  before 
save  last  year,  and  your  Committee  planned  to  give  all  the 
schools  36  wreeks.  The  Grammar  School  was  closed  earlier 
because  of  the  sickness  of  the  teacher,  and  for  the  same  reason 
the  Primary  (No.  2)  has  not  had  its  full  time.  The  amount 
of  money  expended  has  exceeded  the  grants,  principally  in  the 
item  of  supplies.  This  has  been  caused  largely  by  an  ex- 
change of  Arithmetics  (Mc Vicar's  having  been  replaced  by 
Wentworth's),  and  by  the  additional  fact  that  the  promised 
allowance  for  old  books  has  not  been  received.  This  allow- 
ance— the  amount  of  which  has  not  been  ascertained — will  be 
credited  to  the  account  of  supplies  on  hand.  New  books 
have  also  been  obtained  for  the  study  of  Physiology  and 
Hygiene,  and  increased  instruction  has  been  urged  in  the  line 
of  Temperance  and  the  preservation  of  health.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  broken  up  by  sickness,  and  the  registers  show 
badly.  At  the  same  time,  some  scholars  have  been  very 
faithful  and  their  record  is  of  the  best. 

Truant  officers  were  chosen  as  usual,  but  no  report  of  any 
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action  has  reached  the  Committee.  A  few  children  have  been 
taught  at  home,  and  two  or  three  at  a  private  school.  Five 
children  have  been  at  No.  5  from  Ware.  The  aim  of  the 
Committee  has  been  to  have  thorough  work  done  by  teachers, 
— not  to  rush  the  scholars  along  regardless  of  their  ability,  or 
attainments,  but  to  have  them  taught  and  instructed  so  that 
they  shall  learn  to  think  and  act  for  themselves.  Practical 
work  is  needed  for  these  stirring  times  and  this  busy  age. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  many  visitors  have  been  present 
during  the  year  in  some  of  the  schools,  to  the  great  encour- 
agement of  teachers  and  scholars.  If  parents,  and  other 
friends  of  education,  would  show  their  interest  to  a  greater 
extent,  the  effect  would  be  favorable.  It  has  been  said  that 
those  who  have  no  children  in  school  are  quite  as  likely  to 
criticise  and  find  fault  with  teachers  as  others.  It  is  much 
more  easy  to  find  fault  than  to  praise,  seemingly — and  to 
destroy  requires  but  little  knowledge  or  skill.  Architects 
and  builders,  whether  in  city  or  country,  in  work-shops,  or 
school-rooms,  need  great  patience,  thorough  training  and 
zealous  care,  and  they  sometimes  fail  to  accomplish  what  is 
expected  of  them.  Your  Committee  have  aimed  to  provide 
good  teachers.  If  we  have  failed  in  certain  respects,  it  cannot 
be  because  of  illiberality  on  the  part  of  the  town,  nor  indeed 
because  of  poor  school  buildings.  It  may  have  been,  in  part, 
because  of  the  large  number  of  the  Committee  .and  the  divided 
responsibility  of  its  members.  A  little  town  with  seven 
schools — possibly  one  less  in  the  year  to  come — has  nine 
Committeeman.  Why  not  increase  the  number  of  Selectmen, 
and  Assessors  and  Road  Commissioners  so  that  there  will  be 
offices  enough  to  go  round?  We  recommend  that  the  number 
of  members  of  the  School  Committee  be  reduced  to  three  at 
the  earliest  possible  time,  and  that  the  appropriations  be  the 
same  as  last  year.      We  regard  the  duties  of  school  superviions 
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of  the  highest  possible  importance,  and  hope  the  voters  of  the 
town  will  realize  the  fact  and  help  to  improve  the  situation. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  transport  pupils  during  the  coming- 
year,  and  we  ask  for  authority,  should  occasion  demand  it. 
We  do  not  make  special  mention  of  the  several  schools  and 
teachers,  but  we  believe  that  there  has  been  earnest  work  on 
the  part  of  teachers  and  scholars,  with  perhaps  greater  success 
in  some  schools  than  in  others,  because  of  special  reasons  not 
hard  to  be  accounted  for.  We  take  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
names  of  scholars  who  have  not  been  absent  or  tardy.  We 
desire  to  mention  the  names  of  those  children  who  have  died 
during  the  year,  and  to  express  to  parents  and  friends  our 
sympathy,  and  our  sense  of  loss  at  their  departure.

As  a  rule,  those  children  who  have  been  constant  and  prompt 
in  attendance  have  made  the  most  progress.  It  is  a  mistake 
for  parents  to  allow  their  children  to  remain  away  from  school 
whenever  they  wish.  The  children  fall  behind  their  class- 
mates and  the  school  is  injured.  Soon  the  boys  and  girls  lose 
their  interest  and  the  teacher  becomes  discouraged,  and  the 
money  of  the  town  is  wasted. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  financial  statement  of  our  Secretary 
that  the  smaller  schools  have  cost  much  more  per  scholar  than 
the  larger  schools.  Nos.  4,  5,  6  and  7,  with  14,  16,  11  and 
8  scholars  (49  in  all),  have  cost  $1,057.76,  while  Nos.  2  and  3, 
with  37  and  49  pupils  enrolled  (86  in  all)  have  cost  not  far 
from  $800.00,  with  wood,  laber  and  repairs  included.  This 
result  is  the  usual  one,  and  generally  the  smaller  schools  have 
had  a  less  number  of  weeks  to  make  the  matter  more  even.

Greeting  :— 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Enfield,  qualified 
to  vote  in  elections,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Enfield,  on  Mon- 
day, the  sixteenth  day  of  March  instant,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon* 
at  which  time  the  polls  will  be  opened,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  follow- 
ing articles,  viz. : 

Article  i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and  vote  on  license 
question,  all  on  one  ballot,  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  School  Commit- 
tee and  other  town  officers  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  overseers  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street  will 
fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  year  ensuing.

The  Road  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  Enfield  submit  the  following 
report  of  expenditures  lor  the  year  ending  March  2,  1891 :

SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield,  May  i,  1890,  was  161 ; 
the  number  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  14,  99.  There  have  been  189 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  during  the  year,  109  boys  and  80  girls. 
Twenty-four  were  14  years  and  over,  108  between  eight  and  14,  52  between 
five  and  seven,  and  five  under  five  years  ot  age.  Eight  schools  have  been 
maintained  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  and  their  length,  number  of 
pupils  and  cost  per  pupil  is  shown  by  the  table  accompanying  this  report. 

Your  committee,  nine  in  number,  organized  with  W.  B.  Kimball  as 
Chairman,  E.  H.  Howe  Secretary,  and  Miss  Marion  A.  Smith,  R.  L. 
Thayer  and  W.  B.  Kimball  Visiting  Committee.  The  Primary  School 
No.  2  was  put  in  special  charge  of  Mrs.  Geo.  C.  Ewing.  Truant  Officers 
were  chosen  as  usual. 

During  the  spring  term  Burton  W.  Hodge  of  Lowell  taught  the  Gram- 
mar School.  He  came  highly  recommended  and  had  enthusiasm  and 
push,  but  lacked  in  some  essential  particulars.  For  the  rest  of  the  year  it 
was  thought  best  to  secure  another  teacher,  and  Walter  R.  Bartlett  of 
Holyoke,  a  recent  graduate  of  Amherst  College,  was  called  to  the  position. 
He  had  the  best  of  recommendations  and  gained  the  respect  of  all  by  his 
gentlemanly  manners  and  strict  attention  to  his  duties,  but  in  attempting 
to  govern  by  kindness  alone,  a  mistake  was  made.  He  confided  in  the 
honor  and  fidelity  of  his  pupils,  and  the  result  was  disappointing.  There 
has  not  been  the  gain  which  was  hoped  for. 

In  No.  2  primary  Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell  has  continued  during  the  year 
with  gratifying  success.  At  the  upper  village  Miss  Annie  A.  Williams  has 
ulfilled  all  expectations,  and  accomplished  much.  In  No.  4  Miss  Ada  M. 
Dane  has  done  faithful,  satisfactory  work  as  usual.  For  a  few  weeks  the 
scholars  from  No.  6  have  been  taken  to  this  school  with  evident  advantage 
to  them.  The  school  in  No.  5  was  kept  open  only  one  term.  The  num- 
ber of  scholars  was  small,  and  some  were  very  irregular  in  attendance. 
Miss  Annie  I.  House  endeavored  to  perform  her  duties  as  teacher,  but  had 
prejudice  to  meet  and  discouragement  as  a  result.    Miss  Nellie  P.  Cooley 
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had  charge  of  a  small  number  of  pupils  in  No.  6  for  two  terms.  She  had 
orderly  and  attentive  scholars.  In  No.  7  Miss  Agnes  E.  House  has  done 
excellent  work  and  her  scholars  have  appreciated  her  labor  if  we  can  judge 
from  the  record  of  attendance.  The  school  is  small,  only  n  scholars  in 
all,  but  the  register  shows  better  than  any  other. 

Your  Committee  deemed  it  necessary  and  wise  to  establish  an  inter- 
mediate school,  and  in  the  summer  vacation  the  school  room  in  the  old 
town  hall  was  put  in  condition.  The  school  was  opened  Sept.  8,  in 
charge  of  Miss  Cornelia  Ward  of  Southbridge.  It  furnished  relief  at  once 
to  the  primary  schools,  and  also  took  nearly  all  the  scholars  from  No.  5 
and  a  few  from  No.  4.  It  has  been  continued  for  two  terms  and  in  time 
to  come  will  be  needed  more  than  in  time  past.  Miss  Ward  attained  no 
great  success  as  a  disciplinarian,  and  the  school  was  not  an  easy  one, 
different  elements  being  brought  together  for  the  first  time.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  year  to  come  this  school  will  take  rank  among  our  best.  It  is 
likely  to  be  one  of  the  largest. 

While  all  our  schools  have  nst  come  up  to  the  wishes  and  hopes  of  your 
Committee,  we  are  satisfied  that  much  excellent  work  has  been  done  and 
good  progress  made.  There  has  been  but  little  sickness  to  interfere  with 
attendance,  and  it  should  be  recorded  here,  that  as  a  rule,  the  smaller 
scholars  have  made  a  better  showing  on  the  registers  than  the  larger  ones, 
and  have  consequently  had  more  enthusiasm  and  more  apparent  desire  for 
knowledge.  In  order  to  have  good  towns  and  cities  we  must  have  intelli- 
gent, law-abiding  people,  and  the  more  public  spirited  and  patriotic  men 
and  women  there  are  the  better.  In  order  to  have  good  scholars  in  any 
town  or  city  there  must  be  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  Committees, 
teachers  and  parents  as  well  as  good  attendance,  good  behavior  and  a  de- 
sire to  learn  on  the  part  of  those  to  be  taught.  It  should  be  said  that  the 
coming  of  families  into  our  town,  caused  by  the  new  manufacturing  enter- 
prise, has  increased  the  number  of  scholars,  and  has  added  some  who  are 
likely  to  be  of  much  credit  to  our  schools. 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  text  books  this  year.     During 
the  winter  R.  L.  Thayer  resigned  his  place  on  the  Committee  and  H.  E. 
Brown  was  chosen  in  his  stead.     In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town 
at  a  former  meeting  a  reduction  is  being  made  in  the  number  of  the  Com- 
mittee.    For  the  year  to  come  the  number  will  be  six.

The  cost  of  fitting  up  the  intermediate  school-room  and  the  painting  of 
the  schoolhouse  in  No.  5  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  contingent  ex- 
penses. The  school  house  at  the  upper  village  will  need  to  be  painted 
this  year.  A  few  extra  desks  must  be  purchased  tor  small  scholars.  Your 
Committee  believe  that  a  thorough  examination  will  show  that  our  town 
has  appropriated  less  money  in  proportion  to  its  valuation  for  schools  than 
most  of  the  towns  in  the  state,  and  this  through  many  years.  We  ask 
that,  for  the  year  to  come,  the  appropriation  be  increased  rather  than 
diminished,  and  that  a  suitable  sum  of  money  be  raised  for  transportation 
-  of  pupils.  It  should  be  understood  by  the  people  of  this  town  that  the 
villages  are  gradually  increasing  in  population,  and  the  out-districts  dimin- 
ishing in  this  respect,  and  on  this  account  the  schools  must  be  brought  as 
near  to  the  majority  of  scholars  as  possible.  If  the  Committee  are  to  act 
according  to  their  judgment  and  discretion  in  the  matter,  and  for  the  good 
of  all,  they  may  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  have  to  close  some  schools  for 
a  time  and  take  the  children  to  other  localities.  This  will  be  done  with- 
out prejudice  and  with  discrimination.  The  law  is  plain  and  the  advan- 
tages to  be  derived  are  many. 

Our  financial  statement  is  appended.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of 
transportation  of  scholars  is  included  in  the  amount  of  money  expended. 
This  is  directly  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  Committee,  and  to  the  law 
as  laid  down  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  by  the 
Statutes.  From  this  it  appears  that  we  have  exceeded  our  appropriations, 
when  in  fact  we  have  not  used  the  whole  of  the  money  granted  for  school 
purposes.  No  change  could  be  brought  about,  however,  as  the  Selectmen 
decided  not  to  carry  this  amount  to  the  Contingent  fund,  where,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Committee,  it  properly  belonged. 

We  desire  to  thank  members  of  the  Committee  and  many  interested 
friends  for  their  labors  and  their  appreciation,  for  their  attendance  as  visit- 
ors and  their  evident  anxiety  to  help  in  educational  matters,  and  especially 
the  members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  for  their  efforts  in  various  directions.

Street  will  fund  for  the*  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.     To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways 
and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.     To  see  if  the  town  will   accept  the   list  of  jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.     To  see  what  action  the   town  will  take  in  regard    to 
the  support  of  street  lamps.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield : 

The  members  of  the  School  Board  in  giving  the  report  of  the 
years'  work,  desire  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  generous  appro- 
priation for  the  schools.  They  have  endeavored  to  administer 
the  same  with  judgment  and  discretion,  and  hope  that  the  same 
liberality  may  be  shown  them  during  the  coming  year. 

The  committee,  five  in  number,  organized  with  W.  B.  Kim- 
ball as  chairman,  Mrs.  George  C.  Ewing,  secretary.  These  offi- 
cers with  Miss  Marion  A.  Smith  constituted  the  visiting  com- 
mittee. The  chairman  was  chosen  to  sign  the  certificates  of 
those  desiring  to  work  in  the  mills,  and  the  usual  truant  officers 
were  appointed. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield,  May  1,  1891 
was  168,  the  number  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  110. 
There  have  been  217  pupils  enrolled  in  the  schools  during  the 
year,  126  boys,  91  girls ;  28  were  14  and  over,  120  between  8  and 
and  14,  67  between  5  and  7,  2  under  5  years  of  age.  Nine  schools 
have  been  maintained  part  of  the  year.  The  larger  schools  have 
had  35  weeks,  and  those  in  the  smaller  districts  more  than  the 
six  months,  which  the  law  demands.  The  expense  of  each  is 
shown  by  the  financial  table  which  accompanies  this  report. 

The  Grammar  school  has  been  throughout  the  year,  under  the 
efficient  charge  of  Mr.  Edward  C.  Emerson,  who  has  spent  three 
years  at  the  Westfield  Normal  School,  and  was  highly  recom- 
mended as  a  teacher.  He  has  maintained  excellent  order  and 
there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the 
scholars,  not  only  in  the  school  room,  but  upon  the  street.  There 
has  not  been  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  we  desire  to 
see.  Do  the  parents  realize  how  much  the  record  in  all  the 
schools  might  be  improved  by  a  little  care  and  thoughtfulness  on 
their  part  ? 

The  Intermediate  school,  which  was  started  as  an  experiment, 
has  proved  itself  a  successful  and  necessary  measure.  In  one 
year  the  number  of  pupils  has  nearly  doubled.     It  has   only  two 
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grades.  It  is  expected  by  keeping  scholars  at  least  two  years  in 
this  school  to  materially  raise  the  standard  of  the  Grammar 
school.  Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell  has  taught  during  the  year.  Her 
work  has  been  in  every  particular  satisfactory  to  the  committee 
and  they  earnestly  desire  to  retain  her  services  for  the  future. 

Miss  .Nellie  E.  Brown  has  been  the  successful  teacher  of  No.  2 
for  the  entire  year.  By  the  introduction  of  the  "  Quincy  Meth- 
ods," she  has  kept  the  children  interested  and  led  them  to  think 
for  themselves.  Their  "  Good  Word  Society "  might  well  be 
imitated  by  older  pupils. 

No.  3  for  two  terms  had  Miss   W.    M.   Blanchard   as   teacher. 
She  was  eminently  successful,  but  ill  health  compelled  her  to  re- 
sign for  the  winter   term.     An  enthusiastic  and   capable   substi- 
tute was  found  in  Miss  Grace  Gibbs,  and  the  work  of  the  school 
has  gone  on  smoothly. 

No.  4  and  6  were  during  the  spring  term  in  the  care  of  Miss 
Dane  and  Miss  Cooley.  Although  both  were  good  schools,  it 
seemed  best  to  the  committee,  knowing  "  there  is  enthusiasm  in 
numbers,"  to  consolidate  these  schools,  therefore  Miss  Dane  has 
for  two  terms  taught  at  No.  6,  the  pupils  from  No.  4  being  trans- 
ported. An  interested  and  prosperous  school  was  the  result  of 
this  change. 

No.  5  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Carrie  V.  Thayer  and 
Miss  Alice  Howard.  Although  a  small  school  good  work  has 
been  done  throughout  the  year. 

No.  7  was  taught  during  the  spring  term  by  Miss  Nettie  Esta- 
brook.  For  one  long  term  Miss  Grace  Chapin  has  been  employ- 
ed as  "Pupil  Teacher"  for  the  ordinary  English  branches. 
Although  small  in  numbers  this  has  been  a  sjood  school. 

In  September  it  was  considered  more  economical  to  establish 
a  school  in  No.  8  than  to  longer  transport  so  many  pupils,  there- 
fore the  old  school-house  was  repaired  and  a  union  school  with 
Greenwich  and  Hardwick,  was  opened.  Miss  Grace  Gibbs  was 
its  very  successful  teacher  for  one  long  term. 

Kindergarten  work  has  been  largely  introduced  into  the  Pri- 
mary schools,  and  the  committee  are  endeavoring  to  grade  the 
schools  upon  a  uniform  basis,  but  time  is  required  before  the  re- 
sults will  be  apparent.  We  wish  that  the  parents  would  co-oper- 
ate with  us  in  this  matter  by  consenting  to  the  transportation  of 
pupils  where  it  would  be  advantageous  to  them. 

No  important  changes  in  text  books  have  been  made,  but 
numerous  supplementary  books  have  been  introduced.  We  are 
glad  to  state  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  to  interfere  with 
school  attendance.  The  number  of  pupils  has  remained  unbroken 
by  death,  except  for  the  sad  accident,  awakening  tenderest  sym- 
pathy in  the  hearts  of  all,  which  removed  Ivan  Downing,  a  bright 
and  promising  pupil  of  No.  4. 
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We  are  pleased  to  record  the  names  of  those  who  have  been 
neither  absent  nor  tardy  during  the  year,  (7).

Aside  from  the  repairs  upon  the  old  school  building  in  No.  8, 
to  which  reference  has  been  made,  the  committee  deemed  it  best 
to  make  certain  changes  in  the  Intermediate  school  room,  and  it 
is  now  one  of  the  most  comfortable  and  well  arranged  rooms  in 
town.  The  school  house  at  the  upper  village  has  been  thoroughly 
painted.  Twenty-four  (24)  seats  and  desks  were  obtained,  early 
in  the  year,  mostly  for  small  scholars.  All  the  school  houses  in. 
town  are  now  in  good  condition,  and  it  is  believed  that  expenses 
for  repairs  the  coming  year  will  be  much  less  than  usual.

It  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  statements,  that  217  pupils 
have  been  taught  252  1-2  weeks,  at  an  expense  of  $2,737.40,  in- 
cluding all  charges,  making  an  average  cost  per  scholar  of  $12.61. 
The  amount  last  year  was  a  little  less  than  $12.48.  For  the  year 
1888-89  Enfield  ranked  as  the  l02cl  in  the  state  in  this  respect. 
For  the  year  1889-90  it  was  the  120th  town,  and  it  will  not  vary 
much  for  the  school  year  just  now  closed. 

Of  towns  near  us,  Amherst  stands  82,  South  Hadley  and  Gran- 
by  101  and  102,  Barre  107,  Athol  201,  Petersham  225,  Hadley 
260,  Ware  275,  Prescott  and  Pelham  282  and  283,  Hard  wick 
301,  Belchertown  305  and  Greenwich  333.  More  pupils  from 
adjoining  towns  have  been  in  our  schools  this  year  than  usual, 
and  the  changing  population  has  added  and  taken  away  many.

REPORT   OF    THE    COMMITTEE 

TO  ENFORCE   THE   LIQUOR    LAWS 


Soon  ;ifter  the  town  meeting  last  March,  we  sought  to  ascer- 
tain the  situation.     Four  things  were  readily  discovered  : 

First. — There  was  much  drinking  by  many  citizens. 

Second. — Much    liquor  was  being   purchased   in    other  towns, 
and  brought  into  this  town  by  consumers. 

Third. — It  was    apparent    that   not  a    little   liquor  was    being 
sold  in   town. 

Fourth. — Three  of  our  citizens  were  paying   Revenue    liquor 
tax. 

After  learning  these  things  we  employed  detectives,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  entrapping  the  bar  tender  of  the  Swift  River  Hotel, 
By  an  unfortunate  miscarriage  between  the  detectives,  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Hotel  discovered  their  work,  ran  his  man  out  of 
town,  and  closed  the  Hotel.     This  was  in  the  month  of  June. 

Later  efforts  progressed  more  slowly,  but  more  successfully. 
Late  in  1892  we  began  to  tighten  the  cords  about  two  others  of 
the  gravest  offenders.  January  28,  1893,  a  raid  was  made  upon 
Charles  H.  Gardner,  and  a  quantity  of  liquor  seized.  We  wen1 
now  prepared  with  three  cases  against  him,  but  being  in  the  sight 
of  the  law  a  first  offence,  the  Court  tried  the  common  nuisance 
case,  and  the  other  two  are  to  be  used  in  case  good  behavior  is 
violated.     Mr.    Gardner    made    a    plea  of  guilty,  and    was    fined 


Another  case  which  ripened  earlier,  but  which  for  prudential 
considerations  was  delayed  till  after  the  Gardner  seizure,  was 
that  of  Win.  B.  Yale,  for  keeping  a  common  nuisance.  Vale 
was  convicted  and  fined  $125.     He  appealed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  citizens  of  Enfield  : 

The  school  board  for  1892  and  '93  organized  with  Miss 
Marion  A.  Smith  as  chairman,  and  Mr.  William  B.  Kimball 
secretary.  These  officers  with  Mrs.  George  C.  Ewing  con- 
stituted the  visiting  committee.  The  secretary  was  chosen 
to  sign  the  certificates  of  those  desiring  to  work  in  the  mills 
and  the  usual  truant  officers  were  appointed. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield  May  1st, 
1892,  was  179,  between  eight  and  fourteen  109.  There  have 
been  201  pupils  in  the  schools  during  the  year,  114  boys  and 
87  girls  ;  19  fourteen  and  over,  112  between  eight  and  four- 
teen, 63  between  five  and  seven,  7  under  five    3rears  of  age. 

Excellent  work  has  been  done  in  each  of  the  nine  schools 
and  the  record  of  attendance  and  punctuality  is  much  better 
than  last  year,  although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement 
in  this  regard.  The  Grammar,  Intermediate,  Primaries  2 
and  3  with  No.  6  have  been  in  session  35  weeks,  and  the 
schools  in  the  out  districts  have  had  all  the  time  required  by 
law. 

The  Grammar  school  was  during  the  spring  term  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Edward  C.  Emerson,  whose  faithful  service  during 
the  previous  year  had  abundantly  proved  his  fitness  for  the 
position.  In  June  diplomas  certifying  their  completion  of 
the  Grammar  school  course  were  presented  to  Misses  Alice 
Richards,  Julia  Cabot,  Rachel  Kennedy,  Messrs.  Raymond 
Richards  and  Harvey  Root  of  Greenwich.  It  is  gratifying 
to  learn  that  Misses  Cabot  and  Richards  had  no  difficulty  in 
passing  their  examination  for  the  Westfield  Normal  School. 
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Since  September  Miss  Mary  A.  Mecum  has  taught  this 
school  in  a  manner  eminently  satisfactory  to  both  committee 
and  parents. 

Miss  Annie  O.  Munsell,  whose  excellent  record  as  a  teach- 
er is  well  known  in  Enfield,  taught  the  Intermediate  schorl 
during  the  spring  term.  Miss  Frances  B.  Cooke  has  had  the 
school  for  two  terms.  She  has  succeeded  in  arousing  the 
enthusiasm  and  interest  of  the  pupils  to  a  gratifying  degree. 

Miss  Nellie  Brown,  a  remarkably  successful  teacher  taught 
No.  2  during  the  spring  term.  Since  September  Miss  Nellie 
Taylor  has  ably  filled  her  place.  She  has  latterly  had  the 
assistance  of  Miss  Ada  Harwood  in  the  afternoon  as  the 
transportation  of  pupils  from  No.  5  made  this  a  large  school. 
Regular  lessons  in  sewing  have  been  given  ;  the  little  women 
are  becoming  quite  proficient  with  their  needles. 

No.  3  has  been  the  entire  year  in  charge  of  Miss  W.  M. 
Blanchard.  She  is  a  fine  teacher,  and  has  won  the  love  of 
all  her  pupils.  In  all  the  schools  of  the  primary  grade  kin- 
dergarten work  has  been  used  greatly  to  the  advantage  of 
both  teacher  and  pupil. 

No.  4,  although  small  in  number,  has  been  a  very  success- 
ful school  under  the  efficient  charge  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  C. 
Davis. 

No.  5  was  during  the  spring  term  taught  by  Miss  Alice 
Howard.  Being  unable  to  retain  her  services  we  have  since 
September  transported  the  pupils  from  that  district  to  No.  2. 

Miss  Ada  Dane,  one  of  our  best  teachers,  has  had  charge 
of  No.  6  throughout  the  year. 

No.  7  had  Miss  Grace  Chapin  for  two  terms  as  u  pupil 
teacher  "  and  good  work  was  done. 

The  spring  term  in  No.  8  commenced  by  Mrs.  Nellie 
Mason  was  completed  by  Miss  C.  Thayer.  Miss  Gibbs 
taught  this  school  the  fall  term. 

There  has  been  a  change  of  physiologies  and  readers. 
Many  supplementary  works  and  a  new  chart  have  also  been 
purchased. 

With  the  exception  of  sheathing  the  ceiling  of  No.  3,  the 
repairs  to  buildings  have  been  slight. 

We  record  gladly  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  or 
serious  illness  among  the  pupils.  There  has  been  one  death 
that  of  Charlie  Lamson.

From  the  foregoing  account  it  will  be  seen  that  201  pupils 
have  been  instructed  in  our  schools  at  an  expense  of 
82,797.19,  including  all  proper  changes.  Schools  have  been 
264  weeks  in  session,  making  an  average  cost  per  scholar  of 
$13,91.     Last  }*ear  the  cost  was  about   812.61  and  the  yea  i 
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before  not  quite  812.48.  The  average  cost  is  much  increased 
by  the  small  schools  ;  No.  3,  with  40  scholars,  cost  8358. 50 
for  35  weeks  ;  No.  4.  with  7  scholars,  cost  8114.70  for  27 
weeks  ;  No.  5,  with  14  scholars,  cost  880.00  for  12  weeks, 
and  transportation  the  balance  of  the  year  cost  883.00.  The 
Grammar  (No.  1)  has  cost  8443.45,  and  has  had  33  scholars 
in  all.  The  Union  school  has  had  24  weeks  with  16  pupils 
at  a  cost  of  8164.25.  Five  children  have  attended  this 
school  from  Hardwick.  No.  6  with  26  scholars  has  cost 
8294.10  for  35  weeks  and  No.  7  with  7  scholars  has  cost 
894.50  for  26  weeks.  The  Intermediate  and  Primary  (No. 
2)  have  had  31  and  39  scholars  respectively  and  have  been 
among  the  least  expensive  of  our  schools.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  town  of  Enfield. 
Greeting: — 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  required  to  notify  and  wacn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Enfield,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town 
Hall,  in  said  Enfield,  on  Monday,  the  nineteenth  day  of 
March,  next,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to 
act  on  the  following  articles,  viz  : 

Article  1.   To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing ;  also  to  vote  on  the  question  of  granting  license  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town,  vote  "yes"  or 
"no,"  all  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting 
Street  will  fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defrajr  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
to  appropriate  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  for  1893-'94  has  been 
Miss  Marion  A.  Smith;  Mr.  William  B.  Kimball,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer.  These  officers,  with  Mrs.  George  C.  Ewing, 
have  constituted  the  Visiting  Committee.  The  secretary  was 
chosen  to  sign  t  ie  certificates  of  those  desiring  to  work  in  the 
mills,  and  the  usual  truant  officers  appointed. 

The  number  of  children  in  Enfield  May  1st,  1893,  between 
5  and  15  was  183.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  our  schools 
during  the  year  has  been  231.  Girls,  104.  Boys,  127.  There 
have  been  21  of  14  years  old  and  over,  135  between  8  and  14, 
64  between  5  and  7,  11  under  5. 

From  other  towns  we  have  had  :  3  from  Greenwich  in  the 
Grammar  school;  1  from  Ware  in  the  Intermediate;  1  from 
Greenwich  in  No.  3;  6  from  Ware  in  No.  5;  2  from  Pelham  in 
No.  6;  2  from  Ludlow  in  No.  7. 

Eight  schools  have  been  maintained  during  the  year.  The 
pupils  from  District  No.  8  were  transported  during  the 
spring  term  to  Ware  and  the  fall  term  to  No.  5,  as  this  could 
be  done  at  less  expense  than  to  employ  a  teacher  in  that  dis- 
trict. 

The  small  schools  were  in  session  more  weeks  than  re- 
quired by  law.  It  was  arranged  that  the  large  schools  should 
have  35  weeks.  The  recent  epidemic  of  measles,  however, 
necessitated  closing  three  schools  before  the  term  was  out, 
and  seriously  interfered  with  the  regular  work  in  all  the 
schools.  While  this  was  greatly  regretted  by  us,  yet  we  were 
thankful  that  it  was  not  a  malignant  disease.  We  gladly 
record  that  there  has  been  no  death  among  our  pupils  this 
year. 

It  was  vety  gratifying  to  the  committee  that  Miss  Mecuin, 
the  efficient  teacher  of  the  Grammar  School  during  part  of 
last  year,  finally  consented  to  return  to  us.  We  hope  she 
may  be  persuaded  to  retain  the  position  another  year,  as  she 
has  thoroughly  won  the  esteem  and  regard  of  her  pupils. 
The  school  is  now  one  in  which  the  town  can  take  a  just 
pride.  In  June  diplomas  signifying  the  completion  of  the 
Grammar  course  were  conferred  upon  Mortimer  H.  Cabot, 
Samuel  Crowell,  George  E.  Handy,  John  R.  Lannon,  Robert 
G.  Richards,  Milo  Stone,  Wilfred  Walker. 
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Miss  Munsell,  whose  fine  reputation  as  an  earnest  and 
faithful  teacher  is  well  known,  has  had  charge  of  the  Inter- 
mediate School  throughout  the  year.  Excellent  work  has 
been  done  in  this  school  and  much  progress  made  by  the  pu- 
pils. 

No.  2  has  been  fortunate  in  having  the  same  successful 
teacher  as  last  year,  Miss  Taylor. 

No.  3  had  during  the  spring  term  the  same  teacher  as  the 
previous  year,  Miss  W.  M.  Blanchard.  She  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  Alice  Adams,  a  pupil  of  the  Westfield  Normal  School. 

No.  4  has  been,  although  a  small  school,  a  very  successful 
one,  under  the  experienced  charge  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  C.  Davis. 
— No.  5  was  taught  by  Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer.  She  has  made 
an  excellent  record  for  herself  as  a  conscientious  and  faithful 
teacher. 

Miss  Ada  Dane,  whose  fine  work  is  always  eminently  satis- 
factory to  the  Committee,  has  been  in  charge  of  No.  6  the 
entire  year. 

Miss  Chapin,  as  "pupil  teacher,"  has,  as  usual,  done  good 
work  in  No.  7. 

Few  repairs  to  the  school  buildings  have  been  required  an  1 
there  has  been  little  change  in  text  books,  A  fine  chart  has 
been  placed  in  the  Intermediate  School. 

It  is  becoming  a  problem  what  to  do  with  the  increasing 
number  of  pupils.  Another  school  room  will  soon  be  a  neces- 
sity. 

Those  pupils  who  have  been  neither  absent  nor  tardy  are 
comparatively  few,  owing  to  the  facts  stated.  Possibly  it 
may  be  as  well  not  to  mention  any  names  this  year,  but  to  say 
that  a  spirit  of  promptness  and  attention  seems  to  possess 
many  of  our  school  children. 

The  average  attendance  during  most  of  the  year  has  been 
very  satisfactory.

It  appears  from  the  account  rendered  that  231  pupils  have 
been  instructed,  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  in  our  schools,  at 
an  expense  of  $2,792.53,  including  all  proper  charges.  The 
amount  expended  last  year  was  $2,797.19.  Schools  have  been 
in  session  250  2-5  weeks.  The  average  cost  per  pupil  is 
$12.09,  against  a  cost  of  $13.91  last  year,  and  a  lower  average 
than  for  several  years. 

Children  from  other  towns  have  been  irregular  in  attend- 
ance, (outside  of  the  Grammar  School) and  no  account  has  been 
made  of  money  due  from  the  several  towns.  It  will  be  no- 
ticed that  some  of  our  children  attended  school  in  Ware  during 
the  spring  term,  at  quite  a  cost  for  transportation.  Ware  has 
no  claim  against  Enfield  now  on  school  account.  Your  com- 
mittee believe  that  the  appropriations  for  the  year  1893-'4 
should  be  continued  for  the  year  to  come.

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Enfield,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the 
Town  Hall,  in  said  Enfield,  on  Monday,  the  eighteenth  day 
of  March,  inst.,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  viz. : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing  ;  also  to  vote  on  the  question  of  granting  license  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town.  Vote  "  Yes  "  or  "No," 
all  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting 
Street  Will  Fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways 
and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.    To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on  tax- 
es, paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.— To  raise   such   sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the   ensuing   year  and   to 
appropriate  the  same. 
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Art.  10. — To  see   if  the   Treasurer  be  authorized,   with  the 
approval  of  the   Selectmen,   to   hire   money   in   anticipation   of 
taxes    of  the   ensuing  year,   and   to   issue  notes   of  the   town 
therefor,  and   the  debts   incurred   under  the    authority   of   this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  tax. 

Art.  11. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  appropriating  the  Dog  tax  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Enfield  Library  Association. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  collect- 
ion of  taxes. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  five  hundred  dollars 
Or  any  part  of  the  same  for  building  concrete  side  walks  and 
repairing  the  same  or  others  already  laid. 

Art.  14. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  the  matter 
of  an  appropriation  to  the  Grand  Army  Post  of  Enfield  to  defray 
the  expense  in  part  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  bequest  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Sarah  II.  Blodgett,   and  accept  the  terms  of  the  same. 

Art.  16. — To  see  if  the  town  will  ratify  the  award  made  by  the 
referees  on  the  cost  of  building  wall  and  taking  land  near  the 
center  bridge  and  instruct  the  road  commissioners  to  pay  D.  B. 
Gillett  for  the  same  from  the  town  treasury. 

Art.  17. — On  petition  of  John  L.  Davis  and  sixteen  others, 
to  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  making  the 
town  road  leading  from  the  house  of  A.  T.  Tuttle,  east  10  1-2 
deg.  south  of  the  house  of  John  L.  Davis,  (as  laid  out  by  the 
Selectmen  March  30th,  1846,  and  accepted  by  the  town  April 
3rd,  1846)  an  open  town  way  and  free  from  the  restrictions  of 
Gates  and  Bars. 

Art.  18. — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  road  commis- 
sioners to  remove  snow  from  concrete  sidewalks,  when  in  their 
judgment  the  same  is  necessary,  and  to  sand  the  same  when  icy 
and  unsafe. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  up 
attested  copies  thereof,  at  each  Of  the  public  meeting  houses  in 
said  town,  seven  days  at  least  before  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  return  of  this  warrant  with  your 
doings  thereon  to  the  town  clerk,  on  or  before  the  time  of  hold- 
ing said  meeting.

Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield : 

The  school  board  for  1894  and  '95  organized  with  Miss 
Smith  chairman,  Mr.  William  B.  Kimball,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  These  officers  with  Mrs.  George  C.  Ewing  were 
the  visiting  committee.  The  usual  truant  officers  were 
appointed.  The  secretary  was  chosen  to  sign  the  certifi- 
cates of  those  desiring  employment  in  the  mills. 

In  December,  Mr.  Kimball,  whu  has  for  many  years  served 
as  school  committee  thought  best,  owing  to  frequent  absence 
from  town,  to  resign  from  the  board.  Mr.  Henry  E.  Brown, 
a  former  member  of  the  committee  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield  May  1, 
1894,  was  176.  There  have  been  212  pupils  in  the  schools 
during  the  year,  106  boys,  106  girls ;  30  fourteen  and  over, 
119  between  eight  and  fourteen,  58  between  five  and  seven, 
5  under  five  years  of  age. 

Eight  schools  have  been  maintained.  No.  1,  No.  2,  No.  3, 
and  Intermediate  have  had  34  weeks.  No.  6,  33  weeks,  No. 
5,  31  weeks,  Nos.  4  and  7,  27  weeks.  All  the  teachers  have 
done  faithful,  earnest  work,  and  the  result  of  their  labors 
has  given  satisfaction  to  both  committee  and  parents. 

There  has  been  no  deaths  and  no  serious  illness  among  the 

17  3 
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pupils  during  the  year,  yet  the  registers  show  many  absent 
marks.  Will  not  the  parents  endeavor  to  co-operate  with 
the  committee  in  securing  greater  regularity  in  attendance, 
by  keeping  the  children  at  home  only  in  case  of  illness,  and 
by  impressing  upon  them  the  necessity  of  daily  attendance? 

The  grammar  school  was  taught  during  the  spring  term 
by  Miss  Mary  A.  Mecum,  the  efficient  teacher  of  the  pre- 
vious five  terms.  In  June  diplomas  signifying  the  comple- 
tion of  the  grammar  course  and  ability  to  enter  any  high 
school  were  presented  to  Seth  Herbert  Barlow,  Belle  Red- 
way  Flint,  Sarah  Matilda  Garvin,  Mary  Garvin,  Edward 
Myron  Gibbs,  Mary  Annie  Hendrick,  Mary  Rhoda  John- 
son, Alice  Maria  Martindale,  Mabelle  Canfield  Tuggey, 
Martha  Grace  Thayer,  Ethel  Mercy  Webber. 

That  a  graduate  could  enter  an  advanced  class  in  the  Boston 
Latin  school  is  a  good  criterion  of  the  quality  of  the  instruc- 
tion given  for  the  last  few  years.  It  being  impossible  to 
retain  the  services  of  Miss  Mecum,  Miss  Carolyn  Belle  Lee, 
a  graduate  of  the  Westfield  Normal  school  was  engaged  for 
the  year.  She  has  proved  herself  to  be  an  able  and  worthy 
successor  of  Miss  Mecum. 

During  the  spring  term  No.  2  had  the  same  teacher  as  for 
the  previous  year  and  a  half,  Miss  Nellie  Taylor.  To  the 
regret  of  all  the  state  of  her  health  did  not  allow  her  to  take 
the  school  again.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Alice  Howard,  a  former  teacher  of  No.  5,  and 
the  work  of  the  school  has  been  carried  on  successfully. 

Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer  has  taught  No.  3  throughout  the 
year.  In  September  a  class  was  sent  to  the  intermediate 
school,  yet  there  have  been  nearly  forty  pupils.  It  has  been 
a  model  school  in  respect  to  quietness  and  order,  especially 
when  it  is  remembered  that  there  are  no  scholars  over  ten 
years  old<  Small,  single  desks  were  put  in  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation.  They  add  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  little 
ones  and  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  room.     With  this  excep- 
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tion  there  have  been  no  repairs  of  importance  to  any  of  the 
School  buildings. 

The  Intermediate  school  has  been  exceedingly  fortunate 
in  having  the  entire  year  the  services  of  Miss  Anna  O.  Mun- 
sell.  The  interest  of  the  pupils  in  their  studies  and  their 
satisfactory  progress  is  the  best  possible  commentary  on  the 
excellence  of  her  teaching.  There  are  three  grades  in  this 
school  and  forty  scholars. 

"It  goes  without  saying,''  that  in  a  school  taught  by  Mrs. 
Rebecca  C.  Davis,  the  pupils  will  be  enthusiastic  and  make 
rapid  progress  in  their  studies.  Such  has  been  the  case  in 
No.  4  during  the  year. 

Miss  Ada  Dane,  who  in  former  years  has  won  for  herself  a 
record  as  a  capable,  earnest  teacher  has  taught  No.  5 
through  the  year. 

No.  6  has  been  a  large  school  this  year,  having  twenty-one 
boys  and  nine  girls  as  scholars.  It  has  been  under  the  effi- 
cient care  of  Miss  Flora  H.  Crafts. 

It  seemed  best  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  the 
pupils  from  No.  7,  as  they  were  so  few  in  number,  should  be 
transported  to  the  center  schools.  As  no  one  could  be  found 
to  undertake  the  transportation,  although  good  pay  was 
offered,  we  were  obliged  to  hold  a  school  for  the  time  re- 
quired by  law.  Miss  Chapin,  the  former  teacher,  had  the 
school  during  the  spring.  Miss  Rachael  Kennedy  taught 
part  of  the  fall  term  with  good  results.  Illness  compelled 
her  to  resign.  Miss  Mary  Hendrick  successfully  finished 
the  term. 

The  committee  endeavor  to  keep  themselves  thoroughly 
informed  regarding  the  best  text-books  and  to  use  only 
those  which  have  met  with  general  approval.  Several  advan- 
tageous changes  have  been  made  during  the  year.

Also  to  vote  on  the  question  of  granting 
license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town. 
Vote  "Yes"  or  "  No,"  all  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the 
Whiting  Street  Will  Fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the 
highways  and  bridges  for  the    ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jury- 
men selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes,  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much.

Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the   Citizens  of  Enfield : 

The  school  board  for  1895  and  '96  organized  with  Miss 
Marion  A.  Smith  as  chairman,  Mr.  Henry  E.  Brown,  secre- 
tary. These  officers  with  Mrs.  Charles  Richards  were  the 
visiting  committee.  The  secretary  was  chosen  to  sign  the 
certificates  of  those  desiring  to  work  in  the  mills,  and  the 
usual  truant  officers  were  appointed. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield  May  1, 
1895,  was  163.  There  have  been  215  pupils  in  the  schools 
during  the  year,  119  boys,  96  girls,  44  fourteen  and  over? 
103  between  eight  and  fourteen,  68  between  five  and  seven, 
none  under  five  years  of  age.  There  have  been  seven 
scholars  from  Greenwich  and  five  from  Ware. 

Seven  schools  have  been  maintained.  The  pupils  from 
district  No.  7  have  been  transported  to  the  Intermediate  and 
No.  2.  While  this  has  been  expensive,  it  has  been  less  so 
than  keeping  the  school  and  has  been  much  better  for  the 
scholars  in  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  which  comes  from 
larger  numbers. 

Four  schools  have  been  in  session  36  weeks,  one  28,  and 
two  34  weeks.  The  registers  show  many  absent  marks  ow- 
ing to  severe  colds,  but  there  has  been  no  epidemic  or  dan- 
gerous illness  among  the  pupils.  Several  scholars  have  not 
been  absent  or  tardy  during  the  year,  and  a  larger  number 
have  a  perfect  record  for  two  terms, 
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On  June  12,  Elden  Fillmore,  a  bright  little  fellow,  whose 
last  act  in  school  was  to  rehearse  a  recitation  for  the  follow- 
ing day,  was  drowned.  This  accident  rendered  the  closing 
da}*  one  of  sadness  and  gloom.  The  entire  community  felt 
deepest  sympathy  with  the  bereaved  parents. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  Grammar  School  were  held 
in  the  Town  Hall  on  June  14,  when  excellent  papers  were 
read  by  the  graduating  class,  and  diplomas  showing  the  com- 
pletion of  the  grammar  course,  and  fitness  to  enter  any  high 
school  were  presented  to  Alice  Rozilla  Barlow,  Addie  Ber- 
nice  Clifford,  Grace  Maud  Dane,  Grace  Helen  Hanks,  Annie 
Taylor  Harwood.  Mabelle  Fredreika  Lindner,  Mary  Mar- 
gretta  Rohan,  Rufus  Seymour  Chaffee,  Charles  Henry  Smith, 
Harry  Alfred  Powers. 

It  would  be  very  gratifying  to  the  Committee  and  teach" 
ers  if  the  schools  were  more  frequently  visited  during  term 
time  by  parents  and  friends,  as  any  suggestions  they  wished 
to  make  could  then  be  acted  upon.  It  would  also  be  a  much 
better  test  of  the  actual  work,  than  to  defer  the  visit  to  the 
closing  day  when  through  excitement,  or  embarassment  the 
scholar  often  fails  to  show  what  good  work  he  has  really 
done. 

The  town  is  to  be  heartily  congratulated  upon  the  corps 
of  fine  teachers  who  have  been  in  charge  of  the  schools 
throughout  the  year.  Each  has  done  superior  work  in  her 
own  school,  and  it  is  difficult  to  select  points  for  especial 
praise.  If  possible,  the  services  of  all  will  be  retained 
another  year. 

The  Grammar  School  has  been  taught  during  the  year  by 
Miss  Carolyn  B.  Lee.  The  through  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
jects of  study  and  the  high  marks  attained  in  the  written  ex~ 
animations  are  the  best  commentary  on  her  faithful  and 
painstaking  efforts. 

No.  2  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Alice  M.  Howard.  She 
has  carefully  studied  the  various  temperaments  of  her  pupils 
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and  given  many  hours  of  faithful,  earnest  work  for  their 
progress  and  advancement. 

No.  3  has  had  the  same  efficient  and  capable  teacher  as 
last  year,  Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer.  With  its  nearly  40  bright 
little  pupils  all  of  the  primary  grade  this  has  been  a  very 
attractive  school. 

Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell's  excellent  work  as  a  teacher  is 
well  known  in  Enfield.  In  the  Intermediate  School  during 
the  year,  she  has  fully  sustained  her  fine  reputation  as  a 
succesful  teacher. 

No.  4  has  this  year  been  a  larger  school  than  for  sometime. 
When  we  say  that  ic  has  been  taught  by  Miss  Rebecca  C 
Davis  it  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the  pupils  will  be  thor- 
oughly wide  awake  and  interested  in  their  studies,  and  will 
make  all  possible  progress. 

Miss  Mary  Alice  Richards,  a  graduate  of  the  "Westfield 
Normal  School,"  has  done  faithful  and  thorough  work  in  No. 
5  during  the  year.  It  has  been  a  small  school  in  numbers 
but  the  scholars  have  been  enthusiastic  and  have  gained 
much  useful  knowledge. 

No.  6  has  been  taught  with  earnestness  and  efficiency  by 
Miss  Flora  H.  Crafts,  the  excellent  teacher  of  last  year  and 
the  success  of  her  labors  has  been  gratifying. 

Only  minor  repairs  to  school  buildings  have  been  requir- 
ed during  the  year.  The  Committee  would  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  town  to  the  need  of  a  larger,  better  ventilated 
and  better  lighted  school  building,  for  the  large  and  pros- 
perous Intermediate  School. 

The  increasing  number  of  children  in  town  who  are 
obliged  to  wear  glasses,  leads  us  to  question  whether  any 
defect  in  the  lighting  of  our  school  buildings,  is  responsible 
for  this  unfortunate  circumstance. 

Careful  examination  of  new  text  books  and  school  pub- 
lications is  made,  and  changes  introduced  when  the  best 
interests  of  the  pupils  demand  them.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to 
meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Enfield  on  Monday,  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  inst.,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 
viz. : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing-.  Also  to  vote  on  the  question  of  granting  license  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  towTn.  Vote  "-Yes"  or 
"No"  all  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting 
Street  Will  Fund  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways 
and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will,  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes,  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
to  appropriate  the  same.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: — 

The  School  Board  for  1896  and  '97  organized  with 
Miss  Marion  A.  Smith  as  chairman,  Henry  E.  Brown 
secretary.  These  officers,  with  Mrs.  Charles  Richards, 
were  the  visiting  committee.  The  secretary  was  chosen 
to  sign  the  certificates  of  those  desiring  to  work  in  the 
mills,  and  the  usual  truant  officers  were  appointed. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  in  Enfield 
May  1,  1896.  was  170.  There  have  been  216  pupils 
in  the  schools  during  the  year,  121  boys,  95  girls,  32 
fourteen  and  over,  117  between  eight  and  fourteen,  61 
between  five  and  seven,  6  under  five ;  six  scholars 
from  Greenwich,  two   from  Ware. 

It  being  more  convenient  that  the  Intermediate 
school  should  be  designated  by  number,  and  that  name 
abandoned,  the  following  order  has  been  adopted: 
Grammar,  No.  1  ;  Intermediate,  No.  2 ;  Upper  Village, 
No.  3;  Center  Primary,  No.  4;  no  change  in  No.  5; 
Mrs.  Davis,  No.  6  ;  the  Chaffee  district,  No.  7. 

Seven  schools  have  been  in  session,  four  for  thirty- 
fi\/e  weeks  each,  three  for  thirty  weeks  each.  Although 
a  large  bill  has  been  paid  for  transportation,  this  ar- 
rangement has  proved  more  satisfactory  than  maintain- 
ing another  school. 

The  average  attendance  of  pupils  for  the  year  has 
been  excellent,  many  being  neither  absent  nor  tardy, 
and  a  large  number  having  a  perfect  record  for  one 
term.  Several  who  have  not  been  absent  have  had 
tardy  marks,  thus  marring  an  otherwise  good  record. 
Can  this  not  be  avoided  another  year?  There  has  been 
no  death,  and  no  serious  illness  among  the  pupils.

There  have  been  few  repairs  of  importance  to  school 
buildings  except  the  re-shingling  of  No.  6.  The  pur- 
chase of  kindergarten  tables  for  No.  3  and  No.  4  has 
been  an  advantage  to  both  teachers  and  pupils  in  these 
large  primary  schools. 

Faithful,  conscientious  work  has  been  done  in  all  the 
schools  throughout  the  year,  the  teachers  being  very 
capable  and  efficient.  The  Committee  have  carefully 
studied  new  methods,  and  selected  the  best  text-books, 
thus  rendering  our  schools  equal  to  any  of  similar 
grade  in  the  state. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  Grammar  school 
were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  evening  of  June  18. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  of  the  friends  of  the  pu- 
pils. Papers  and  recitations  were  given  by  members 
of  the  graduating  class  in  a  manner  to  indicate  that  the 
students  had  been  true  to  their  motto,  "Diligence  is  the 
Mistress  of  Success."  Diplomas  showing  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Grammar  course  and  preparation  for  en- 
trance to  any  High  School  were  presented  to  Mabel 
O.  Felton,  Marion  R.  Powers,  Hattie  J.  Chapin,  Nellie 
J.  Rohan,  Agnes  Vennard,  Charles  W.  Cabot,  George 
O.  Chickering,  Fred  K.  Davis,  Walter  C.  Mudgett. 

The  school  has  been  taught  through  the  year  by 
Miss  Carolyn  B.  Lee.  She  has  fully  maintained  her 
former  excellent  record  as  a  teacher.  The  standard  of 
scholarship  is  higher  than  ever  before,  the  pupils  all 
doing  earnest,  thorough  work.  It  does  not  seem  to 
be  generally  understood  that  two  years  of  study  in  this 
school  completes  the  course  of  the  Grammar  grade, 
when  a  diploma  is  given.  The  remaining  two  years' 
work  is  of  the  grade  used  in  the  best  High  schools. 
The  course  of  study  for  the  four  years  is  as  follows : 

Grammar  grade,  B  Class :  Arithmetic  from  Per- 
centage to  Ratio  and  Proportion,  Geography  to  Asia, 
Part  I  of  Southworth  &  Goddard's  Language  book, 
Analysis  of  Simple,  Compound  and  Complex  sentences, 
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Composition    writing,    parts    of   Hiawatha   and    Snow 
Bound  learned,  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling. 

Grammar  grade,  A  Class  :  Finish  and  review  Arith- 
metic, finish  and  review  Geography,  Part  II  South- 
worth  &  Goddard's  Language  book,  Composition  writ- 
ing, learn  "Fable,"  "Rhodora,"  "Nature,"  by  Emerson, 
History  of  the  United  States,  Reading,  Writing  and 
Spelling. 

High  School  Department,  B  Class :  Commercial 
Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Commercial  Geography,  Civil 
Government,  Latin  begun,  stories  read,  lessons  in  Eng- 
lish and  Rhetoric. 

A  Class,  High:  Higher  Algebra  or  Geometry, 
General  History,  Caesar,  Chemistry,  History  of  Eng- 
lish Literature  (Carver),  Shakespeare's  plays,  Alham- 
bra,  Silas  Marner,  lives  of  Authors;  Poems,  Thana- 
topsis  (Bryant)  ;  Each  and  All,  (Emerson)  ;  Vision  of 
Sir  Launfal  (Lowell)  ;  selections  from  Longfellow. 

General  Studies:      Botany,  Physiology,  Drawing. 

No.  2  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  retaining  the  su- 
perior services  of  Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell.  The  pro- 
gress of  her  pupils  is  a  satisfactory  commentary  upon 
the  quality  of  her  instruction.  If  the  citizens  would 
visit  her  crowded  and  inconvenient  school  room  a  vote 
would  immediately  be  taken  that  this  excellent  school 
should  have  better  accommodations. 

No.  3  has  been  fortunate  in  having  for  a  third  year 
Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer  as  teacher.  This  is  a  large  and 
interesting  school,  the  pupils  being  enthusiastic  in  all 
their  work. 

No.  4  has  been  taught  since  1894  by  Miss  Alice  M. 
Howard.  She  is  greatly  beloved  by  her  pupils  and  her 
school  attracts  many  visitors,  who  are  well  repaid  for 
the  time  spent. 

No.  5  was  during  the  spring  term  in  charge  of  Miss 
Mary  Alice  Richards,  the  excellent  teacher  of  last  year. 
Since  September  it   has  been  taught  with   ability  and 
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success  by  Miss  Bertha  H.  Gates,  a  graduate  of  the 
Westfield  normal  school. 

No.  6  has  had  more  pupils  than  for  some  time  past. 
It  has  been  taught  by  Mrs.  Rebecca  C.  Davis,  the  experi- 
enced and  eminently  successful  teacher  of  previous  years. 

Miss  Flora  H.  Crafts,  the  efficient  teacher  of  No.  7 
last  year,  continued  her  services  during  the  spring  term. 
Being  unable  to  retain  her  longer,  Miss  Lena  G.  Pal- 
mer taught  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Her  scholars 
seemed  to  thoroughly  understand  the  subjects  studied.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town 
Hall,  in  said  Enfield  on  Monday,  the  twenty-first  day  of  March  inst.,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles,  viz. : 

Art.  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Officers  of  the  town  and  act 
thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 
Also  to  vote  on  the  question  of  granting  license  for  the  sale  of  intox- 
icating liquors  in  this  town.     Vote  41Yes"  or  "No"  all  on  one  ballot. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting  Street 
Will  Fund,  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  highways  and 
bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen  selected 
by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on  taxes, 
paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  appropri- 
ate the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  therefor  and  the  debts  incurred 
under  the  authority  of  this  vote  to  be  paid  from  said  tax. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  appropriating 
the  Dog  tax,  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library  Asso- 
ciation of  Enfield. 


Art.  12.    To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  collection   of 

taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of  money  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of  Enfield,  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  1-4.  To  sec  if  the  town  will  discontinue  the  road  leading  from 
the  main  road,  from  Enfield  to  Packardville,  past  the  buildings  of  D. 
L.  M.  Montgomery  to  Pelham  line. 

Art.  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to  en- 
larging Woodlawn  cemetery. 

Art.  16.  By  petition  of  Geo.  H.  Hubbard  and  eight  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  build  a  band  stand,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Art.  17.  By  petition  of  Henry  Woods  and  eleven  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  extend  the  sidewalk  from  Isaac  Bestors  towards  Wood- 
lawn  cemetery,  either  concrete  or  gravel,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Enfield: 

The  number  of  pupils  in  our  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
was  197.  The  number  enrolled  during  the  year  is  235.  Our  school 
year  just  closing  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  No  contagious  diseases 
have  come  among  us  to  thin  our  ranks.  Two  little  girls  have  been 
called  to  the  heavenly  home,  viz.,  May  Kennedy  and  Annie  Sargent; 
they  are  missed  in  the  schoolroom  as  well  as  the  homes. 

We  feel  that  much  good  work  has  been  done  in  our  schools  during 
the  year.  The  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  to  incite  the  pupils  to  a 
love  of  learning,  and  have  insisted  upon  a  thorough  understanding  of 
the  subjects  taught,  so  far  as  possible.  Of  course  there  is  a  difference 
in  children,  where  some  learn  easily  others  will  gain  a  knowledge  of 
the  principles  taught  only  after  patient  labor  on  the  part  of  both  teacher 
and  pupil. 

We  do  not  believe  in  cramming  the  minds  of  the  children,  but  edu- 
cate the  talents  God  has  given  them.  We  cannot  have  good  schools 
without  discipline.  According  to  Webster,  discipline  means  "education ; 
instruction;  cultivation  and  improvement;  correct  sentiments,  morals 
and  manners,  and  due  subordination  to  authority." 

Edward  Everett  Hale  says — "Education  is  exercising  the  powers  of 

the  boy  and  girl,  and  training  them   so  that  they  shall  become,   he   a 
first-rate  man,  and  she  a  first  rate  woman." 

We  thank  the  parents  and  friends  for  the  interest  taken  in  the 
schools,  but  we  wish  it  increased  a  thousand  fold.  The  question  of  the 
hour,  discussed  so  much  in  our  educational  journals,  is  "the  cooperation 
of  the  school  and  the  home."  The  schools  cannot  do  the  work  alone, 
neither  can  the  home,  but  the  two  working  together  to  impart  knowl- 
edge and  build  up  the  characters  of  the  children,  will  wield  a  mighty 
influence  for  good. 
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Our  schoolrooms,  with  one  exception,  are  in  fair  condition.  The 
exception,  (No.  2)  is  very  bad;  the  room  is  damp  and  subjects  the  chil 
dren  to  severe  colds;  want  of  sufficient  light  is  an  injury  to  the  eyes. 
The  ventilation  is  poor,  in  fact,  it  isn't  what  it  ought  to  be  in  any  of  the 
rooms..  As  near  as  we  can  ascertain,  the  building  referred  to  was 
erected  in  1821,  and  has  served  well  its  day  and  generation,  and  ought 
to  be  given  its  time.  The  citizens  of  the  town  have  been  very  generous 
in  voting  money  for  educational  purposes  in  the  past,  and  we  hope  this 
generous  spirit  will  continue,  so  that  we  shall  soon  be  in  possession  of  a 
new  school  building  that  will  better  accommodate  the  inci  easing 
number  of  children  in  our  community. 
fjtf^,  (fl^^sufe  as^^ommunity  we  do  not  wish  to  be  satisfied  with  any- 
thing/less than  the  best.  While  our  teachers  are  doing  good  work  now, 
they  could  do  far  better  if  we  were  able  to  reduce  the  number  of  grades 
in  each  room ;  this  we  cannot  do  until  you  give  us  a  new  school 
building.  We  have  a  certain  pride  in  our  town;  we  do  not  wish  our 
neighbors  to  outstrip  us  in  the  educational  race.  We  hope  before  many 
years  that  this  town  of  Enfield  will  have  a  full  fledged  High  School. 
Please  ponder  well  our  needs,  and  pave  the  way  for  some  educational 
advantages  that  will  far  outstrip  those  of  the  present  time.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Eqfield  Public   Icib^qi^y. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Enfield: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Enfield  Library  Association  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  of  their  action  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  Library  was  started  Nov.  26,  1881,  by  contributions  amounting 
to  about  eight  hundred  dollars,  from  citizens  of  the  town.  It  has  a 
fund  of  two  thousand  dollars  left  by  the  will  of  Miss  Betsey  Fobes,  and 
one  thousand  dollars  given  by  vote  of  the  town  from 'the  Blair  Fund; 
and  the  town  appropriates  the  Dog  Tax  to  its  use.  It  is  entirely  free  to 
all  citizens  of  the  town.  Membership  in  the  association,  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  annually,  enlitles  a  person  to  a  vote  in  the  choice 
of  directors.  The  town  provides  a  room  for  its  accommodation  in  the 
Town  Hall,  and  it  contains  about  3,000  volumes,  of  which  from  100  to 
125  a  week  are  in  circulation.  It  has  a  card  catalogue  and  a  printed 
catalogue,  issued  in  1892,  and  lists  of  accessions  are  now  and  then  pub- 
lished. It  is  open  from  2  to  8.30  Saturday  afternoon;  and  the  cost  of 
administration  is  a^out  forty  dollars  per  year.  The  chairman  of  the 
School  Committee  is  ex-onicio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors ; 
the  other  members  are  Geo.  C.  Ewing,  president;  Chas.  D.  Haskell,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer;  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Hubbard,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Smith,  Mrs. 
Charles  Richards,  Miss  Jane  Clark  and  Miss  Sarah  F.  Underwood.  The 
Librarian  is  Miss  Ada  Harwood. 

Besides  the  new  books  noted  below,  the  Association  has  had 
rebound  nearly  100  old  books,  and  have  duplicated  others  worn  out. 
The  following  monthly  magazines  are  subscribed  for:  "The  Strand," 
"The  Cosmopolitan,"  "Review  of  Reviews"  and  "McClures." 
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The  Board  of  Directors  desire  to  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  dona- 
tions of  new  books  and  periodicals  from  Mrs.  M.  S.  Howe,  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Smith,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Weyman,  Capt.  W.  B.  Kimball,  W.  H.  Kingman  and 
the  Quabin  Club — also  to  Mr.  S.  Henry  Stone  for  several  specimens  of 
birds,  supplementing  the  fine  collection  given  by  him.

Art.  4.  To  choose  almoners  of  the  income  of  the  Whiting 
Street  Will  Fund,  for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes   paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.    To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 


to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for   the   ensuing  year,    and 
to  appropriate  the  same.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield. 

The  school  year  of  1898-99  has  come  to  a  close 
and  we  gladly  submit  our  report  for  your  inspection. 
We  find  the  names  of  two  hundred  and  twelve  pupils 
enrolled  on  our  Registers  during  the  spring  term.  Dur- 
ing the  entire  year  there  have  been  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight.  Some  of  our  teachers  who  were  with  us 
in  the  spring  were  called  to  other  towns,  with  better 
opportunities  for  work  than  we  were  able  to  offer  them, 
and  one  has  been  ill  since  Thanksgiving ;  making  it 
necessary  to  secure  others  to  fill  their  places.  We  have 
also  secured  the  services  of  an  assistant  in  the  Grammar 
school  for  a  part  of  the  year.  There  are  not  as  many 
pupils  in  this  school  as  in  some  of  the  others,  but  the 
studies  are  of  such  a  nature  that  it  is  impossible  for 
one  teacher  to  do  the  required  work.  Our  teachers  as 
a  whole  have  proved  themselves  efficient  and  faithful. 
To  those  who  think  a  teacher's  work  ends  when  she 
leaves  the  schoolroom — let  us  assure  you  that  they  are 
often  busy  as  late  as  ten  or  eleven  o'clock  at  night  pre- 
paring work  for  their  numerous  classes,  and  their  Satur- 
days are  seldom  days  of  leisure. 

In  securing  the  services  of  a  music  teacher  we  be- 
lieve we  were  taking  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  We  are 
confident  that  those  who  have  visited  the  schools  have 
found  it  not  only  a  pleasing  feature  of  the  school  work, 
but  beneficial  also.  Ruskin  says  "All  one's  life  is  a 
music,  if  one  touches  the  notes  rightly  and  in  time." 
This  is  what  we  hope  to  have  the  children  learn. 
Let  us  say  here  that  the  musical  supplies  have  been  the 
chief  item  of  expense  in  the  past;  therefore  as  only  one 
set  of  books  will  be  required   for  the   older   pupils   we 
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can  hope  for  a  large  reduction  in   expenditures  in   this 
department  next  year. 

In  our  last  year's  report  we  urged  the  necessity  of  a 
new  school  building,  which  the  voters  of  the  town  very 
generously  granted  us,  and  that  is  indeed  a  factor  in  the 
line  of  progress.  The  building  is  unique,  throughly 
built  throughout,  and  the  rooms  are  sunny  and  pleas- 
ant. The  only  criticism  we  have  to  offer  is  that  it 
stopped  growing  too  soon.  One  story  more  would  have 
supplied  the  needs  of  the  town  for  a  long  time.  The 
Intermediate  school  room  is  so  damp,  especially  in  the 
early  spring,  that  we  are  anxious  to  see  the  teacher  and 
pupils  enjoying  the  new  room  as  soon  as  possible.  By 
their  united  efforts  they  have  purchased  three  pictures, 
a  dozen  books  and  a  bookcase,  which  they  wish  to  put 
in  place  as  soon  as  the  building  committee  will  allow. 
Mrs.  Crosby  presented  a  very  interesting  set  of  miner- 
als. To  fulfil  the  request  of  the  late  Mrs.  Martha 
Howe,  her  sister,  Miss  Underwood,  presented  the  Gram- 
mar school  with  a  fine  picture  of  the  poet  Longfellow, 
for  which  they  are  very  ^grateful.  It  will  be  a  source  of 
education  to  the  young  people  who  attend  that  school. 
We  cannot  have  too  many  good  pictures  in  our  school- 
rooms, or  our  homes.  The  Teachers'  Institute  was  a 
very  pleasant  and  instructive  feature  of  the  school  year. 
The  speakers  were  unusually  interesting.  The  attend- 
ance was  fairly  good  during  the  spring  and  autumn, 
but  the  winter  term  has  been  sadly  broken  into  by  the 
weather  and  la  grippe  combined.  Some  parents  have 
made  unusual  efforts  to  have  the  children  in  school 
every  day,  when  not  prevented  by  illness,  and  they  have 
learned  rapidly ;  while  others  who  are  excused  often  or 
lose  a  day  or  a  half  day,  now  and  then,  lose  more  than 
they  have  any  idea.  It  is  impossible  for  teachers  with 
from  thirty  to  forty-five  pupils  to  assist  very  much  in 
making  up  the  lost  lessons.  Unless  the  parents  are  will- 
ing to  assist  in  this  work,   the   children  go  stumbling 
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along  for  awhile  and  finally  drop  back  into  the  lower 
classes.  How  true  the  saying  "What  you  lose  today  you 
cannot  gain  tomorrow."  Each  lesson  involves  a  principle 
that  is  necessary  for  the  child  to  know  in  order  to  take  up 
the  next  understandingly,  This  is  true  more  especially 
in  mathematics,  but  to  quite  an  extent  in  all  studies. 
We  are  glad  to  see  so  many  names  ofvisitors  on  the 
registers.  Many  of  these  are  mothers.  Why  are  not  more 
of  the  fathers  interested  in  the  education  of  their  chil- 
dren? If  parents,  teachers  and  committee  cooperate  in 
this  work  a  grand  result  will  be  obtained.

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PUBLIG  LIBRARY  REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  : 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Enfield  Library 
Association  respectfully  presents  the  following  report 
for  the  year  just  closed. 

At  the  present  time  our  library  contains  between 
3500  and  4000  volumes,  all  of  which  have  been  select- 
ed with  great  care.  The  following  magazines  are  also 
received  each  month:  McClure's,  The  Strand,  The 
Cosmopolitan,  and  the  Review  ot  Reviews.  There  is 
further  in  our  library  room  a  fine  collection  of  native 
birds,  mounted  and  presented  to  the  library  some  years 
ago  by  our  townsman,  Mr.  Henry  Stone,  which  is  of  no 
little  value  to  all  who  are  interested  in  nature  study. 
Another  shelf  contains  a  collection  of  wood  specimens 
from  our  town. 

During  the  year  the  capacity  of  our  library  room 
has  been  augmented  by  the  addition  of  two  new  book- 
cases holding  about  four  hundred  volumes  each,  and 
there  is  room  for  one  or  two  more.  We  are,  however, 
continually  reminded  by  the  steady  growth  of  the  li- 
brary, that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  larger 
room  will  be  needed  for  its  accommodation.  And  we 
beg  to  suggest  that  this  need  presents  a  rare  oppor- 
tunity to  any  one  of  our  well  to-do  citizens  to  erect  a 
lasting  memorial  which  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
town,  in  the  form  of  a  Public  Library  Building. 

During  the  year,  the  library  has  been  open  to  the 
public  every  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening  as  in  the 
past.  And  during  the  hours  of  service  our  efficient  li- 
brarian, Miss  Ada  Harwood,  has  been  kept  busy  sup- 
plying the  demands  of  the  numerous  patrons.    The  fol- 
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lowing  figures  give  some  general  idea  of  the  use  made  of 
the  library  by  our  townspeople.  The  whole  number  of 
books  taken  during  the  year  has  been  7200.  Average 
per  week,  140.  Largest  number  in  one  week  210. 
Smallest  number  80.  When  we  remember  that  each 
book  taken  is  read  not  by  one  person  only,  but  often  by 
three  or  four  persons  in  the  household  the  figures  be- 
come more  than  doubly  significant. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  the  months  of 
January  and  February,  when  bad  weather  and  prevail- 
ing sickness  confined  many  to  their  homes,  the  library 
proved  itself  of  more  than  usual  value,  and  the  weekly 
output  of  books  was  larger  than  at  any  previous  time 
in  its  history. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  the  fol- 
lowing'officers  were  chosen  for  the  present  year: 
George  H.  Hubbard,  president;  Charles  D.  Haskell, 
secretary  and  treasurer;  Miss  Sarah  F.  Underwood, 
Mrs.  Henry  M.  Smith,  George  C.  Ewing,  Miss  Jane 
Clark  and  Mrs.  Charles  Richards  (ex-officio)  directors. 

During  the  winter  the  Association  undertook  the 
task  of  providing  a  course  of  high  grade  entertainments 
for  the  young  people  of  our  town.  Owing  to  ex- 
ceptionally adverse  circumstances  the  course  did  not 
receive  the  patronage  which  it  deserved.  We  wish 
it  distinctly  understood,  however,  that  no  part  of  the 
town  appropriation  has  been  used  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  the  entertainment  course.  All  town  funds 
are  devoted  strictly  to  the  uses  of  the  library  itself. 
And  we  ask  for  an  increased  appropriation  this  year 
in  order  that  the  growth  of  the  library  may  keep  pace 
with  the  growing  demands  of  our  readers.  Other 
towns  about  us  do  more  than  we  for  similar  institu- 
tions. Let  us  not  fall  behind  in  the  march  of  pro- 
gress

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : 

We  take  pleasure  in  gubmitting  to  you  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  work  and  management  of  our  town 
schools  for  the  year  1899-1900. 

The  year  opened  with  Miss  Annie  B.  Lapham  in 
charge  of  school  No.  1,  Miss  Anna  O.  Munsell  at  No.  2, 
Miss  Mary  E.  Kellogg  at  No.  3,  Miss  Bertha  Beecher 
at  No.  4,  Miss  Ada  L.  Harwood  at  No.  5,  Mrs.  Rebecca 
C.  Davis  at  No.  6,  Miss  Edith  L.  Watson  at  No.  7. 
During  the  spring  term  Miss  Munsell  transferred  her 
school  to  the  new  building,  but  the  others  remained  un- 
changed. The  work  done  by  most  of  our  teachers  was 
of  a  highly  satisfactory  order,  hence  it  was  with  genuine 
regret  that  with  the  close  of  the  term  we  found  four  of 
the  schools  left  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Lap- 
ham,  Miss  Munsell  and  Miss  Beecher,  and  the  stipula- 
tion of  Miss  Kellogg  that  she  should  not  be  asked  to 
continue. 

During  the  summer  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  opening  of  a  new  school  at  the  Center,  to  be  made 
up  of  two  grades,  one  to  be  taken  from  the  primary  and 
the  other  from  the  intermediate  school.  By  this  plan 
the  number  of  grades  in  each  of  the  schools  was  re- 
duced so  that  no  school  now  has  more  than  three  grades, 
except  the  school  at  Smith's,  in  which  the  four  grades 
were  continued  by  the  desire  of  the  parents. 

With  the  formation  of  the  new  school  it  was  decid- 
ed to  renumber  the  schools  as  follows:  No  1,  to  oc- 
cupy the  northeast  side  of  the  new  school  building  and 
to  consist  of  9th   grade  grammar  class  and  two  high 
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school  classes.  This  school  was  placed  in  charge  of 
Miss  Marion  F.  Maddocks,  a  graduate  of  the  South 
Framingham  Normal  school,  who  has  proved  herself 
eminently  qualified  for  the  position.  No.  2,  in  the  other 
side  of  the  new  school  building,  to  consist  of  the  6th, 
7th,  and  8th  grades.  For  this  school  we  secured  the 
services  of  Miss  Ethel  Stacy  from  the  Westfield  Normal 
school,  and  her  work  has  amply  justified  the  recommend- 
ations which  were  given  by  her  teachers.  No.  3  took 
the  room  in  the  Town  Hail  formerly  occupied  by  the 
grammar  school  and  consists  of  grades  4  and  5,  in  charge 
of  Miss  Ada  L.  Harwood,  who  had  already  shown  her  ca- 
pacity for  the  position  by  her  excellent  work  in  district 
school  No.  5.  No.  4  retained  in  the  old  primary  room 
the  first  three  grades,  and  for  this  school  we  engaged 
Miss  Ida  May  Thrasher  of  the  South  Framingham  Nor- 
mal school.  Her  work  was  such  that  all  interested  felt 
sincere  regret  when  a  more  attractive  opening  induced 
her  to  send  in  her  resignation  at  Christmas.  We  feel, 
however,  that  we  have  secured  a  worthy  successor  in  the 
person  of  Miss  Kelley  of  Washington,  Mass.,  who  was 
a  classmate  of  Miss  Thrasher  at  the  Normal  school. 
Under  the  new  order  the  school  at  Smith's  becomes  No. 5, 
although  it  is  not  otherwise  changed.  At  the  opening 
of  the  fall  term -this  school  was  put  in  charge  of  Miss 
Edith  L.  Watson  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  who,  by  a  year  of 
faithful  and  superior  work  in  district  school  No.  7,  had 
richly  earned  her  promotion.  The  fall  work  opened 
very  auspiciously,  but  before  Thanksgiving  time  Miss 
Watson  was  seized  with  pneumonia  and  was  obliged  to 
give  up  the  position  and  return  to  her  home.  Miss 
Foster  of  the  Westfield  Normal  school  was  secured  as 
temporary  substitute  and  carried  on  the  work  most  ac- 
ceptably till  the  Christmas  vacation,  when  the  require- 
ments of  her  studies  called  her  back  to  class  work  at 
Westfield.     As  Miss  Watson  was  still  unable  to  return 
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your  committee  called  Miss  Partridge  of  Adams  to  the 
vacant  pobition,  and  she  has  taken  up  very  efficiently 
the  work  laid  down  by  her  predecessors.  Of  course  such 
frequent  changes  have  been  undesirable  ;  yet  we  are  glad 
to  say  that  the  work  in  this  school  has  suffered  much 
less  than  would  naturally  be  expected  from  the  circum- 
stances. There  has  been  continuity  in  the  spirit  and 
method  of  the  different  teachers,  so  that  the  work  of  the 
year  has  been  practically  uninterrupted.  School  No.  H 
in  the  South  district  was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Ethel 
Webber,  one  of  our  own  young  ladies  who  had  no  pre- 
vious experience  as  a  teacher.  Her  work  has  been  ex- 
cellent and  satisfactory.  No.  7,  under  our  veteran  in- 
structor, Mrs.  Rebecca  C.  Davis,  maintains  its  long  and 
honorable  record.  No.  8,  in  the  West  district,  has  bee 
under  the  care  of  Miss  Flora  L.  Hinman  of  Ohio,  a  grad- 
uate of  Westfield,  who  has  done  faithful  work. 

For  all  our  schools  we  have  sought  to  secure  teach- 
ers who  should  represent  not  only  a  suitable  degree  of 
scholarship  for  the  work  required,  but  also  a  high  tone 
of  personal  character  and  refinement,  which  is  no  less 
essential  in  the  education  of  youth  than  mere  instruction. 
And  we  believe  that  our  present  staff  of  teachers  will  take 
high  rank  in  both  these  particulars  among  the  teachers 
of  the  state. 

The  advantages  embodied  in  the  new  school  build- 
ing have  been  fully  and  gratefully  appreciated  by  all 
concerned  in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils.  Nevertheless  it 
is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  building  was  not  com- 
pleted during  the  summer,  and  that  no  water  supply  is 
yet  admitted  to  the  building.  This  work  should  be 
pushed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  the  early 
spring  should  see  the  water  supply,  drainage  and  grad- 
ing finished.  The  schools  at  the  Center  and  Smith's 
have  kept  37  weeks  and  the  others  35  weeks. 
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According  to  the  school  census  taken  in  Septem- 
ber by  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Henry  E.  Brown,  we  have  in 
our  town  206  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fif- 
teen, 119  of  these  being  boys,  and  87  girls.  Between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  there  are  168,  of  whom  94 
are  boys  and  74  girls.  As  we  have  had  no  serious  epi- 
demic this  year,  the  attendance  at  the  various  schools 
has  been  good  throughout  the  year,  and  the  work  done 
has  been  of  good  quality.  A  steady  effort  has  been  made 
to  bring  all  the  graded  schools  up  to  the  standard  given 
by  the  state  in  the  "Course  of  Studies  for  Elementary 
Schools  "  published  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

We  regret  to  state  that  the  recent  fire  in  our  town 
destroyed  the  papers  of  our  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
so  that  we  can  present  no  detailed  financial  report  as  is 
our  custom.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  : 

The  directors  of  the  Enfield  Library  Association 

respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  their  work 

for  the  year  past. 

Since  our  last  report  between  one  and  two  hundred 
new  books  have  been  added  to  our  catalogue,  many  of 
them  being  selected  with  a  special  view  to  the  needs  of 
our  boys  and  girls.  St.  Nicholas  has  also  been  included 
among  our  magazines,  and  Harper's  Bazaar  has  been 
placed  upon  the  library  table  every  week  by  special  do- 
nation of  several  members  of  the  Association.  The  li- 
brary has  been  open  for  the  exchange  of  books  as  here- 
tofore on  Saturday  afternoons  and  evenings  with  a  con- 
tinually increasing  patronage. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  following  officers  were 
chosen  for  the  present  year :  President,  G.  H.  Hubbard  ; 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  CD.  Haskell;  Directors,  Miss 
Sara  F.  Underwood,  Miss  Jane  E.  Clark,  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Smith,  and  George  C.  Ewing. 

We  have  been  exceptionally  favored  this  year  with 
gifts  from  friends  of  the  Library,  and  we  are  glad  to  re- 
port that  there  is  even  better  promise  for  the  immediate 
future. 

The  collection  in  the  Museum  has  been  enriched  by 
some  interesting  relics  of  earlier  days,  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Weyman  of  Fitchburg,  also  by  two  pieces,  one  a  fine 
specimen  of  Nova  Scotia  Selenite  and  the  other  a  flint 
stone  picked  up  near  the  grave  of  the  poet  Thomas  Gray 
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in   Buckinghamshire,   England,   both   presented  by  Mr. 
W.  H.  Fewell  of  Greenwich,  Mass. 

The  Library  itself  has  received  a  gift  of  $500  from 
Dexter  N.  Richards  of  Boston,  a  former  citizen  of  Enfield, 
with  the  stipulation  that  the  sum  be  expended  for  books 
of  standard  value  either  in  the  line  of  history  or  science, 
to  form  a  special  alcove  bearing  the  donor's  name.  This 
sum  we  were  obliged  to  deposit  for  the  time  as  our  pre- 
sent quarters  will  not  admit  of  so  large  an  addition  as 
$500  would  purchase. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  further  that  a  definite  be- 
ginning has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  raising  money 
for  a  Public  Library  Building.  In  January,  Mrs.  Martha 
L.  Weyman  of  Fitchburg,  whose  father  was  a  native  of 
Enfield,  made  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  the  lot 
of  land  west  of  the  Town  Hall,  to  be  deeded  to  the  Li- 
brary Association  on  the  first  of  April,  with  a  further 
promise  of  memorial  windows  when  a  building  should  be 
ready  for  them.  In  view  of  this  gift  a  popular  subscrip- 
tion has  been  opened  and  a  considerable  sum  has  already 
been  pledged  for  the  desired  building.  If,  however,  the 
scheme  is  to  succeed,  all  our  citizens  must  take  an  inter- 
est in  the  matter  and  each  must  give  according  to  his 
ability,  even  though  it  be  but  a  small  sum.  If  each  one 
will  do  what  he  can,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  may  not 
see  a  substantial  Public  Library  building  erected  in  our 
town  during  the  coming  year.  It  is  only  a  question  of 
the  liberality  and  public  spirit  of  our  citizens. 

The  Library  Association  has  sustained  a  serious  loss 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  George  C.  Ewing,  who  was  for  a 
number  of  years  our  honored  President,  and  who  always 
had  the  interests  of  the  Library  very  close  to  his  heart. 
We  feel  more  deeply  than  ever,  therefore,  the  need  of 
enlisting  public  interest  in  this  important  cause  that  the 
efficiency  of  our  work  may  not  be  diminished. 
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The  Public  Library  is  doing  an  excellent  work  for 
the  community.  Its  influence  is  felt  in  many  of  our 
homes ;  and  if  it  can  be  established  on  a  permanent  ba- 
sis in  quarters  which  admit  of  reading  and  other  rooms, 
its  beneficent  power  will  be  greatly  increased.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

Hampshire,  ss. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Enfield, 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and 
in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Enfield 
on  Monday,  the  eighteenth  day  of  March  inst.,  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  viz : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
Town  Treasurer,  three  Assessors,  one  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  Con- 
stables, an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to  the  question 
"Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  this  town?"  by  Yes  or  No. 

Art.  4.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ART.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.     To   raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
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sary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  to  appropriate  the  same. 

To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  there- 
for, and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  to 
be  paid  from  said  tax. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  appro- 
priating the  Dog  tax,  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Library  Association  of  Eafield. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of  En- 
field, Memorial  Day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  to  the  town,  not  to  exceed  4  per  cent,  for  tbe 
care  of  the  burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
any  money  for  the  Public  Library. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  post- 
ing up  attested  copies  thereof,  at  each  of  the  public 
meeting  houses  in  said  town,  seven  days  at  least  before 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  War- 
rant, with  your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or 
before  holding  said  meeting.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Enfield  : 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  con- 
ditions and  working  of  our  town  schools  for  the  year 
ending  March  1st,  1901 : 

The  summer  term  of  the  village  schools  began 
March  19th ;  the  district  schools  opened  a  week  later. 
The  following  were  the  teachers  in  charge  for  that  term  : 
No.  1,  Miss  Marion  F.  Maddocks  of  Foxboro,  Mass.; 
No.  2,  Miss  Ethel  Stacey  of  Maine;  No.  3,  Miss  Ada 
L.  Harwood ;  No.  4,  Miss  Bessie  I.  Kelley  of  Washing- 
ton, Mass. ;  No.  5,  Miss  Adelita  Partridge  of  Adams, 
Mass. ;  No.  6,  Miss  Ethel  Webber ;  No.  7,  Mrs.  Rebecca 
C.  Davis ;  and  No.  8,  Miss  Flora  L.  Hinman  of  Ohio. 

The  work  done  during  the  term  was  excellent,  and 
gave  almost  universal  satisfaction.  It  was  therefore  with 
sincere  regret  that  with  the  closing  of  the  term  in  June 
we  received  letters  of  resignation  from  the  four  teachers 
at  the  Center,  and  found  ourselves  obliged  to  seek  for 
others  to  fill  the  vacant  places. 

The  opening  of  the  fall  term  found  Miss  Emma 
Gilbert  of  Greenwich  in  charge  of  school  No.  1.  Miss 
Gilbert  was  a  graduate  of  Westfield  Normal  school  and 
a  young  woman  of  superior  ability  and  much  promise. 
Her  sad  death  just  a  week  after  the  opening  of  the 
school  was  deeply  felt  by  all  who  knew  her.  In  the  few 
days  of  her  work  she  had  won  the  respect  and  affection 
of  her  pupils,  and  your  Committee  anticipated  a  pleas- 
ant and  successful  year  for  the  school.  Miss  Gilbert's 
death  made  a  break  in  the  school  work ;  but  not  for 
long.     In  a  week  the  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Minnie 
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R.  Snow  of  Easthampton,  Conn.,  a  graduate  of  Wesley- 
an  University,  and  a  teacher  of  some  experience,  who 
came  to  us  highly  recommended.  Her  work  has  fully 
borne  out  these  recommendations.  Both  in  the  school- 
room and  elsewhere  she  has  shown  herself  to  be  a  young 
woman  of  exemplary  character  and  high  attainments, 
refined  in  manner  and  conscientious  in  service.  Under 
her  direction  the  pupils  have  done  thorough  work,  and 
the  standards  of  the  school  have  been  kept  at  high  water 
mark. 

For  No.  2  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Edith  L.  Watson  of  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
whose  excellent  work  in  schools  No.  8  and  5  had  abun- 
dantly proven  her  fitness  for  the  post.  Throughout  the 
year  the  school  has  been  too  large  for  its  room,  and  it 
has  been  necessary  to  seat  a  part  of  the  pupils  in  No.  1 
schoolroom.  Notwithstanding  this  disadvantage  the 
school  has  showed  a  marked  advance  in  every  respect 
over  last  year,  and  Miss  Watson  has  fully  maintained 
her  reputation  for  superior  management  and  excellent 
work  with  her  pupils. 

No  3  was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Adelita  Part- 
ridge, who  had  taught  the  previous  term  at  No.  5,  and 
Miss  Ethel  Hamilton  of  Ware,  a  graduate  of  the  Salem 
Normal  school  was  engaged  for  No.  4.  All  were  very 
glad  to  welcome  back  to  her  place  in  No.  5  Miss  Elsie 
P.  Thayer,  who  had  been  laid  aside  more  than  a  year 
by  sickness.  The  work  at  that  school  has  gone  on 
through  the  year  with  all  its  old-time  efficiency  and  suc- 
cess, and  we  hope  that  it  may  be  long  before  it  shall 
again  suffer  interruption. 

In  the  district  schools  we  were  fortunate  enough  to 
continue  the  teachers  already  in  service,  all  of  whom 
have  done  excellent  work  throughout  the  year. 

After  long  delays  the  water  pipes  have  at  length 
been  put  into  the  new  school   building,    which   is    now 
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completed  with  the  exception  of  grading  the  grounds, 
a  work  that  should  be  done  during  the  coming  summer. 
Owing  to  a  fault  in  the  arrangement  of  the  water  pipes, 
which  prevents  shutting  off  the  water  inside  the  build- 
ing, the  water  froze  and  burst  the  pipes  during  the  win- 
ter vacation,  causing  considerable  trouble  and  expense, 
an  experience  which  will  be  often  repeated  unless  the 
original  defect  is  remedied.  Difficulties  in  heating  have 
also  necessitated  the  omission  of  several  school  sessions 
at  Nos.  1  and  2. 

The  village  schools  have  kept  36  weeks  and  the 
others  34  weeks. 

According  to  the  school  census  taken  in  Septem- 
ber, we  have  in  town  187  children  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  15.,  Ill  of  these  being  boys,  and  76  girls.  Be- 
tween 7  and  14  we  have  87  boys  and  53  girls,  making 
a  total  of  140.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  directors  of  the  Enfield  Library  Association 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  their  work 
for  the  past  year : 

The  year  now  closing  has  been  a  period  of  steady 
and  effective  service  unmarked  by  any  events  of  un- 
usual importance.  The  usual  addition  has  been  made 
to  our  book  list,  the  new  purchases  including,  besides 
some  of  the  best  fiction  of  the  day,  not  a  little  literature 
of  a  more  solid  character  and  permanent  worth.  The 
magazine  list  has  also  been  enlarged,  and  now  includes 
Scribners,  St.  Nicholas,  Review  of  Reviews,  McClure's, 
Cosmopolitan,  Good  Housekeeping  and  Success. 

During  the  year  a  new  supplementary  catalogue 
has  been  issued  which  includes  all  but  the  most  recent 
purchase  of  books,  and  contributes  greatly  to  the  con- 
venience of  our  patrons. 

The  Librarian's  report  shows  a  continuous  and 
liberal  patronage.  The  total  number  of  books  taken 
during  the  year  1900  was  7025,  or  an  average  of  a  trifle 
over  135  a  week.  Only  one  week  in  the  year  did  the 
number  of  books  taken  fall  to  100.  The  class  of  books 
selected  by  our  readers  indicates  a  desire  for  good  read- 
ing, and  the  number  proves  that  the  privilege  which  the 
Library  aftords  is  appreciated  by  our  citizens. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  following  officers  were 
chosen  for  the  present  year  :  President,  G.  H.  Hubbard  ; 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  C.  D.  Haskell ;  Directors,  Miss 
Sarah  F.  Underwood,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Smith,  Miss  Jane  E. 
Clark,  and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Ewing. 
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*  We  sincerely  regret  that  we  cannot  report  further 
progress  in  the  matter  of  a  library  building.  Every  ad- 
dition to  our  supply  of  books  emphasizes  the  need  of 
more  room  ;  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we 
shall  be  obliged  to  call  a  halt  on  further  additions  till 
more  commodious  quarters  are  in  some  way  provided. 
Here  is  a  grand  opportunity  for  some  of  our  public 
spirited  citizens.

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  one  Town  Clerk, 
one  Town  Treasurer,  three  Assessors,  one  School  Committee 
for  three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two 
Constables,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to  the  ques- 
tion "Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town?  "  by  Yes  or  No.

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jury- 
men selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps, 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  od 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing-  year, 
and  to  appropriate  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town  there- 
for, and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  to 
be  paid  from  said  taxes.

The  Library  Association,  which  has  so  long  been 
the  recipient  of  your  confidence  and  the  disburser  oi 
funds  entrusted  to  it  for  the  instruction  and  intellectual 
recreation  of  the  young  and  old,  reports: 

The  continued  subscriptions  to  Scribners,  McClure's, 
St.  Nicholas,  Cosmopolitan  magazines,  The  Review  of 
Reviews,  Success,  and  Good  Housekeeping,  and  by  the 
kindness  of  friends  the  Scientific  American,  Harper's 
Weekly,  Harper's  Bazaar  and  Boston  Cooking  School 
are  regularly  to  be  found  upon  the  table. 

The  books  taken  out  during  the  past  year  were 
6500,  or  an  average  of  125  weekly. 

Over  150  new  books  have  been  purchased  of 
Fiction  for  old  and  young,  Travel,  Biography,  History, 
Science  and  General  Literature.  One  who  allows  him- 
self to  be  known  only  as  "One  who  loves  to  give"  and 
otherwise  unknown  to  us  has  given  an  encyclopedic 
History  of  the  Pioneers  of  Massachusetts.

To  choose  three  Selectmen,  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
Town  Treasurer,  three  Assessors,  one  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two 
Constables,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to  the  question: 
Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no.  „ 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers,  and  to  act 
on  any  other  business  that  may  come  legally  before  said 
meeting. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEES'  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  March  17,  1902,  Mrs. 
Fanny  N.  Downing  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years.  The  committee  had  a  meet- 
ing speedily  at  the  store  of  W.  F.  Howe  and  chose 
Wm.  B.  Kimball  chairman,  and  William  F.  Howe  sec- 
retary, treasurer  and  agent  for  the  purchase  and  care  of 
school  books  and  supplies.  It  was  decided  to  have 
seven  schools  during  the  year,  and  teachers  were  elect- 
ed as  follows:  No.  1,  Florence  M.  Peck;  No.  2,  Edith 
L.  Watson;  No.  3,  Annie  B.  Edwards;  No.  4,  Anna 
Marie  Neis ;  No.  5,  Elsie  P.  Thayer;  No.  6,  Ethel  M. 
Webber;  No.  7,  Rachel  Kennedy.  Miss  Peck,  whose 
school  had  already  begun  and  who  had  served  in  No.  1 
with  great  acceptance  during  the  previous  year,  taught 
only  one  week  and  then  resigned  her  position  on  ac- 
count of  sickness.  Miss  Myrtie  Burdette  was  secured 
to  take  her  place  and  after  teaching  two  days  she  was 
taken  sick  and  her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Myrtie  Nute, 
who  taught  for  four  days;  then  Miss  Burdette  resumed 
her  position  and  did  excellent  work  throughout  the 
year.  Miss  Edith  L.  Watson,  who  had  taught  the 
school  in  No.  2  very  acceptably  during  the  previous 
year,  served  for  one  term  of  14  weeks  and  then  re- 
signed her  position.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ada 
L.  Harwood,  one  of  our  citizens,  a  very  capable  and 
successful  teacher.  Miss  Edwards,  who  had  taught  in 
No.  3  two  terms  already,  had  good  success  this  year  for 
30  weeks,  when  she  resigned  and  returned  to  her  home 
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ill  Maine.  Miss  Kennedy  was  elected  to  the  vacant 
place,  a  promotion  very  gladly  given  to  a  faithful  and 
efficient  teacher  of  our  own  town.  Miss  Neis,  who  was 
faithful  and  successful  in  No.  4  for  three  terms,  re- 
signed her  position  at  the  close  of  the  Fall  term.  She 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Vera  Billings,  who  still  has  the 
school  in  excellent  condition.  She  evidently  under- 
stands how  to  deal  with  and  teach  the  little  children.  In 
No.  5  Miss  Thayer  continues  to  teach  successfully. 
Here  can  be  seen  the  advantages  and  benefits  of  contin- 
uous service.  In  No.  6  Miss  Webber  with  a  smaller 
school,  but  with  some  older  scholars  not  so  well  classi- 
fied, has  shown  what  diligence  and  careful  service  can 
accomplish.  No.  7,  which  occupies  an  unique  position 
all  by  itself,  has  been  prospered.  The  number  of  pu- 
pils is  not  large,  but  it  is  more  favored  in  location  and 
in  its  building  than  some  other  schools.  The  teacher, 
who  has  served  so  long  in  this  district,  has  been  called 
elsewhere.  The  new  teacher,  Miss  Carrie  McNeil,  comes 
from  Prince  Edward's  Island  and  it  is  evident  that  she 
is  not  lacking  in  those  qualities  which  make  the  English 
people  successful  in  almost  everything  which  they  un- 
dertake in  any  department  or  station.  During  her  few 
weeks  of  service  she  has  shown  a  willingness  to  work 
and  desire  to  excel.  She  has  had  much  experience  in 
teaching  near  her  home. 

There  has  been  much  trouble  caused  to  schools  1  and 
2  because  of  the  lack  of  suitable  heating  arrangements. 
The  furnace  in  the  new  building  has  never  done  good 
work.  There  must  have  been  serious  fault  in  its  set- 
ting up,  because  the  manufacturers  of  the  furnace  say 
that  it  is  in  use  very  largely  throughout  the  country  and 
that  it  gives  general  satisfaction.  It  is  a  failure  so  far 
as  our  schoolhouse  is  concerned  and  the  schools  have 
lost  much  time  and  the  town  much  money  because  these 
schools  have  at  times  been  dismissed  and  called  togeth- 
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er  again  after  hours  of  waiting.  This  has  happened 
several  times  during  the  last  two  years.  The  consump- 
tion of  coal  and  wood  has  been  very  large  and  the  heat 
has  been  conveyed,  or  has  escaped,  to  the  open  air  with- 
out accomplishing  any  good  results.  A  committee  was 
chosen  by  the  town  at  the  March  meeting  one  year  ago 
and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  some  thorough  work  will 
be  done  in  preparation  for  another  year. 

According  to  our  last  school  census  the  number  of 
children  in  the  town  of  Enfield  between  5  and  15  was 
193;  boys  119,  girls  74.  The  number  between  7  and 
1 4  years  143  ;  boys  86,  girls  57.  According  to  the  cen- 
sus of  the  year  before  there  were  children  between  5  and 
1"),  182;  boys  117,  girls  65.  Between  7  and  14  years 
of  age  139  ;  boys  92,  girls  47. 

It  is  understood  that  within  the  year  the  towns  of 
Belchertown  and  Enfield  will  unite  and  form  a  union  of 
school  interests  and  have  a  superintendent  to  take  di- 
rection and  charge  of  all  the  schools  in  the  towns.  It 
is  hoped  that  when  this  is  accomplished  results  will 
prove  that  here  as  well  as  elsewhere  "in  union  there  is 
strength,"  and  that  our  towns  will  be  greatly  benefited 
by  such  a  movement.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  Library  Association  gratefully  acknowledges 
your  generous  appropriation  for  the  past  year  and  is 
pleased  to  report:  — 

Harper's  Magazine  and  Current  Literature  have  been 
added  to  the  magazines  heretofore  found  upon  our  table, 
and  the  Review  of  Reviews,  Scribner's,  and  Good  House- 
keeping have  been  bound  and  are  in  permanent  form 
upon  the  shelves  for  reference  and  use. 

We  have  added  257  books  of  fiction,  history,  science 
and  general  literature  to  the  library,  and  107  have  been 
rebound  of  those  in  constant  demand. 

During  the  year  90(36  books  have  been  loaned  as 
against  6500  for  the  year  previous,  being  an  increase  of 
2566.  The  average  per  week  for  the  year  was  about 
174,  and  the  year  before  was  125.  This  indicates  a 
growing  interest  of  the  people  in  the  library  and  an  ex- 
tension of  its  good  influence,  which  is  very  encouraging. 

In  November  the  Western  Massachusetts  library  club 
held  an  institute  in  the  Congregational  chapel  for  the 
promotion  of  further  interest  in  books  and  reading. 
This  club  is  so  cordially  devoted  to  this  good  work  that 
it  gave  its  services  freely,  and  its  addresses  were  greatly 
appreciated. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  by  the  kindness  of 
some  of  our  citizens  a  lot  has  been  secured  for  a  libra- 
ry building  site,  and  we  hope  that  by  the  generosity  of 
others  interested  in  Enfield  we  may  some  day  have  a 
suitable  permanent  structure  for  the  accommodation  of 
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the  books  and  those  consulting  and  loaning  them.  Such 
a  building  is  needed  very  soon  if  the  library  is  to  add 
to  its  number  of  books  as  usual  from  year  to  year. 

We  ask  your  further  confidence  by  appropriations 
which  shall  enable  us  to  continue  one  of  the  important 
and  helpful  of  the  good  works  of  our  town.

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town  hall  in 
said  Enfield  on  Monday,  the  21st  day  of  March  inst., 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz. :. 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen  for  one  year,  a  Town 
Clerk  for  one  year,  a  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year,  three 
Assessors  for  one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner 
for  three  years,  two  Constables  for  one  year,  an  Auditor,  and 
to  vote  in  answer  to  the  question:  Shall  licenses  be  granted 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating-  liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers,  and  to  act 
on  any  other  business  that  may  come  leg-ally  before  said 
meeting-. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing-  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing-  year 
and  to  appropriate  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxe9  for  the  ensuing-  year  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  taxes. 

Art.  11.     To    see    if    the  town  will    appropriate    the  Dog- 
Tax,  refunded  to  the  town,    for  the  benefit  of  the  Library  As- 
sociation of  Enfield. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of 
Enfield  Memorial  day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  to  the  town,  not  to  exceed  4  per  cent.,  for  the 
care  of  the  burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
any  money  for  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  of  Enfield  will  permit  the 
Enfield  Mfg.  Co.  to  take  out  the  iron  tubes  crossing  highway 
and  conveying  the  water  to  the  mills,  and  replace  same  with 
suitable  stone  or  brics  arch  that  will  be  acceptable  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  rescind  the  vote  taken 
many  years  ago  to  appropriate  the  Blair  Fund,  so  called,  for 
a  Soldiers'  Monument,  and  expend  it  for  the  benefit  of  Wood- 
lawn  Cemetery  by  building  a  new  fence  and  enlarging  the  lot. 
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Art.  18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  balance  due  from  Elbridge  D.  Packard  for  care  of  wife 
at  the  Northampton  insane  asylum. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by 
posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  at  each  of  the  public 
meeting  houses  in  said  town  seven  days  at  least  before 
holding  said  meeting.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield  : 

The  Library  Association,  grateful  for  the  encour- 
agement which  you  have  given  it  by  your  appropria- 
tions in  the  past  year,  are  glad  to  announce  that  it  has 
been  the  most  prosperous  year  of  its  history.  The 
number  of  books  taken  out  by  the  people  will  prove 
this,  and  that  they  are  increasingly  interested  in  the 
library,  and,  incidentally,  that  it  is  doing  a  good  work 
in  the  community. 

During  the  last  year  10,496  books  were  called  for 
and  taken  out.  This  is  an  average  of  201  for  each  week. 
During  the  year  1901-1902,  6500  books  were  taken 
out.  In  the  year  1902-1903,  9066.  This  year  shows 
an  increase  over  two  years  ago  of  more  than  61  percent. 
This  increase  has  not  been  of  books  of  fictio.n  entirely, 
but  also  because  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  list  of 
history  and  biography  and  other  substantial  literature. 
We  would  call  attention  of  the  patrons  of  the  library  to 
the  very  full  line  of  books  of  this  nature  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  library  and  ask  them  to  notice  the  lists 
of  them  in  all  the  catalogues. 

To  the  Scribner's,  Harper's,  McClure's,  Cosmopoli- 
tan, Review  of  Reviews,  Success,  Good  Housekeeping, 
Current  Literature  and  St.  Nicholas,  we  have  added  for 
the  coming  year  the  Century.  The  kindness  of  friends 
furnishes  the  table  with  the  Scientific  American,  Har- 
per's Bazaar,  and  Our  Dumb  Animals  regularly,  and  for 
the  past  year  the  Atlantic  has  been  loaned  to  us.  These 
magazines  are  for  circulation  the  month  after  they  have 
been  received,  and  bound  volumes   of  Harper's,  Scrib- 
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ner's,  St.  Nicholas,  Review  of  Reviews  and  Good  House- 
keeping may  be  taken  out. 

We  have  purchased  197  new  books  and  have  re- 
bound some  besides  the  usual  magazines. 

The  officers  for  the  present  year  are:  President, 
Rev.  J  C.  Andrus ;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  D. 
Haskell;  Directors,  Miss  Sarah  F.  Underwood,  Miss 
Jane  F.  Clark,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Ewing  and  Mrs.  H.  M.  Smith. 

We  call  especial  attention  to  the  new  International 
Encyclopaedia  recently  purchased  and  placed  among 
the  books  for  reference,  and  the  new  edition  of  Web- 
ster's Dictionary,  which  is  in  itself  a  most  valuable  book 
of  reference  aside  from  its  worth  as  a  vocabulary. 

We  have  endeavored  to  use  your  appropriation  in 
the  most  worthy  and  economical  manner  and  trust  that 
we  may  be  favored  liberally  the  coming  year.  We  still 
need  a  suitable  building  and  will  soon  be  crowded  out 
of  the  present  quarters.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  was  held  March  16, 
1903.  Mrs.  Amanda  W.  Ewing  was  chosen  a  member 
of  the  Board.  At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Ewing,  W.  B.  Kimball  was  chosen 
chairman  and  Mrs.  Ewing  was  chosen  secretary,  treas- 
urer and  agent  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  supplies. 
Mrs.  Ewing  and  Mrs.  Downing  have  had  full  care  of 
books  and  school  supplies  and  their  distribution.  The 
committee  voted  to  have  seven  schools  maintained  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  and  that  the  few  children  in  the 
Chapin  district  should  have  instruction  suited  to  the 
conditions  of  the  case.  Teachers  were  appointed  as 
follows : 

District  No.  1,  Miss  Myrtie  M.  Burdette. 
No.  2,  Miss  Ada  L.  Harwood. 
"        No.  3,  Miss  Rachel  Kennedy. 
No.  4,  Miss  Vera  L.  Billings. 
No.  5,  Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer. 
No.  6,  Miss  Bertha  Petrie. 
'■        No.  7,  Miss  Jessica  Ballou. 

The  larger  schools  have  had  the  same  teachers 
during  the  year  and  we  have  been  very  much  pleased 
with  their  continued  success  and  thorough  work.  The 
teachers  in  Nos.  6  and  7  secured  other  schools  at  the 
close  of  their  first  term,  where  higher  wages  were  paid, 
and  Miss  Gertrude  Courtney  was  secured  for  No.  6  and 
Miss  Ethel  Benchley  for  No.  7.  They  have  had  as  good 
success  as  could  fairly  be  hoped  for  with  such  small 
schools,  and  we  hope  to  retain  their  services.  In  the 
Chapin  district  Miss  Hattie  Chapin  has  been  the  teach- 
er, at   her   home.     The   number  of  scholars  has   been 
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small;  the  children  meeting  at  her  home,  as  will  be  seen 
later  in  this  report.  She  has  been  faithful  and  success- 
ful in  her  duties.  The  transportation  of  these  children 
to  the  village  seemed  to  be  out  of  the  question. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  employment  of  a 
janitor,  for  the  care  of  the  two  large  buildings  in  the 
center,  has  helped  very  much  in  the  conduct  of  these 
schools,  and  in  the  comfort  and  health  of  teachers  and 
pupils.  It  is  no  doubt  a  safe  and  economical  plan. 
Special  reference  should  here  be  made  to  the  furnaces 
in  the  new  building.  They  have  not  been  found  want- 
ing in  any  respect  during  the  severe  winter,  which,  let 
us  hope,  is  now  very  near  its  end.  When  warmer  weath- 
er comes  we  are  assured  they  can  be  used  and  very  little 
fuel  will  then  be  needed  to  accomplish  satisfactory  re- 
sults. 

The  utmost  limit  of  time  has  now  arrived  and  with 
a  new  school  year  the  several  schools  in  this  town  and 
Belchertown  are  likely  to  be  in  charge  of  a  man  or 
woman,  who,  as  superintendent,  will  have  the  general 
care  of  all  our  teachers  and  scholars.  It  has  seemed  to 
some  in  authority,  as  well  as  to  others,  that  this  delay 
was  unwise  and  unbecoming  in  persons  who  have  charge 
of  young  people  who  are  soon  to  be,  and  to  remain  in 
all  the  future  of  their  lives,  law-abiding,  as  we  hope,  or 
law-disregarding  citizens  In  our  great  nation  as  well 
as  in  our  state,  city  and  town  matters,  this  law  has 
full  sway.     Herein  lies  our  great  strength  and  security. 

For  many  years  our  town  has  been  liberal  in  ap- 
propriations for  school  purposes.  Buildings  have  been 
erected  as  needed,  and  heating  systems  introduced; 
books,  maps,  and  all  things  asked  for  by  your  commit- 
tees have  been  furnished.  We  believe  our  schools 
have  always  been  faithfully  and  fairly  conducted,  and 
that  they  are  now  in  charge  of  competent  teachers.  As 
has  been  noted   a   new  departure   is  now  to  be  taken. 
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Some  person  selected  by  the  committees  of  the  towns 
is  to  have  speedy  and  influential  control  of  all  our  school 
affairs.  This  is  a  vital  matter  and  in  certain  respects 
experimental.  It  has  been  often  noticed  that  changes 
have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  our  state  among 
school  superintendents.  This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at 
or  thought  strange.  It  has  always  been  so  when  cer- 
tain departures  have  been  made  and  new  and  better 
methods  have  been  adopted.  The  expense  of  super- 
vision may  be  somewhat  increased,  but  the  state  pro- 
vides for  contingencies  and  is  very  liberal  with  the  smaller 
towns.  Whoever  may  take  charge  of  this  important 
work  should  have  the  sympathy  and  support  of  all  good 
citizens,  as  well  as  loyalty  and  helpfulness  from  those 
who  call  them  to  this  important  work. 

The  number  of  children  in  our  schools  has  de- 
creased somewhat  since  our  last  year's  report.  This 
has  occurred  because  of  the  withdrawal  of  many  state 
children  whose  places  have  not  been  filled.  Children 
in  our  schools  last  year. between  5  and  15  years  were 
185;  boys  112,  girls  73.  Mrs.  Downing  reports  for 
this  year  147  of  the  same  ages  ;  82  boys,  65  girls.  The 
tide  has  begun  to  flow  in  favor  of  increased  numbers, 
and  vacant  homes  are  likely  to  have  many  new  comers 
with  a  new  school  year.  The  only  death  among  our 
school  children  during  the  year  was  caused  by  accident. 
Little  Grace  Irene  Newbury,  6  years  old,  was  severely 
burned  while  trying  to  help  her  sick  mother.  Her 
clothes  caught  fire  as  she  attempted  to  put  wood  in  the 
stove  and  she  was  terribly  burned.  A  very  sad  death 
it  was  to  all  and  especially  to  those  who  knew  so  well 
her  winning  ways  and  her  happy  child  life. 

The  duty  of  making  reports  will  in  the  future  de- 
volve upon  the  superintendent.  Whoever  is  chosen 
should  have  our  sympathy  and  helpfulness.  We  hope 
for  splendid  results  under  the  new  system. 
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The  report  of  the  treasurer  with  financial  state- 
ments now  claims  the  careful  attention  of  all  citizens.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

Hampshire,  ss. 
To  either  of  the  Constables  of  Enfield,      Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town  hall  in 
said  Enfield  on  Monday,  the  20th  day  of  March  inst., 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz. : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting-. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen  for  one  year,  a  Town 
Clerk  for  one  year,  a  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year,  three 
Assessors  for  one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two 
Constables  for  one  year,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer 
to  the  question:  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating- liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers,  and  to 
act  on  any  other  business  that  may  come  legally  before  said 
meeting. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
to  appropriate  the  same. 
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Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  taxes. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  Dog 
Tax,  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library  As- 
sociation of  Enfield. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of  En- 
field Memorial  day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  to  the  town,  not  to  exceed  4  per  cent,  for  the 
care  of  the  burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
any  money  for  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  leadiner  from  the  house  of  G.  H.  Edwards  past  the  old 
D.  M.  L.  Montgomery  place  to  the  Pelham  road. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  purchase  land  for  an  addition  to  Woodlawn  Ceme- 
tery, and  to  build  a  fence  round  said  cemetery,  and  make  im- 
provements in  and  around  the  same. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by 
posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  at  each  of  the  public 
meeting  houses  in  said  town  seven  days  at  least  before 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  war- 
rant with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or 
before  holding  said  meeting.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Town  held  March 
21,  1904,  Mrs.  Grace  Hale  Stevens  was  chosen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school  committee  for  three  years  and  Wm. 
B.  Kimball  for  two  years  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Amanda  W.  Ewing. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  Downing  March  22,  Wm.  B.  Kimball  was 
chosen  chairman,  Mrs.  Downing  was  chosen  secretary, 
treasurer  and  custodian  of  books  and  supplies. 

At  this  meeting  teachers  were  appointed  as  follows  : 

District  No.  1,  Miss  Myrtie  M.  Burdette. 
No.  2,  Miss  Ada  L.  Harwood. 
No.  3,  Miss  Rachel  Kennedy. 
No.  4,  Miss  Vera  L.  Billings. 
No.  5,  Miss  Elsie  P.  Thayer. 
"        No.  6,  Miss  Gertrude  Courtney. 
No.  7,  Miss  Ethel  Benchley. 

In  the  Chapin  district  Miss  Hattie  Chapin  has  had 
charge  of  the  pupils  for  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
report  of  our  treasurer.  At  the  close  of  the  first  term, 
Miss  Thayer,  teacher  at  Smith's,  resigned  and  Miss 
Kennedy  of  No.  3  was  selected  to  take  her  place. 
Miss  Courtney  in  No.  6  and  Miss  Benchley  in  No.  7 
retired  at  the  same  time,  and  the  vacant  positions  were 
filled  as  follows : 

No.  3,  Miss  Dorothy  Merrill. 

No.  6,  Miss  Daisy  Mead. 

No.  7,  Miss  Fannie  Garvin. 

The  schools  have  been  greatly  hindered  in  their 
work  because  of  the  great  amount  of  sickness  among 
the    pupils.       Our   teachers    have    been    faithful    and 
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devoted  to  their  work.  The  number  of  pupils  has  in- 
creased somewhat  since  our  last  report.  There  were 
last  year  only  147  pupils  between  5  and  15  years.  The 
report  now  gives  182 ;  boys  106,  girls  76. 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  school 
house  in  district  No.  6  and  it  is  now  in  very  good 
shape.  It  is  believed  that  a  change  in  the  method  of 
heating  the  school  rooms  in  the  town  hall  building 
would  be  of  advantage  to  the  schools  in  health  and 
economy. 

When  our  schools  opened  in  September  last,  our 
new  superintendent,  Mr.  John  Sanborn,  took  immediate 
charge  of  our  schools  and  has  visited  them  often.  He 
has  been  a  teacher  for  some  years  and  served  as  high 
school  teacher  in  Belchertown,  where  he  was  satisfac- 
tory to  the  committee  and  very  warmly  appreciated  by 
the  people  of  the  town.  We  believe  he  is  a  faithful 
worker  and  in  love  with  this  particular  form  of  school 
administration.  The  state  believes  in  school  supervis- 
ion and  helps  largely  in  its  support.  Mr.  Sanborn  has 
given  his  report  of  his  supervision  to  your  committee 
and  it  is  herewith  presented. 

The  full  and  satisfactory  report  of  our  secretary 
and  treasurer,  Mrs.  Fannie  N.  Downing,  is  also  pre- 
sented herewith. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Enfield.: 

I  would  submit  the  following,  as  my  first  report 
of  the  public  schools,  to  your  honorable  board. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  condition  of 
the  schools,  on  the  whole,  is  very  satisfactory.  The 
corps  of  teachers  is  excellent  and  all  seem  to  be  work- 
ing harmoniously  for  the  good  of  the  schools.     Most 
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of  the  teachers  have  had  considerable  experience  in  their 
chosen  work,  and  it  would  be  a  loss  to  the  schools  to 
have  them  accept  positions  elsewhere. 

We  have  been  much  pleased  with  the  work  in 
drawing  and  colors,  and  we  trust  that  more  may  be  done 
in  this  line.  In  connection  with  the  drawing  I  would 
say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  singing,  which,  in  some  of 
the  schools,  is  commendable.  Let  us  cultivate  not  only 
the  essentially  practical,  for  the  day  of  the  "Three  R's" 
has  gone,  but  that,  as  well,  which  tends  to  develop  the 
esthetic  natures  in  our  boys  and  girls. 

As  far  as  books  and  supplies  are  concerned  your 
committee  is  ready  to  obtain  all  that  is  necessary.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  several  schools  be  furnished 
clocks,  and  one  or  two  of  the  schoolrooms  need  more 
blackboard  space. 

Schoolroom  No.  3  should  have  the  walls  tinted  and 
the  woodwork  painted ;  as  it  now  is  the  room  is  gloomy 
and  uninviting. 

Schoolroom  No.  4,  the  primary  grades,  ought  to 
have  adjustable  seats  and  desks,  for  those  now  in  use, 
in  many  cases,  are  entirely  unfit  for  the  pupils  occupy- 
ing them.  This  room,  also,  needs  painting  and  tinting 
like  No.  3. 

Since  New  Year's  many  of  our  pupils,  especially 
the  smaller  children,  have  been  detained  at  home  by 
the  prevailing  colds,  but  nothing  of  a  serious  character 
has  occurred  to  interfere  with  our  winter's  work. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
kind  assistance  extended  to  me  by  the  school  commit- 
tee, teachers  and  all  who  are  working  for  the  welfare  of 
the  schools  of  Enfield.

To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  respect- 
fully report  first  instead  of  last,  that  the  facilities  of 
the  library  room  are  less  adequate  every  year  for  the 
proper  storage  and  care  and  handling  of  the  books 
which  the  people  are  interested  in  loaning.  It  will  be 
quite  necessary  for  something  to  be  done  soon  for  this 
institution  which,  next  to  our  churches  and  schools, 
is  the  most  valuable  we  have  in  our  town.  We  sub- 
mit to  your  consideration  the  suggestion  that  the  town 
in  its  town  meeting  discuss  and  decide  upon  some 
method  and  means  by  which,  in  a  time  as  soon  as 
possible,  a  suitable  building  may  be  provided  for  these 
books,  which  have  been  and  are  the  delight,  instruct- 
ors and  helpers  of  all  classes  and  conditions  among  us. 

We  desire  to  say  that  this  commendation  and  re- 
quest are  not  merely  such  as  we  have  made  from  year 
to  year,  but  are  made  in  earnest  and  hopeful  wish  for 
some  proper  and  adequate  attention.  We  have  spent 
money  for  bridges  and  cemeteries  and  for  the  poor  and 
the  needy,  and  these  are  matters  of  course ;  but  we 
ought  to  do  something  for  that  which  is  supplying  the 
mental  food,  keeping  up  good  spirits,  and  giving  the 
shut-in,  the  sick,  the  poor  and  the  needy  comfort  which 
none  could  well  do  without.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  Enfield,     Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town  hall  in 
said  Enfield  on  Monday  the  19th  day  of  March  inst., 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting1. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen  for  one  year,  a  Town 
Clerk  for  one  year,  a  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year,  three 
Assessors  for  one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two 
Constables  for  one  year,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to 
the  question:  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating: liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers  and  to  act 
on  any  other  business  that  may  come  legally  before  said 
meeting-. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing-  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  support  of  street  lamps, 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  to  appropriate  for  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  taxes.

To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of  En- 
field Memorial  day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  aDpoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  of  the  town,  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent,  for  the 
burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended.

To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  Library  Association  would  respectfully  report 
that  the  library  has  continued  its  good  work  during  the 
past  year.  The  books  loaned  numbered  7808,  being 
an  average  of  150  each  week.  This  is  in  excess  of  the 
preceding  year,  when  the  weekly  average  was  134.  A 
large  number  of  new  books  have  been  added,  thanks  to 
your  generous  appropriation. 

The  magazines  which  are  constantly  found  upcn 
the  table  are  Harper's  Monthly,  Century,  Scribner's, 
Review  of  Reviews,  Country  Life,  Current  Literature, 
St.  Nicholas,  McClure's,  Cosmopolitan,  Success,  Good 
Housekeeping,  for  which  the  Association  regularly  sub- 
scribes, and  there  are  also  the  Scientific  American, 
Harper's  Bazaar  and  Dumb  Animals,  which  are  con- 
tributed by  thoughtful  individuals.  All  these  magazines 
are  eagerly  sought  and  read,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed 
by  patrons  of  the  library. 

We  have  to  announce  the  preparation  of  a  new 
catalog,  which  will  be  ready  as  soon  as  may  be  possible. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  Mrs.  Cyrus 
F.  Woods  has  expressed  her  desire  to  erect  a  library 
building  in  memory  of  her  husband,  to  be  known  as  the 
"Cyrus  F.  Woods  Memorial  Library,"  and  has  com- 
municated with  the  Association  in  regard  to  it.  It  is 
hope  that  the  building  will  be  erected  in  the  near 
future.  Because  of  this,  and  in  order  that  the  Associa- 
tion may  hold  property  and  exercise  the  full  rights  and 
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duties  of  a  corporation,  the  Association  has  taken  meas- 
ures for  incorporation,  which  will  soon  be  effected. 

We  ask  a  continuance  of  your  favor  and  appropri-

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  20,  1905, 
Henry  M.  Downing  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
school  board  for  three  years.  The  committee  met  at 
the  home  of  Mrs.  Stevens  on  Tuesday,  March  21,  and 
chose  as  chairman,  William  B.  Kimball ;  as  secretary, 
treasurer  and  custodian  of  books  and  supplies,  Mrs. 
Grace  Hale  Stevens.  The  general  charge  of  all  school 
buildings  and  supplies  of  wood  and  coal  was  given  to 
Henry  M.  Downing. 

The  names  of  our  teachers  will  appear  in  the  re- 
ports of  the  several  schools.  We  believe  they  have 
been  faithful  and  successful.  Sickness  has  interfered 
with  work  to  a  great  extent  because  of  much  unseason- 
able weather. 

The  Superintendent  has  visited  the  schools  often 
and  has  been,  we  believe,  of  much  service  to  the  teach- 
ers and  scholars.  His  report  is  made  herewith  and 
merits  careful  attention. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  have  the  people  of  the 
town  show  their  interest  in  the  schools  by  visiting  them 
occasionally.  Teachers  and  scholars  will  welcome 
their  friends. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Enfield  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  herewith  handing  to  you 
my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  town  of  Enfield. 

The  past  year  has  been,  so  far  as  weather  condi- 
tions were  concerned,  very  favorable  for  our  schools — 
no  long,  severe  storms,  nor  excessively  cold  weather; 
nor,  until  the  past  few  weeks,  have  we  had  to  contend 
with  much  sickness.  Since  then  colds  have  been  quite 
prevalent  among  the  smaller  children,  but  no  epidemic 
of  any  disease  has  kept  our  pupils  from  doing  good 
work. 

There  have  been  but  two  changes  in  our  force  of 
teachers,  which  speaks  well  for  our  schools.  Good 
teachers  in  order  to  accomplish  the  best  results  should 
be  kept  for  a  series  of  terms,  and  salaries  sufficiently 
large  should  be  paid  in  order  that  the  teachers  may  be 
contented  with  their  schools  and  not  constantly  trying 
to  obtain  new  positions.  In  one  or  two  cases  I  would 
recommend  an  increase  in  salary,  for  there  are  teachers 
with  us  deserving  of  better  salaries  than  they  are  now 
getting.  The  teacher  is  the  school ;  secure  good,  ef- 
ficient teachers  and  you  have  wideawake,  progressive 
schools. 

It  has  been  especially  pleasing  to  me  to  note  the 
improvements  made  by  several  of  the  teachers  in  the 
way  of  decorating  their  rooms.  Pictures,  statues  and 
flowering  plants  are  educating  in  their  way  just  as 
books  are  in  theirs.  Our  school-rooms  are  all  attract- 
ive and  pleasing  to  visit.  The  progress  in  color  work 
in  several  rooms  has  been  very  successful,  and  we  would 
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simply  reiterate  what  was  said  in  our  last  report  on  this 
subject ;  the  improvement  in  writing  has  been  quite 
marked  ;  and  I  would  say  a  word  in  praise  of  the  singing. 

These  are  subjects  that  all  the  larger  towns  and 
cities  entrust  to  special  teachers,  but  with  us  the  regu- 
lar teachers  have  to  take  charge  of  them,  hence  all 
progressin  these  lines  is  particularly  gratifying,  and 
credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  it. 

In  our  judgment  the  grammar  school  has  enough 
to  do  with  two  grades  without  trying  to  carry  on  a  year 
of  high  school  work.  Either  the  grammar  work  or  that 
of  the  high  school  has  to  be  neglected,  or  both,  which 
is  the  more  likely ;  and  besides,  satisfactory  work  can- 
not be  done  by  the  high  school  pupils,  they  being  so 
few  in  numbers  that  there  is  lacking  that  enthusiasm 
which  larger  numbers  tend  to  give.  It  seems  to  us  that 
the  care  of  two  grades  is  all  that  should  be  expected  of  the 
grammar  teacher ;  very  few  can  do  more  and  do  it  well. 

There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  regard- 
ing the  new  law  respecting  the  employment  of  children 
and  the  granting  of  age  and  schooling  certificates.  The 
law  is  practically  the  same  as  it  has  been,  with  the  age 
for  compulsory  school  attendance  raised  from  fourteen 
to  sixteen  years  for  children  "who  CANNOT  read  at  sight 
and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  lan- 
guage." By  Chapter  267,  Acts  of  1905,  no  employment 
certificate  may  be  issued  to  a  child  under  sixteen  who 
is  not  able  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  simple  sentences 
in  the  English  language. 

The  schools  of  Enfield  are  doing  good  work,  are 
progressive  and  up  to  date.  We  would  appreciate  it  if 
the  parents  and  friends  of  the  schools  would  visit  them 
more  frequently  and  take  note  of  what  is  being  done 
there.  I  am  sure  they  would  meet  a  cordial  reception 
from  both  teachers  and  pupils.  -In  concluding  I  would 
thank  the  Board  for  its  support  and  cooperation.

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  Enfield,     GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town  hall  in 
said  Enfield,  on  Monday  the  18th  day  of  March  inst., 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz  :    * 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting- 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3  To  choose  three  Selectmen  for  one  year,  a  Town 
Clerk  for  one  year,  a  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year,  three  As- 
sessors for  one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two  Con- 
stables for  one  year,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to  the 
question:  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating- liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers  and  to  act 
on  any  other  business  that  may  come  legally  before  said  meet- 
ing-. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  Jurymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  support  of  street  lamps. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing-  year, 
and  to  appropriate  for  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  the 
taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  taxes. 

ART.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  Dog 
Tax,  refunded  to  the  town,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library  Asso- 
ciation of  Enfield. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  the 
collection  of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of 
Enfield  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  of  the  town,  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent.,  for 
the  burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  support  of  a  high  school  in  Enfield,  and  author- 
ize its  organization: — by  petition  of  William  Lisk  and  eleven 
others. 

ART.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  sworn  weigher 
of  coal,  hay  and  other  commodities; — by  petition  of  F.  E. 
Davis  and  eleven  others. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  payment  of 
$4.00  per  day  lor  man  with  team  and  $1.75  per  day  for  man  to 
work  on  the  highway,  or  vote  in  relation  thereto; — by  petition 
of  G.  Dwight  Tillson  and  fourteen  others. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  wili  accept  a  bequest  from 
Lydia  H.  Lane  and  Angeline  H.  Washburn  for  care  of  ceme- 
tery lots  in  Church  Cemetery,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
money  to  go  with  the  Blair  fund,  so  called,  to  erect  a  monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  the  Soldiers  of  the  Civil  War  who 
went  from  this  town,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 
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And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by 
posting  up  attested  copies  thereof  at  each  of  the  public 
meeting  houses  in  said  town  seven  days  at  least  before 
holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  war- 
rant with  your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or 
before  holding  said  meeting.

PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

The  Library  Association  would  respectfully  re- 
port that  the  library  has  continued  its  usual  work  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  books  loaned  averaged  170  each 
week.  This  is  in  excess  of  the  preceding  year,  when 
the  weekly  average  was   150. 

The  magazines  which  are  regularly  found  upon 
the  table  are  Harper's  Monthly,  Century,  Scribner's, 
Review  of  Reviews,  Country  Life,  Current  Literature, 
St.  Nicholas,  McClure's,  Cosmopolitan,  Success,  Good 
Housekeeping  and  Harper's  Bazaar,  for  which  the 
Association  regularly  subscribes,  and  there  are  also 
the  Scientific  American,  Literary  Digest,  Dumb  Ani- 
mals and  extra  copy  of  Bazaar,  which  are  contributed 
by  friends  of  the  Library.  This  department  is  very 
popular  and  especially  well  patronized  by  our  young 
people.  It  may  be  here  remarked  that  magazines, 
after  lying  upon  the  table  a  month,  may  then  be 
taken  out  by  the  public,  the  time  limit  being  one  week. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  in  June,  through 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  Henry  M.  Hooker  of  Chicago,  a 
native  of  Enfield,  a  gift  of  $1000  was  made  to  the 
Library  Association,  the  same  to  be  known  as  the 
Henry  M.  Hooker  Fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  purchasing  of  books  of  Science,  History, 
and  Travel. 

We  have  also  to  announce  the  preparation  of  a 
new  card  catalog,  which  will  be  ready  as  soon  as  may 
be  possible. 
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The  usual  number  of  new  books  have  been  added 
to  the  library  during  the  year,  while  some  fifty  addi- 
tional volumes  will  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  the  increasing  interest 
of  our  young  people  in  the  library.  It  is  also  remarked 
that  many  children  are  drawing  books  on  their  parents' 
cards. 

Realizing  the  power  for  good  which  the  Library 
is  to  our  community  and  the  benefits  it  confers  to  those 
who  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges,  we  a^ain  solicit 
the  continuance  of  your  favor  and  appropriations.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March  19, 
1906,  W'illiam  B.  Kimball  was  chosen  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee  for  three  years.  The  Committee 
met  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Stevens  and  organized,  elect- 
ing William  B.  Kimball  as  Chairman.  Grace  Hale 
Stevens  was  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer.     General 
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charge  of  all  school  buildings  and  supplies  of  wood  and 
coal  was  given  to  Henry  IVL  Downing.  At  our  Spring 
meeting  Mr,  George  F.  Ellinwood  was  elected  Super- 
intendent of  Schools.  He  entered  upon  his  new  duties 
at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term  and  the  Committee  feel 
thai  good  work  has  been  done  along  the  various  lines 
and  many  improvements  made,  which  are  fully  set 
forth  in  the  Superintendent's  report.  It  would  be 
pleasing  to  the  Committee  if  the  parents  would  visit 
the  schools  more  frequently  and  keep  in  closer  touch 
with  the  work  that  is  being  done. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Enfield: 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  an- 
nual report — the  first  of  the  present  Superintendent, 
and  the  third  of  the  Superintendents  of  Enfield 

The  general  conditions  of  the  schools  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school  year  were  very  favorable  for  good 
work.  The  general  equipment  was  excellent  and  the 
teachers  were  devoted  to  their  work. 

Three  new  teachers  began  their  work  in  Septem- 
ber and  late  in  the  Fall  term  there  were  two  more  va 
cancies.  Probably  the  general  public  do  not  realize 
fully  how  disastrous  to  a  school's  interests  is  this  fre- 
quent change  of  teachers.  Some  changes  must  come, 
but  in  many  cases  a  successful  teacher  can  be  influ- 
enced to  remain  in  the  service  of  the  town  when  suffi- 
cient wages  are  offered  her.  The  town  of  Enfield, 
which  stands  by  its  schools  so  nobly,  can  not  afford 
to  lose  good  teachers  and  hire  poor  ones.  I  do  not 
recommend  a  common  wage  for  the  teachers.  We 
have  some  teachers  whose  service  to  the  town  is  worth 
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more  than  others.  I  do  believe,  however,  that  a 
district  school  like  No.  7  should  have  as  much  money 
available  for  its  support  as  a  school  in  the  center.  It 
takes  a  teacher  of  greater  skill  to  successfully  carry  on 
such  a  school. 

MUSIC 

The  introduction  of  music  under  a  special  super- 
visor is  a  great  stride  in  the  right  direction.  Pupils  in 
schools  Nos.  1-5  now  have  as  good  a  training  as  city 
children  receive  The  added  interest  of  the  children 
is  very  marked.  Said  a  little  tot  in  grade  1  in  my 
hearing  recently  at  the  end  of  the  music  lesson  con- 
ducted by  Supervisor  Mrs.  C.  T.  Falknory  "I  like  you 
to  come." 

The  intellectual  and  moral  influence  of  music  is 
unquestionable.  I  am  convinced  that  many  homes  in 
Enfield  will  be  made  brighter  by  this  training  which 
the  pupils  receive.  It  would  please  the  Supervisor  of 
music  and  your  Superintendent  also  to  have  parents 
visit  the  schools  and  see  what  the  children  can  do. 
The  Supervisor  visits  the  schools  each    Monday  A.  M. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Beginning  with  the  Fall  term  the  ye?r  of  high 
school  work  was  dropped  that  better  work  might  be 
done  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  in  preparation 
fjr  the  high  school.  This  seems  to  have  been  a  wise 
move.  On  the  other  hand,  the  town  should  provide 
means  by  which  its  children  may  receive  a  high 
school  education.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  building 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  expense  of  maintaining  a 
good  high  school  would  be  so  great;  furthermore, 
because  the  number  of  pupils  would  be  so  small  that 
interest  in  their  work  would  be  lacking  I  believe  it  is 
not  practical  at  this  time  to  establish  a  public  high 
school  in  Enfield. 

There  are  at  the  present    time    nine  pupils  attend- 
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ing  the  Athol  high  school  from  Enfield.  The  State 
pays  their  tuition.  The  cost  of  transportation  comes 
out  of  the  individual  parents.  As  the  town  does  not 
have  the  expense  of  a  high  school  of  its  own,  should 
it  not  pay  the  carfare  of  pupils  attending  a  high 
school? 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  beginning  with  Sep- 
tember 1,  1907,  the  town  pay  transportation  for  all  its 
pupils  attending  the  Athol  high  school.  I  am  sati>fied 
that  this  will  result  in  a  larger  number  receiving  a  high 
school  education. 

The  time  has  also  come  when  serious  considera- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  closing  of  school  No.  6  and 
the  transportation  of  the  pupils  to  the  Center  schools 
where  there  is  plenty  of  room.  There  are  10  pupils  in 
this  school,  two  of  whom  are  state  wards.  There  a  e 
also  four  pupils  for  whom  the  Center  school  is  but  a 
half  mile  farther  than  No.  6.  Also  in  one  family  at 
least  one  child  attends  No.  6  and  another  child  from 
the  same  family  attends  the  Center  school.  The  cost 
of  transportation  should  not  be  much  in  excess  of  the 
present  cost  of  running  the  school.  It  is  certain  that 
these  pupils  would  receive  a  better  training  and  have 
more  advantages  at  the  Center.  The  fact  that  all 
pupils  at  the  Center  now  carrying  dinners  are  under 
the  care  of  a  teacher  during  the  noon  hour  removes 
one  of  the  chief  objections  to  transportation. 

ECONOMY 

Your  Superintendent  is  pleased  to  announce  that 
of  late  a  greater  economy  has  been  exercised  in  regard 
both  to  general  supplies  and  to  the  purchase  of  text 
books.  Certain  causes  of  waste  have  been  discovered 
and  removed,  which  fact  will  appeal  to  every  hard- 
working taxpayer. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY 

A  definite  course  of  study    has    recently   been  in- 
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troduced  in  the  schools.  The  teachers  have  felt  the 
need  of  this  for  a  long  time.  Many  of  the  pupils  for- 
merly have  been  ill  prepared  for  the  high  school  be- 
cause of  this  lack  of  a  proper  course  of  study.  Their 
work  in  English  has  been  especially  deficient.  This 
will  be  corrected  and  it  is  belfeved  that  all  graduates- 
from  the  grammar  school  will  be  better  qualified  for 
high  school  work,  for  business  and  for  life  itself  after 
completing  the  work  as  outlined. 

The  work  in  drawing  throughout  the  schools  is 
very  commendable,  though  lacking  in  continuity  and 
system.  A  course  in  drawing  is  soon  to  be  given  to 
the  teachers,  which  will  give  order  and  increased 
quality  to  the  work. 

EYE  AND  EAR  TEST 

By  a  recent  State  law  the  sight  and  hearing  of  the 
pupils  must  be  tested  each  year.     This    test  was  made 
in  the  public  schools    of   Enfield    during  the  Fall  term 
with  the  following  result: 
Number  examined,  151 

Number  found  defective  in  sight,  19  (or  12.5  perct) 
Number  found  defective  in  hearing,     4  (or    2.6  per  ct) 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  hearty  support  and 
co-opeiation  given  me  by  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee and  your  willingness  to  furnish  all  material  neces- 
sary for  our  schools.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  con- 
fidence which  you  have  placed  in  your  Superintendent, 
who  has  been  able  to  work  without  restraint  in  the 
interests  of  the  schools.  Because  of  this  fact  his 
work  has  been  a  pleasure  and  greater  advance  has 
been   made  in  the  schools.
